PBEFACE TO THE POUKTH EDITION. 


In my preface to the first edition of New BEMEniEE, written 
in 1864, 1 nted tlie following language : 

The object in the preparation of this work has been to furnish the 
physicians and students of the homoeopathic school of medicine with full 
and accurate information relative to a class of remedies, mostly indigen- 
ous, but few of which have had any place in the published Ilommopathic 
Materia Mcdlca. Some of the provings have been incorporated into the 
Symptomen (>V)dex {Phytolacca., Podophyllum and Sanguimiria), others have 
been published in the various journals of our School {RumeT.Vimicifuga^ 
etoX but the great majority have never been proven until now, 
and the only mention of them has been in occasional clinical or empirical 
suggestions. To the first and second classes I have added many pathogen- 
etic symptoms gleaned from various sources, rc-provlngs, poisonings, etc., 
and added also all the clinical oiiservations that could be collected from 
reliable sources. The latter class may be divided into two others, namely: 
(1) those which have been proven; and (2) th(»se of which we have oifty 
empirical data upon which t|gkbase clinical use and suggestive or theoret- 
ical deductions. 

'*As we gather experience In the use of these remedies, and institute 
accurate provings, the necessitj' for these suggestions and theoretical 
deductions will be done away with. Each physician should consuler him- 
self bound to collect all Die symptoms which arc really pathogenetic, and 
note down all reliable curative experience bchmging to these medicines, 
and faithfully report the same to our journals. 

“The causes which led me to Investigate the properties and virtues of the 
remedies mentioned in the following pages, will be patent to every pro. 
gressivc mind. After using for many years those invafuable remedies 
found In our standard'^Materia Medics, most of which were: handed down 
to us by Hahnemann and his colleagues, 1 found that aithobjjpiL their cara. 
live scope was very wide, it did not apparently include 
anid diseases, I WM led to tnvealigate the field of remedies Ibr 

(f) 
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these reasons; (1) the suggestion of Teste, that plants arc ac1api»(} to oure 
the diseases which infest the same localities; and (2) the many cures which 
had come under my observation, made by lliese remedies in the hands of 
eclectic and domestic i)riictitiofliers, (some of the. cases will be mentioned 
in the body of this work). Tlu‘so reasons, together with a natural ambi- 
tion to enlarge tlie sphere of llomceopathic Materia Medica, induced mn 
to throwaway all ]u*(jiidieo, and devote my energies to the task of intro- 
ducing, by pronnf/s and clinical experience, the indigenous medicines 
which so large!}' abound in tlie United States. A few others had started 
before me, and Cimieifuga, Cornus, Podophyllum and Sanguinaria had 
been proven, and their pathogeneses jmblishcd. But from some cause the}* 
had not attracted the attention which tliey deserved. After several years 
spent in the investigation and study of the new remedies, publishing fVom 
time to time items from my experience with them, I was induced to 
attempt the work of collecting all that had been piitilished concerning the 
indigenous plants of this ooimtry, and to add to such all the knowledge, 
clinical and the/)retical, which, could be gleaned from my colleagues, 
together with my own. 

‘‘To thfs I hav * taken the liberty of adding the testimony and empirical 
experience of pljysicinn?\ of the allopatltic und eclectit* schools, relative to 
the medicines under consideration. If any object to this method, I would 
refer them to tl )0 writings of Hahnemann and his colleacrtieS'- Dudgeon, 
Hughes, ^faddenr and Dry^dal(^ of England; Teste and lioth, of France; 
and Herinor, Joslin, Marcy, Hcmpel, and others, of this country. I con- 
tend that the expn ience of others, besides members of tlie Homoeopath ic 
School, is often useful in biiildiuir up oiir pathogeneses, and adding to 
trustworthy clinieal knowledge. 

“ I shall not be ludd responsible for the opinions of any wrife^r quoted 
in the following pages. Let cacli be judged upon Jiis f>wn merits. I do 
not claim that this wvjrk is in any way J)idi*ed, I shall bq satis- 

fied if it is only pronounced by the profe.ssbm as eiiiinonrjy HugyeHtie^, 
>fhny of the provings are very imperfect, and some of tlic clinical remarks 
open to critici.sm. I.fet the >vheat be aeparat^ from the cIiafT by the inex- 
orable test of lionest trial.” 

In .my preface to tlie second edition, which appeared iu 
1867, I gave^lic following reasons for rewriting and enlarging 
the work: ^ 

”Tlie favorable reception which the first edition of tiUs work received, 
from the homoeopathic physicians of this country and England, Induced 
me lo prepare a second edition, 

“Another reason which impelled mo to rewrite the work, was, Uiat the 
first edition met with niich rapid sale that at the expinition of two years 
firom Its Issue, not a copy was for sale In the United SiateSv This fact was 
as much an encouragement to the publisher as to myself, and it WIH 
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doubtless result iu an improvemeat in the style and appearance of the 
second edition. 

“ Not only was T encouraged by the aboyo, but by. other inducementey 
namely: the prompt and courteous response of many of my professional 
colleagues to my request for new provings and clinical reports. It would 
^ be invidious to mention any names of physicians, when so many have 
contributed to swell our knowledge of the pathogenetic and curative pow- 
ers of those medicines. I cannot, however, in justice, omit to record my 
acknowledgments of the valuable aid received from the members of the 
North-West(»ru Provers* Assooiatioii, who have enriched this edition with 
several excellent provings. 

“ Phannacological observations of a practical character arc made con- 
cerning each remedy. The officinal preparations are also d^^signated. 
These practical additions wdll do away w ith the necessity felt for a phar- 
maebpooia of the new remedies, until a com])]ete Homoeopathic Dispensa- 
tor}' shall be published. 

“Of some of the mcdicinca added to this edition no provings have been 
made, and the clinical experience is almost entirely w^anting. Jhis was 
the case with Ss veral of the medicines in the former issue; hut their 
appearance called attention to them, pr«>vings were instituted, they were 
used in practice, and are now valuable additions to our Materia Medica. 
This, I believe, will bo tlie case with the unproven medicines In this 
edition.’’ 

In answer to some criticisms on this, as well as the, first 
edition, I thus defended the quotations taken from allopathic 
authorities: 

“ Since the first appearance of this work, various critics in our school 
have expressed (huibta as to the propriety of introdiieing clinical testimony 
drawn from alh>patliic and eclectic sources. TJicse objections w'cre fully 
answ’cred through the columns of the American llommypalhtc Ofmmer^ 
ano Medical f^rrHtfrfntnr. That my views in this matter, which I consider 
to be logical ain^ scientific, may be known to my colleagues, I herewitli 
again present them tor consideration. • 

“‘In my private correspouden^p I am frequently asked the question, 
‘“Wliydoyon cpiote allopathic authorities in your New Remedies and 
other writing) r’ In some of the periodicals of our school 1 find the same 
question asked. In other words, the questioners ask: ‘('an allopatbic 
authority, or allopathic cures, b«?oome of value to the homocopalhist? ’ 

“ ‘ I answer, ‘ Their bald dietihn cannot, but their cwm can.’ I j>roposc 
to state the reasons for this belief. Rut first, I 'would ask the reader to 
glance over ilie pages of the ‘ Introduction * to that Immortal work of 
Hahnemann, the ‘ Ofganon.* He will there find |iagc . e^^ciipied 

with a concise narration of allopathic cures. Ho makes t^timohy 
oon^ibute to the proof of the bomeeopathia law, and intimate^ Ih ilie 
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strongest language, that all the cures were honuBopathlc. I have only 
lowed, humbly I admit, in the footsteps of our great Master. 

“ ‘ It is true tJiat iii writing of new and unproven remedies, I have quoted 
all medical authors, but not as autkarity^ except in certain cases. I men- 
tion their alleged cures for the purpose of drawing attention to the 
successful uses of tire medicines in certain diseases. I mention their thew> 
oretical deductions and even their crude recommendations, thinking that 
perhaps we may get a little grain out of the great amount of such chaff. 
It must be recollected that I have had little or no hommoputhic experience 
to draw from, anti liad to use such material as I could find. That such 
mention of allopathic and eclectic experience was not productive of injury, 
the contents of the sectmd edition will prove. The valuable 11.-56 of Caulo- 
phyllum, Difwcorea, and many oilier nu*tlicincs, first came to us from that 
source, yet our school has since verified the reality of their cilres — and 
more; they have proved that such cures were made hommopathically, 
because the medicines are eap:ible of cau.sing similar aflections. 

“ ‘ It seems strange to some of our school that becaiisp Allopathists use 
such masgive doses, tliey can make any cures at all. But a care is a fact. 
We can not explain it awa 3 ^ The testimony of a pliysieian (H* one school 
i.s as good as that of another, proviih^d his alleged cure was made with 
0 ne meiUeine yirea singly. ^ 

jjroposilion is more genenilly accepted in our school than, that a 
dose, to be homoeopathic, need not be a high potency dose. The true 
definition of a liommopathic dose is, any quantity of mtdicinc copoble of 
effecting <t cure. If we do not atimil this wc uiuhI admit that allopathists 
cure lij" virtiie of the law of conirorin. and if vve do this, we give them 
vantage ground ul onc<^ All cores tire Hommpathic, cures, whellier made 
with the 2(M)th, or with grain doses of the crude drug. Fiu* example, 
Hahnemann cured a severe case of coHcodyoia with Veratnim alburn-^ 
‘four jiowder.s, each containing four grains' of the crude powdereck root. 
Although tlie patient took two powders a day, in.'<teful of one, and aggra- 
vated the pain temporarily, yet it wiia ns brilliant a cure as ever Hahne- 
mann ma<lo willi the 80lh potency. 

‘“The remarkable cures made l>y Eclectics with Cmilophyllam and 
Dioscorcft.wifvc made with material doses. Are such cures to be denied* 
and psonounced worthless? If s<», then Haliuemantrs cure with Veratrum 
must be placed in the same list. I do not say that such material closes 
are necessary tf) the cun-; but if they remove aufit^ring, or prevcht dan- 
genius conditions, let us, instead of ignoring them, claim tlu^iremedics as 
gifts of Providence, and by experience show Hint they really cure accord-# 
ing to our law. 

‘“If an eidcctic cures a cough of long\4tanditig and grave character 
with crude doses of Jtumex or Sanguimrici^ is *not tjhc cure as good, as 
liorncefipathic, as though made by iosHin or Hering, with the 80th or S0(kh 
dilution of the same reniedies? 

‘“Those who are familiar with my t&eory of the action of medioloeft, 
and the law of dose deduced^thcrefrom, need not be Udd that I 
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Met tl^at where an allopath let does not use a drug In a certain disease, for 
fear of aggrayations, that the drug is primarily homceopathic to such dis 
ease, and must be used in a high dilution; also, that the opposite 
achool cure a disease or condition with matet^ial doses, as, for instance, 
uterine inertia, with Ergot or Oavilophylium^ pai'alysis with JVW txwiica, 
etc., the drug*niust be Beeondarily homcsopathic to the. condition, and will 
'‘generally act better in the lower dilutions. 

*** Our course, as consistent homoeopath icians, Is, tocLATM atx cures as 

MADE BY THE LAW CP 8IMTLIA, AND PROVE THEMC TO BE SUCH, aS did 

Hahnemann. The law discovered by our groat master is all-embracing, 
universal, and the sooner his followers adopt this proposition^ the better it 
will bo for the lionor and influence of our school.’ ” 

In the preface to the third edition I explained that owing 
to the great bulk to which the second edition had attained, 
and the impracticability of increasing the size of the work, I 
Lad changed the plan. I say: 

“In writing tills third edition, I have, after due consideration, omitted 
the descriptions, history,* etc., of the remedies, as well as the voluminous 
provings and reports of cases, and have given only those .symptoms 
which I believe to be peculiar and characlerislic, or haye be^ii verified by 
new' provings, or clinical experience. I have also added over eighty med. 
icines to those contained in tlie second edition, and have treated them in 
the same manner as 1 have the older remedies, namely: condensed the 
provings, clinical experience, etc*,, into the smallest compass compatible 
w'ilh their value. The, former editions contained only indigenous vegeta- 
hle remedies. This contains agents from all parts of the world, and from 
the animal, vegetable and mineral kingdoms, "l have attempted to bring 
our information of tln*.^e agents up to the present date; if I have failed it 
has not been from any negligence in the matter, but from my inability to 
find any further material and experience.” 

In this, fourth^ edition, the botanical, chemical, and phar- 
macological notes have been reinstated in a condensed form. 
This was done in deference to the wishea^of a lai^e majority 
of the prdfeBsiou. This portion of the work was placed in 
The hands of niy colleague, Db. DklImatkh, who occnpie<l tlie 
position of Lecturer on tlie above topics in the Hahnemann 
Medical College, of Chicago. 

Nearly cvhry psithogenesis found in the third option has 
beei\ revised and rewritten^ new and important l^^inptoths 
addej^ aud alee additional eliiUGal indicationa. 
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I have added many ^leio indiflrenoDs and foreign vegetable 
remedies, as .well as many from the animal and^niineral king- 
doms. Insteail of mingling clinical notes and experience with 
the characteristic symptoms of each remedy, I have given only 
brief “curative iSymptorns.” 

Ill the second volume, however, of this work, I have given 
tlie therapeutics of each medicine, based mainly upon my own 
experience. It is made np^mainly from my lectures delivered 
before the, Hahnemann Jlcdical College, of Chicago, during 
the sessions of 1S73 and 1874. I have also drawn largely 
upon that of iny professional colleagues in all schools of 
medicine. 

I have Ixjen conscientious and careful in my recommenda- 
tions of these new remedies, and have not advisecl their use in 
disease from mere theoretical grounds, bnt from my actual 
observation of their. effects on the sick. When speaking of 
those medicines which I have not used in my own practii*o, I 
have given only those authorities whom I consider to be 
honest and triistwortliy.

Frof. Hale, in hU Prefaco to the third edition of ((The New Remedies/ 
writes as follows : 

“ In writing t1i4* flrst and second- editions of this work, it seemed to mo necessary, or ai 
least important, that all that was known relative to the medicines therein mentioned should 
bo given, because the homoeopathic school at that time was quite unacquainted with nearly 
all of them 

1 therefore gave the botanical description, natural history, medical history, chemleal 
analysis, and methftdof preparation of each rcine(l>, together with many other observa- 
tions 111 writing this thud edition, I have, after dne couhideratloa, omitted the descrip- 
tions, history, oU , of the remedies.'’ ^ 

After the publication of this, the fourth edition of the (‘ Materia Medica 
of tho New Remedios,” had been fully decided upon, and the arraogo- 
nionts completed, tho author and the publishers, after weighing tho matter 
very carefully, thought bebt to add, or rathor to remsfatey in this edition, 
botanical dc“»cription8, cbomioal charai.tcis, phy«ucal properties, and phar- 
maeological notes on each remedy, and to have them carefully revised, and 
made to eorrospond with the teachings of tc)-d«y, for the following reasons: 
Firaty That many entirely tiem remedies have been inserted which are nearly 
unknown, and have never been treated of In any work on Homceopathie 
Pharmacology. Serond, That in home there has been a clashing 

of opinion as to which of two or more species of certain plants is ofll- 
cinal. Third y The younger members of tho profession have loft their 
fthna mater with their diplomas in their hands, without having received a 
word of instruction aa to tho botany or pharmacology of any of the reme- 
dies, not even of the older ones. This knowledge, so far ns many of the 
New Remedies are concerned, could not be obtained from any of the text- 
books. Faurthy From the criticisms on the third edition, in tho various 
journals, and in private letters of many prominent members of the pro- 
fession, It seemed to be demanded that this department bu included in the 
present edition. 

Having determined to meet this demand, Prof. HAbs imited with the 
pnbUsbers in requesting me to accept tho editorship of Ibis departmeiit. 

1 have endeavored to make it as complete as possible In th^ space and the 
abort time allotted mjp for this work. So fkr as the remedies mentioned in 
former editions are mmeerned, I Jiave simply revised them, making eudb 

m 
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altoration^i only as seemed necessary. The newer remedies I have written 
up in aeeordance witli the very latest authorities. 

AVith a few exceptions, namely, those medicines which in the established 
preparations do not seem to be reliable, from not containing all the cura- ' 
live powers ipf the dniif, I have »^iven as officinal the established furnuiIaB. ' 

The new preparations recommended are the r<»siilt of many thorouiyh and 
careful o\p«‘riments made by myself, and verified by the reports of many 
of our most prominent jdiysicians, who have done me the favor to compare 
their relative certainty and pr'iniptness of action. 

Tinctckks. — I reco<;nize ft»ur fundamental rules in the preparation of 
tinctures: Firsts A tincture should contain all of the medicinal ]»ropertics 
of its drui^, and, in f*rder to aeeompli'h this, the drii:' must bn ^*nLircly 
exhausted. SecoiuK Aleoliol is not a uni v«'rsal m> 1 vtml t*f the rmulitdnal prop- 
erties of plants. Thirds iSonie druids reipiire. fur the cxtruetioii of all their 
d\’namic or meilieinal propertit», not .-'implv water and alctdiol, bit rud 
water or alcohol. Fi-nrlftj That where it jko^^sihle, a tincture should be 
made from tin* fre.sh plant. Thi'* la^t rule, I have no dimbt, i>! foliowtMi by 
many of our pharrnaei^tsS, e«‘rtainly by the well-known house of HocTioke 
& Trtfel. It is Mur delib» iute opinion that in fio ease .Nbould tindurcs be 
made from the dried plant*? aid roots, except, when it is in)pl>s^iblc to pro- 
cure the fresh. It is eipially im(>ortant that th<*se plants .vlmuM be piiberetl 
at the proper time, i. r., the sea-^oii in whieh their medicinal quuHtied exi.st 
in their greatest poten<*y. \Ve know that McsSsps. Boerieke & Tafel havo 
been particularly careful in carrying out this reeommendatitm. 

In making a tincture from a fre.*sli plant, we can nearly alwayt^ siieeeed 
in exhau*?tiug it by .simple maeernlitm in nlcoliol of 94 tf» 9^ per emit, proof. 
AVhere it is necessary to use th<5 dried plant, the nlenbul shoijbl be diluted 
by an amount of <it**tiiled water equal t'» the amount of water jo*,t during 
the process of drying. In ilio-e plants when* we have no table showing 
th'‘ loss of wafer, it will bo necessary to estimate, from the general appear- 
ance, etc., the }>roportJon of water lost in drying, thus following out the 
plan so vigorously enforced by the ** British Ilomfeopnthic Pharnnu opceiu ” 
— making all tinctures us near the standard of a frchh plant tincture as 
possible. 

Discoc'TioN TixcTUBE.*— 1 hiivo recomiiieiulffd in aorne few instances an 
entirely new ijreparation or tincture, which niay be termed a pi-rmanent 
infusion, permanent decoction, or decortum tincture. Them are u few platits 
which, in the ordinary tincuiro, have alway.s disapfannlcd u^, but, when 
used in the form of infu'jion or decoction, act with prornptne.sH and t ertaiiity. 
In such cases 1 have made officinal this new tincture, prepared as follows : 
Take of the powdered or bruised drug one part*, prepared as for ordinary 
tinctures, pour upon it seven parts distilled water at about ifOO® F. ; allow 
to stand, tightly covered, for from six to twedvo hours ; add three parts 96 
per cent, alcohol, and allow to stand six hours; filter slowly, and then add 
to the re«iidue left in the filter two parts more of alcohol ; allow to perco- 
late slowly, and until the substance Is dry. This tincture will be found to 
possess all the promptness and certainty of action the infusion or do- 
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coction, and also have a11.^he ndvantao^es of any tincture. Each ounce 
represents ono-tenth of an ounce of the crude drug, about two purl^ of the 
liquid being lost by evaporation, etc., during the process of muruifacture. 

1 wish to citll particular aUention also tojlho tinclurc-triturutlon recom- 
mended by Prof. Halk in the second edition, where he says there nro sev- 
eral drugs which, when diluted, no matter with what proportion ofiilcohol 
or water, will throw down a sediment, which sediment', in many instances, 
is the most active part of the drug. In order to attenuate the drug, and 
at the sumo time save this part, ho recommends that to nine parts coarse 
sugar of milk, add one part mother tincture, and triturate for one hour. 
After the 1st x , he advises the use of fine sugar of mills. 

As to other })harmaccutical froccssos peculiar to our school, I need not 
say anything, as the subject is fully tuugiit in the different pharmacopoeias. 

As stated by the author in his Preface, this edition contains many new 
indigen<aih foreign and other remedies. An enumeration will show thefr 
number and iinportniice.

Oleum Cajupuii, Oleum Jecoris 
AsrlH, Oleum Rudnus coinmunis, Opuntia vulgaris, Pancreatine, Passijfora 
incarnata, Pepsin, Pruto.sulphide of Mercury, Ricinus communis, Solarium 
nigrum, Strychnia, Tnnarctuni vulgare, Thaspvum aureum, Valerianate of 
Ammonia, Viscum album ; 44 in all. Of these, nineteen have been subjected 
to physiological experimentation on the healthy, sufficient to enable us 
to fix upi>n certain symptoms whieh may be relied upon as cha racterisiic. 
Of the others wc have only fragmcniary provings, or clinical experience. 

All these will bo fully treated of in the second volume, where the author 
will give thidr sphere of action, therapeutics, and the experience of himself 
and others in their use in disease.

iBSCULUS GLABRA. 

(Ohio Ihieh^ye.) 

Botanic \L Desckivtiox. — This is a large tree, growing abundantly in 
the rich alluvial holtnni lands of Ohio, and other States watered by the 
Ohio river. The htrk exliules an unpleasant odor, as in the rest of the 
genus. Fk>wers small, not showy, stajLens curved, much h)ngcr than tlie 
corolla, which is of a pule yellow, and consists of four upright petals. 
Fruii prickly when young. Leaves oppo.sile, pointing out. Lealh ts fine, 
with a serrate or toothed edge and straight veins, like a chestnut leaf. This 
species belongs to the .JSsculus proper, ditfering from the “ Pavia,” in 
having t,h>e fruit CAmred uith pricMes toheti youag. The fruit contains the 
most active poi-sonoiis qualitie.s, The rind of the fruit, the bark* and 
leaves also po8ses.s toxical powers.

iBSCULUS HIPPOCASTANUM. 

Chestnut.) 

The beauty of tlio horse chestnut consists chiefly in its inflorescence- 
surpassing that of almost uH our native trees; the huge clusters of gay 
blossoms, ^hich every spring are (listnbiited with such luxuriance and 
profusion over the surface of the foliage, and at the extremity o!* the 
branches, give the whole tree the as(>ect of some monster flower,^an of 
^an ordinary tree of the largest size. Early in June this bewtiful tree puta 
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forth large pyramidal racemes or thyrses of flowers, of pink and white, 
mottled with red and yellow— >flnely contrasting with the dark green of its 
foliage, which has great grandeur and richness in its depth of hue and 
• massiveness of outline. 

Histohy. — ^The horse-chestnut is a highly ornamental tree, and is greatly 
admired for its majestic proportions, and for the beauty of its flowers and 
foliage. It grows rapidly, and often attains the height of forty or fifty feet. 
It is a native of middle Asia, but flourishes well in the temperate climates 
of both liemisphercs. Its genus comprises about twelve known species, 
tlie genus however, is incomparably the fln<)st, and is the only 

one found in the Northern Slates, and this, even, is not indigenous in New 
England. 

It was introduced into Europe nearly iJiree centuries ago, by Baron 
I'ngnad, ambassador of the Ottoman Porte, who, in the year 157fl, sent the 
Sf'cds of the common horse-chestnut to Clau.sius, at Vienna. It is now 
extensively cultivated as an ornamental tree in Europe as well as in this 
country. 

The name yEsculus was originally applied to a .species of oak, also to a 
tree which l)ore esculent fruit, and probably is derived from esca — ‘*food.^* 
It was traijsfeured to this genus by Linmeus. to the exclusion of Ibe earlier 
and more appropriate name of “hippocastaiuim ” {horse-chestnut)^ on 
necouni of the resemblance of the large .seeds to chestnuts, and because 
the Turks often grind them into a coarse flour, which is mixed with other 
lood. and iriven to horses wliich are broken-wi ruled. 

In the {Southern and Western Slates there are several species, which bear 
the name of buck-eye, from a resemblance of the seeds to the eye of that 
animal. 

M KDiciN \L PuopERTrES.— The timber is not valuable. The large farina- 
ceous ^eeds contain a considerable amount of nourishment, wiiich is ren- 
den*d unavailable, becau>e of tlie inten^-ely bitter and narcotic principle 
with wliit'h they are charged. Common horse-chestnuts, nevertheless, with 
some j)recautions, are largely and advanlaget)u.sly used in Switzerland for 
fatlfiiing sheep. They are also eaten '“igerly by deer, horses and oxen. 
Starch ]>rej)ared from them is superior to that of wheat, and excels, as an 
article of diet,, llmt of the potato. Paste prej)arcd from them is preferable 
to any other, not only because posse.ssing great tenacity, but also from the 
fact that no moths or vermin will attack nnyiiiing cemented with it. They 
liHve been recommended a.s a substitutes for cofl’ee. 

It may seem strange, that A\'hilo so many persons consider the nuts 
poisonous, they are fed to animals, and even pn*pared for man. This is 
explained by the fact that the poison in the nut is removed by a process 
of prolonged cooking. 

I'he young leaves are aromatic, and have been used instead of hops in 
brewing beer. 

The roots contain a mucilaginous and saponaceous matter, which is 
thought to be poisonous. Active and poisonous properties pl^vali in the 
root, seeds, bark and foliage. 
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wESCULUS HirPOCASTANim. 


The bark bus little odor, but an astrin^sCfuit and bitter, though not dia 
agreeable, taste. It contains, among other ingredients, bitter extractive 
and tannin, and imparts its virtues to boiling water. Its active constituent 
i.s suppo.«ied to be tannin, bence it lias been employed in tunning. It is 
recommend Oil as a tonic, astringent, narcotic, and antiseptic; in fevers as 
a febrifuge, for gangrene, and as an errhine. A strong decoction is recom- 
mended as a lotion to gangrenous ulcers. 

It has attracted much attention in Kurope as a substitute for Cinchona, 
although it certainly cannot be considered comparable to IVruvian Bark 
in its power over intermittenls. It is at present seldom used, and never in 
this country. The bark of the branches from three to five years old is 
coij'.idered the best. It ^llallId be collected in the spJing. 

The powdered kernel sniitled up the no.slrils produces sneezing, and has 
been used itli advantage as a sternutatory in complaiiits of the head and 
eyes, in Europe the oil at present is a lusliionablo remedy tor gout and 
rheumatiMn. 

The bark contains an active principle termed J^sculiii — whiedi is pre. 
pared from a strong hydro-alcoholic tincture, by distilling oil' the alcohol 
and setting the residue in a cool place for .some time. It appears us a 
white powder, which is formed of minute acicular crystals, having a liiltcr 
taste; no odor; .soluble in 12}^ parts water at 312® F., and in 072 parts at 
50® F.; partially soluble in alcohol; insoluble in ether. It is colored red 
and then yellow by hydrochloric acid. 

Officixal Pkepakatio.ns.— -Triturations of the meat of the nut, with 
the rind or shuck. It is usually prejiared by grating both. When dry 
tljey can easily Iw reduced to a tine ]>o\vder.

AGAVE AMERICANA. 

{American Aloe) 

Botanical Desckiption. — This i.s an evergreen succulent plant, some- 
limes called the century plant, and by the natives of Mexico, the Maguey. 
It is found growing in Florida, Mexico, and other pjirts of tropical 
America. It hears a strong rescunblaneo to the plants of the genus Aloe, 
with Avliieh it is .sometimes confounded. 

The root and leaves, when eut, furnish a saccharine juice, which may be 
converted into syrup and sugar by evanoration, and into a vinous liquor 
by fermentniion. The natives of Mexico manufacture from it their favor-* 
ite drink — the Pulque — which is capable of causing considerable intoxi- 
cation. 

The juice of the Maguey coutain.s a large amount of vegetable and sac- 
charine matter, and is of itself sufficiently nutritious to sustain a pcTsoii 
for several days. It delights in a dry sandy soil, and can bo cultivated 
where nothing but the cactus w'ill grow. The cortical portion near the 
rof>t may bo •aten, when cooked by roasting. The white internal portion 
i« the edible part. Dr. Perrin has seen mnloteoi*s use it for food, and they 
seem to be very fond of it. He was informed upon good authority that 
several] tribes of Indians in New Mexico make use of It in the same manner. 

They Juice, when evaporated to the consistence of a soft extract, forms a 
lather with water, and is sometimes employceJ as a snbstitnte "or soap. 
I'he/m4 Juice is said to be diuretic, laxative and emmeiiagi^gue. 
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AILAlJTtrS OLANDUL08A. 


So far, only the juice of the roasted leaves has been used as a reme^4 
agent. The tincture of a fresh root prepared from it, may possess valuable 
medicinal qualities. The same virtues may exist in the leaves, as it is well 
known that cooking deprives some plants and roots of tlieir poisonous ' 
qualities. 

Official Pbepahation.— Tincture made by expression and macera. 
tion, or by percolation from the fresh leaves and the root. 

Analog UES. — TAme juice^ Lemon juice^ Citric need. Kali cMoratum^ 
Natrum muriaticum. 

General Symptoms. 

Army scurvy, with pale and dejected countenauce,

AILANTUS GLANDULOSA. 

(Tree of Heaven,) 

Tlie Ailantus (not Ailan^A//^, as many of our prominent physicians and 
authors spell it) belongs to the natur.il System Xanthoxylac* and to the 
Linnsean system, Monseica Polygamlji. 

Derivations.— -The word Ailantue was given to this genus by Desfon-' 
taine, who formed it from the Molucca name Ailaoli. For a long time 
this tree was considered as a species of Khus, whence the French nanm, 
Verne; Angik or Angikait is said, signilKs the Tree of Heaven ; hence the 
American name, and the German name ofG®tterbaum,“ Tree of the Gods.’* 

DE.scjiTPTiON.—The Ailanius Glandulosa is a deciduous tr(*c of the first 
rank,* growing to the height of sixty feet and upwards, its straight, erect, 
column-like trunk, froni two to three feet in diameter, its gigantic boughs 
and shoots, dollied with large pendulous leaves, give it a noble appear- 
ance, and seem to justify the appellation— Tree of Ilcuvim. The leaves 
are from one-and-a-half to six feet in length, pinnated, with an odd one 
and having leaflets with coarse giandulous teeth near the base. 

On the first approach of frost, the leaves begin to fall, without having 
previously shown much change of color, displaying in this respect, a strik- 
ing difference from the leaves of most species of Khus, to which those of 
this tree bear a general resemblance. 

Tlie fiowers, which appear in June and July, occur in rather large com- 
pact panicles, of a whitlsb-green color, and exhale a disagreeable odor. 
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The keys, or fruit, resemble those of Uie Ash, but are much smaller and 
more numerous. In some years the tree is said to bear only male flowers; 
and L'Heritie states that only twice in ten years it bore male and female 
« blossoms at the same time, in France. In his time it had produced fruit 
in the Jarden des Plantes, at Paris, and in the botanic garden at Leyden ; 
blit in both cases it was immature. It has since, however, produced per- 
fect iVuit, from which plants have been raised. It has also ripened seeds 
at White King^s, near Heading, in England. At Philadelphia and New 
York, the seeds of the tree ripen fully in October, and plants are raised 
from them in abundance. 

The Ailantiis is not now grown as extensively as formerly as an orna. 
mental tree in the United States. The odor of the flowers is extremely 
oflenaivo to most persons; this, together with a belief that the emanations 
of its flowers ib injurious to health, has created a prejudice against it. In 
some places epidemics of cholera and otlier unusual disorders have 
occurred during its flowering. In Washington City and Philadelphia 
hundreds of flne tre<?s have been cut dow*n in deference to this prejudice. 
I believe that Drs. Iloring and Wells reported some cases of poisoning of 
children from exposure to the volatile poison of its flowers. Hale, 
Officinal PnKPAitATiOKS.— Tincture with strong alcohol from the 
fresh well developed flowers, and of the fresh bark of the young sllbots 
and roots, In equal parts.

ALETRIS FARINOSA. 

{Star or False Unteorn.) 

Botanical Description. — Foot, perennial, small, black outside, bro^n 
inside, branehed, crooked. Foot kmes, from six to twelve, spreading on 
tlie ground like a star, but all unequal in size, sessile, lanceolate, entire, 
very smooth, thin and translucent, with many longitudinal veins, veiy 
sharp at the end. They are of a pale green or glaucous, u^d bleach in 
winter, or by drying. The longest are four inches. Stern, from one to twe 
feel high, very simple and upright, scapiform or nearly naked, w’ith remote 
scales, whitish and pressed, sometimes changing into narrow, sharp-pointed 
leaves. Flonpers white, forming a long, slender, scattered spike. £f^h 
flower has a minute bract and very short pedicel ; shape oblong, spreading 
into six acute segments like a star, at the top; the outside has a mealy, 
rugose appearance. Six short stamim are inserted near the moutli; anth- 
ers heart shaped. Oerm, one central, (not inferior) pyramidal. Style, one 
separable into three. Capsules triangular, clothed by tJie calyx, triangular, 
three valved at the top, three celled and with many central minute seeds. 

The genus Aletris takes its name from a Greek word, which signifies '*a 
slave who grinds corn.'* The name is applied in allusion to the apparent 
mcaline.ss dusted over the blossoms. % 

This genus includes two species — tlie A. farinosa, and A. aurca. 

The A. farinosa is the one used in medicine. The name star-grass’* is- 
also applied to several other plants, namely, the Helonias dioica, the 
Hypoxis, and others. The Aletris fgr. is designated by many common 
names, as Blazing-stur, Aloe-root, Bettie-grnss, Unicorn-root, Ague-root, 
Ague^grass, Star-root, Devils-bit, etc. But all these names are also applied 
to the Helonias dioica, (Chamsclirium luteum, Gray.) and other plants, so 
tliat there is no reliance to be placed upon the collections of uneducated 
plant^f^atherers, or the preparations of the druggists. For honui^opathic 
nses^ plants or roots should be examined by a scientific botanist before 
they are used in our pharmacies. 

. Histort.— Ttiia species has a wide range, being found /from Kiw- 
England to Gfeorgla, itnd west to Kentucky and Missouri, ^iie* Akttis?. 
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aurea is limited to a range from New Jersey to the Carolinas. The A. 
farinosa is abundant at the South, and always confined to dry and pool 
soil, in suuny glades and fields. It is unknown to the rich limestone soil, 
and alluvialTcgioiis. In the West it is confined to the hilly gladjcs, open 
prairies, and borders of the knob-hills. It is estival, blossoming in June 
and July. Tlie root is the part employed ; and being small, does not afford 
much hopes to become an {irticle of trade. 

Hafinesgu^ says the root contains an intensely bitter emulsive resin, 
soluble in alcohol, somewhat similar to Aloes, but less cathartic. This 
bitter principle is also partly soluble in water. The tincture i.<; rendered 
milky by water. AUtrin is prepared from the root, and is supposed to 
contain its active medicinal principles, but it is not a reliable jireparation.

It is the Alnvs 
uermlata of Wiklenow, and is known by the colntnon name of Tag Alder^ 
from the tops, or cones, with which it is covered in winter. It grows in 
clumps or thickets. Sterne numerous, from ten to eighteen feet high. It 
blossoms in ^Farcli and April, bearing flowers of a rcdclisb-green color. 
The hark is the part used in medicine; it is inodorous, and has a slightly 
bitter astringent taste. Boiling water and dilute alcohol extract its medi> 
cinal properties. Alnuin is a dry, powdered extract, said to contain the 
active principles of this agent.

bottom; calyx entire; petals five, distinct, spread tug; ovary twf»-celled, , 
cells two.<ovttled; style very short; berries dark blue, acid, 
peaa,^and tworoelled; calls one or two-seeded. The American Ivy is a 
common and familiar shrubby vine, climbing extensively, and, by means 
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of its radicatinir tendrils, supporting itself firmly upon trees, ascending to 
the height of fifty feet. In the same manner it ascends and overspreads 
walls and buildings, its large leaves constituting a luxuriant foliage of 
dark glossy green. It is found in wild woods and thickets throughout the« 
United States, and blossoms in July, ripening its small Itlackish berries in 
October. In various secjlions it has difterent names, as W(W(1binr^^ Virginia 
Creeper, Five Leaves, False Grape, Wild Wood Vim, etc.

It is a yellowish, oily, very' volatile liquid, of a very penetrating, per- 
sistent, fruity odor; very highly infiaminable ; is lighter than water, 
boiling at F. It may be prepared by gently beating Aiuylic alcohol 
{Fusel Oil) in a retort, with nitric, acid, reinoving the heal as soon os 
bubbles form, rcpre.ssing the effervescence, if loo strong, by cold water, 
rectifying from Potassa the distillate passing over under 212® F., and 
collecting apart the product which distills under 170® F. 

Officinal Prepakatton. — Alcoholic dilutions, on the centesimal scale. 
(Usually inhaled, u few drops at a time.)

APOCTNUH ANDROSEMIFOUUH. 


(Bitter Boot.) 

Botanical Dj5.scrjption.— T his is an indigenons, perennial, herbaceous 
plant, f^QQt Uiri^ to six feet in hetgbt, and abounding in a milky Juice, 
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which exudes when any part of the plant is wounded. The stem Is smooth 
and simple A>elow, branched abore, usually red on the side exposed to 
the sun, and covered with a UiugJi, librous bark, it grows in all parts of the 
JJnited States, from Carolina to Canada; is found along fences, wet places, 
the skirts of woods, and flowers in J unc and July. The leaves are opposite, 
having sharp stems, ovate, acute, entire, smooth on both edges, and two or 
three inches long. The flowers are white, tinged with red, and grow in 
loose, nodd ing, terminal or axillary bunches. The peduncles are furnished 
with very small and acUte bracts. The tube of the corolla is larger than 
the calyx, and its border spreading. The fruit consists of a pair of long, 
linear, acute follicles, containing numerous imbricated seeds, attached to 
a central receptacle, and each furnished with a long seed-down. The root, 
which is the part employed, is large, and like other parts of the plant, con- 
tains a milky Juice. Its taste is unpleasant and extremely bitter. 

**The flowers have a pleasant, honey.like odor, and contain that sub- 
stance. Bees and other insects collect this honey; but small flies arc often 
caught by inserting their proboscis l)eiwoen the flssues of the anthers, when 
it is not easy fur thorn to extricate it. They are often seen dead in that 
cunflned situation, alter unavailing struggles — whence one of the names 
of the plant, ‘catch-fly.’ No animals eat it.” (JRafinesque.) 

This plant is known by many common names, illustrative of certain 
physical qualities which it possesses. The name Apoeynum, is from the 
Greek— meaning dog’s bane; alluding, probably', to llie poisonous effects 
of the European genus, when given to the canine species. It is called 
Milk-weed, Catch-fly, Fly-trap, Bitter-root, Honey-bloom, etc. 

Tlie root, wnen chewed, has an intensely bitter and very unpleasant ta.stc; 
this taste is perceptible in the whole plant, cxxcpt the flower. A decoc- 
tion is of a red color, and very bitter, A tincture with alcohol is colorless 
but very bitter. It contains, therefore, a bitter principle, soluble in water 
and alcohol, and a coloring principle, not soluble in alcohol. It also con- 
tains a volatile oil. Bigeh»w says the milk-like juice contains caoutchouc. 
I would advise homcepathic pharmaceutists to make the tincture with 
dilute alcohol, and use the fVesh, whole plant, collected just alter the flower, 
ing season, in August.

APOCYNPM CANNABINUM. 

{Indian Hemp) 

This should not be confounded with A Androsemifolium. The medical 
properties of the two are widelj^ ditferent. 

Botanical DKSciinn’roN. — It is a perennial plants stems herbpccous, 
erect, branching, of n brown color, and two or three feet in height; the 
leaves are opposite, ovate, oblong, acute at both ends, and somewhat downy 
beneath: the cymes ^re pedunculate, inany-flowcred and pubescent; the 
corolla is small and greenish, with a tube not longer than the calyx, uud 
with an erect border, 'fhe pod, or follicle is from tliree to five inches long, 
and r(^selnblcs the pods of the Asclepias syri^ica, or common silk weed, but 
^ire mucli smaller. 

The stalk and root abounds in a milky juice which concretes into a sub 
stance closely resembling caoutchouc. It is tJie juice which contains the 
active principles. 

The root, which is the officinal part, is horizontal, five or si.K feet in 
length, about onc-thini of an inch thick, dividing near tiie end into 
branches, which U>rminatc abruptly, of a yellowish brown color when 
young, but dark chestnut when old, of a strong odor, and a nauseous, 
somew'hat acrid, and a permanently bitter taste. 

It grows in damp places, by marshes and running streams, and is indi- 
genous to nearly every jnirt of the United States. 

OFFiciXATi Phepakations.— Tincture of the root, made by maceration 
willi dilute alcohol. Triturations of the root. 

(The tincture should be dark red, or light brown, !ind of an intensdiy 
bitter taste. 1 have used a tincture made with Spirit. Nitri dulc., with 
most excellent effects. The tincture and its dilutions seem to affect the 
urinary organs, but ai^e not as efficacious in Dropay^ etc. An infusion of 
one ounce of the fresh root in one quart of water, has been successfully 
administered and .seems to act more promptly in dropsy in teaspoon ful 
doses than any other preparation. The trituration seems to be most eflica- 
ciqus in affections of pulmonary organs.) 

From the fact that in many coses, particularly In dropsical effusions, die 
most powerful, as well as the most speedy and certain effects, have been 
obtained from the decootlon, and that Hunlfs decoction soemed^^ answer 
the purpose better than any other preparation ever proposed. It nniqr he 
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procured through Boericke & Tafcl. This formula, which is almost the 
same as Hunt's, and which will act equally well;* Take of the fresh 
root one part, b}’ weight, add nine parts, by fluid measure, of boiling water, 
allow to stand six or eight hours, then add one part alcohol, allow to 
stand six or eight hours more, when it may be Altered and kept as a per- 
manent decoction. Dilutions may be made from this, the Arst and second, 
using part Avater, the tliird, and higher, all alcohol.

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times called the “Geographical Spider,” on account of its circular web, 
with latitudinal and longitudinal lines. 

Officinal Pkepakations. — Dr. Gross recommends a puncture to be 
made ill the belly of the living insect, and that the serosity which flowsr 
out be collected on one hundred grains Sugar of Milk, and the first tliree 
triturations be made from it. 

(I can see no good reason for such a recommendation. First, we get no 
certain strength for a starting point, as many circumstances will render 
the flow of his serosity very uncertain; secondly, it is probable that what- 
ever of poisonous fluid there may be iu the insect is not in the belly, but 
somewhere in the head.) 

Dr. Ilering recommends that the whole insect bo macerated with 
alcohol for some month.s, and that then tlie alcoholic atteniialioii he pre- 
pared from this tincture. 1 would recommend that one live si>iikT bo used 
fc»r every one hundred minims of absolute alcohol, and macerated for ten 
or twelve days; dilutions be made from this, or that a trituration be made 
by triturating the live spider with sugar of milk — one to each one hundred 
grains. •

Proclngs hy Dr. 8. A. Jones., of Neic York. 

At 3 p. M., Auj^ust 26th, 1870, I took ten drops of the 
mother tincture in two oz. 6f water. An interesting ^ook 
caused me to forget my “dose.” Tlie events of the night 
jogged my memory very elfeotually. Here are the notes taken 
on the following morning: 

On retiring at 12 v. ai. felt as well as ever I did. Had no 
sooTier lain down than I was seized tvitli a lit of a.sthina. I h$wi 
lain upon my back when the following symptoms sujiervened: 
Dry, wlu'oziug respiration, sense of impending suffocation 
and rajiidly inrrcasiug dyspnoea. Very loud musical whistlings 
during both iiispiration and expiration, Imt louder during 
iufijdration. The attack soon reached its acme, and phlegm 
began to come up. It was scanty, but each expectoration was 
attended with a sensation that more would soon follow. My 
wife now observed that my wheezing was so labored as to make 
the whole bed vibnite. Could not possibly lie down; felt thTit 
f would suffocate if I did not sit up. Phlegm began to come 
freer and more abundantly; liad a markedly salty taste, and 
felt quite warm in the mouth. Bight lung appeared to be 
more oppi*essed than the left. 

When the worst of the attack w^as over I lay on my right 
side, and then it seemed as if all the oppression and discern- 
fort was in the right lung. Shortly after, I turned over, and 
soon it felt as tf my left lung was affected, while the right, waa 
entirely relieved^ 
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It took a long time for me to come to.” Had a coiaBtant 
desire to clear the chest of something, so that I could inspire 
better. ^ obatTuction seemed to be in mspiraiion. On 

making a forcible expiration, in the attempt to clear the chest, 
had a raw, biiriiiiig, soi'e feeling behind the whole length of 
the sterniiin, and in each lung — tnost intense behind the 
sternum. Slept well all night. After rising in a. m. raised 
some loose })hlegm easily. 4 

I am inclined to asthma, and at first thought this one of its 
attacks; but ati the phenomena was evolved the programme 
was so difiei'ent that my drink of Aralia flashed into memory. 

On the night of the 2 Sth I was literally drenched with per- 
spiration while asleep. Was awakened l)y a patient, when it 
passed off and did not recur. 

29th. Hav’e been annoyed all day by a dread that my right 
lung is seriously diseased. Could not shake otf the fear. 
Cough now and tlien, raising a litjle phlegm, which is involun- 
tarily swallowed. Took ten, drops of the tincture at 1:30 a. m. 
If o symptoms that night. On rising at 8:30, bowels felt as 
they have done after a large-sized “ spree.” Faintly defined 
nansea in throat and stomach, and sensation in intestines as if 
diarrluea would set in. At 3:15 i\ m. went to closet, expect- 
ing, from my feelings, a loose stool. Evac'uatifm was soft, 
yellow, about a teaspoonful in (piantity, and expelled wftli great 
difficulty.

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ARUM TRIPHYLLUM. 

{Indian Turnip.) 

Botanical Descuiption. — ^Tlie A. Triphylliim of the United States cor- 
responds closely with the A. Maculntum of Europe; bf>tb have veiy simi- 
lar effects. Our native species is found tJiroughoiit North and South 
America, growinir in rich, shady woods and swamps. The eot'mus ia an 
inch or two in diameter, and covered with brown, wrinkled epidermis, and 
internally while, flesliy and solid. The whole plant, when recent, has a 
peculiar odor and a violent acrid taste; the root, wdien chewed, causes an 
insupportable bnrninsr and biting sensation in the mouth and throat, con- 
tinuing for a long time. This acrid principle is very volatile, and is 
expelled by heat. Hence they are roasted and eaten by the Indians. The 
acrid principle is not imparted to water, ether, alcohol, or olive oil. By 
drying, tlu* root loses all its activity. The medicinal qualities of the root 
reside principally in this acrid, volatile principle. Owing to its unstable 
nature, it will be found very difflcult to procure any preparation in which 
it w’ill be retained. 

This acrid principle has been called Aroineam^ becomes an inflammable 
gas, by boat dr di-itiihitiori. Prof. Lee says: ‘‘The only wray to preserv'e 
the active principles (»f the root is to bury it in dry sand, by which method 
it may be prcseiwed for a year.” 

OfficixVal Prepakation. — Trituration of the juice of the fresh root 
with ten parts coarse sugar of milk, made very rapidly* Tineinre from 
fresh roots. 

It should be kept in hermetically sealed jars, and protected from light 
and heat. {Hale.) 

Spheric op Action. — Mucous membrane of the mouth, throat, bronchi, 
etc., and probably some profoundly injurious effect on the blood.

[Wild-Ginger,) 

Botanical Des^cription.— Asarum canadense; likeiviae called Indian 
ginger, Colt's foot, or Canada Snakeroot, has a close resemblance to the A. 
KuropaDuni. The root stalk is long, creeping, fleshy, pointed, yellowish, 
and furnished witli root leaves of a similar color. The stem is very short, 
dividing before it emerges from the ground, into two long, round, hairy 
leaf-stalks, each of which bears a broad half formed leaf, are covered 'With 
soft short hairs on both sides, light green and shining above, veined and 
pale, or bluish, below. The flower is solitary, growing from the fork of 
the stem, upon a pendulous, hairy peduncle, being often concealed by the 
loose soil, or decayed vegetable matter, around it. The calyx is very 
wooly, consisting of three broad concave sliarp-pointed segments, of a 
brownish, dull purple or greenish color, on the inside and at top and bottom, 
depeiidinsf the amount of light which the plant enjoys, and terminated 
by a long, spreading, inflected point, with reflected sides. Corolla wanting. 
Filaments twelve, unequal in length, inserted upon the ovary, and rise 
with a slender point above the anthers, which are attached to their sides 
just below the extremity. Ovary inferior, somewhat liexagonal; style 
conical, striated and parted at top into six recurved, radiating stigmas. 
Capsub* six-celled, stiff, and crowded with the adhering calyx. The 
Asarum c. is a native of the United States, growing in w’ood.s and shady 
places, and flowering from April to luly. The w'hoie plant has a grateful, 
aromatic odor, and bitter, but agreeably aromatic taste. The roots are in 
long, contoried pieces, varying in thickness from a line to four or five 
inches in diameter, brownish and wrinkled externally, internally bard, 
brittle and whiti.sh. It contains a light-colored, pungent, and fragrant 
essential oil, a reddish, bitter, resinous matter, starch, gum, fatty matter, 
chlorophyll, and salts of puiassa, lime iron. H

Botanical Debcbiption. — This jilant is known by yarious names, as 
Swamp Silkweed, FUehrCoUved Aeelepiae^ lioee-colored Silkweed, White iTidian 
Uempy etc. It has a smooth, erect etem, with two downy lines above and 
on the brknehes and peduncles, branching above, and about two or three 
feet high. The lemee are opposite, oblong, lance-shaped, acute or pointed, 
obtdse at the base, on short leaf steins, and slightly downy or woolly. 
The flowers are red or reddish -purple, sweet-scented, and disposed in 
numerous umbels, which are crowded, erect, mostly terminal, and often in 
opposite pairs. Hoods of the crown entire, horn standing out, and awl- 
shaped. The leaves are four to seven inches long, and from one-half an 
inch to an incli and a half wide; umbels arc from two to six, on a pedun- 
cle two inches long, and consists of from ten to twenty small flowers. 
There arc ^several varieties oMhig plant; the A. which is more 

hairy, with broader and shorter petiolcd leaves; the A. which is 

almost destitute of hairs, ^Yith two opposite longitudinal hairy lines on the 
stem, and leaves with rough margins, midrib glandular below; and the 
A. alba, which has white flovrers. This plant grows in damp and wet 
soils throughout the United States, and be,urs red flowers from June to 
August It emits a milky juice on being w^ounded. 

The root is the olliciual part; it varies in thickness from one to six lines, 
and is of a light yellowish or browmish color. It imparts its properties to 
water and alcohol.

Botavical Description.— The root of this variety of Ascleplas is per- 
ennial, and' gives origin to numerous stems, w Iiich arc erect,^ ascending, or 
may be trailing, round, hairy, of a green or reddish col6|^ branching at the 
too. and about eighteen inches in height. (It rarelyaixceeds this, although 
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it is stated to be three feet by some'autliorities.) The leaves are scattered, 
oblong, laiioe-sliaped, very haiiy, of a deep ricli green c{»lor on their upper 
surface, paler beneath, and supported usually on sliort foot stalks. Thu 
flowers are of a beautiful reddish-orange color, and disposed in terminal 
or lateral umbels, their stems rising along the stalk, but diflering in 
length, so as to make them all nearly on a level. The fruit i^s an erect, 
lance-shaped Ibllido, with flat, egg-shaped seeds, cimnected to a longitudi- 
nal receptacle bv long silky hairs. This plant diflers from other sp^ies 
of Asclcpias in not emitting a milky juice when wounded. It flourishes 
from Massachusetts to Georgia, and when in lull bloom, in the months of 
June and July, exhibits a splendid appearance. > The root is the part used 
in medicine. This is large, irregularly tuberous, branching, often spindle- 
shaped, externally brown, internally white and striated, and in the recent 
state, of a sub-acrid nauseous taste. When dried il is easily pulverized, 
and has a bitter, but not otherwise unpleasant taste. 

This plant, under the common n.nmes of* Pleurisy -root, White-ro«U, But- 
terfly-weed, Flux-root, Wind-root, Tuber-root, etc., is one of the oldest in 
use, and one of the most popular of our indigeneous remedies. It i.s best 
known by the name first mentioned, and i.s indicative of its well-known 
uselulness in painful aflectiona of the tht)racic organs.

ASCLEPIAS SYRIACA. 

(Sm Weed.) 

Botanical DK^iCRTmTON.—This is the Asclepias cornnti of Gray. (1 
retain the D«iTno S\riae;v triv(*n it by Linn^eiLs, as in the first edition.) The 
plant is known as Mifktcccd in many parts of the country, lias a Jaree, 
^ stout, simple, somewhat branched ift€r% growing; from two to five feet hi^h. 
The leaves are e^ir-sliaped, elliptical, spreadiiifr, opposite, with a short but 
distinct stf*in, irradiiully acute, and downy or hairy beneath. The flowers 
are frai^ranl; umbtla several, axillary, noddini?, dense, round, each of 
twenty c.r more flowiT.s. Calyx segments lance-shaped. Corolla pale or 
greenish piirjde, reflexed, leaving the corona, which is of nearly the same 
hue, quite con.spicuous. But few of the flowers prove f<trrile, producing 
oblong-point/*d pods or follicles, covered with sharp prickles which con- 
tain a mass of long silky fibres with seeds attached, and which fibres have 
been used for beds, pillows, and in the place of fur in manufacturing hats. 

History’. — 'J’hi'< herb is indigenous to the United States, inhabiting rich 
soil, uncultivated fi'*ld«i, etc., and* bearing whitish-purple flowers from 
Jane to September. When wounded it emits a milky fluid wliich contains 
water, wax-like fatty^mallcr, gum, caoutchouc, sugar, various salts, etc. 
A cry.stallirie, resinous ^substance allied to lactuconc, has l>cen obtained 
from the juice of the A. eormti^ to which the name of the Asclcpione has 
been given. It is procurred by boiling and 'then filtering the Juice and 
separating tlie Asclcpir»iic from the filtrate by ether, from which it may be 
subsequently obtained by evaporutjoii| and purified by several washings 
with pure ctliar. Asclepione thus obtained is a crystaline solid, without 
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taste or smell, and is readily dissolved by spirits ojUurpentine, pure acetic 
acid, and sulphuric ether.

The symptoms obtained are all like those of Bdladonna, 
Wc do not. believe Atropine can produce all the symptoms of BdloAonna^ 
because it does not contain all the forces and medicinal constituents of 
that plant. To the mere chemist, who cannot discern anything left in the 
plant alter. the Atropia is extracted, this assertion may seem absurd; but 
the chemist looks at drugs from a point of view widely divergent Arom 
the physiological c.^perimentcr. There are intangible remedial forces in 
plants which escape the subtlest analysis of the chemist, and can only be 
evolved hy careful provings. One object of giving this pathogenesis is to 
give an iclca of the scope and sphere of action of this isolated constituent. 
While we should never think of prescribing Atropine in febrile states, 
acute exanthemata, inflammations, erysipelas, glandular diseases, etc., 
where we usually use Belladonna^ we have a high opinion of Us value in 
neuralgia, acute congestions, painful spasmodic affections, especiall}* of 
the sphincters, nervous jactitations, hypcrcesthesis, and other affebtions 
due to purely functional nervous derangements.

The sulphate is a wliile crystalline jiowder. The spurious “Atropine ” is a 
powder.

ARSENITE OF COPPER. 

, (Cupric Arsenite, Scheele's Oreen.) 

Pharmacology.— This salt may be prepared % boiling three parts of 
pulverized while arsenic, with eight parts caustic potassa, in sixteen parts 
of w'ater until the arsenic is deposited in the sliape of a powder; pour 
this liquid into a hot solution composed of eight parts of the sulphate of 
copper and forty-eight parts of distilled w'ater, stirring the mixture all the 
time; wash the precipitate well, and dry at a moderate temperature. 

It is a bright green insoluble powder.

It may be prepareef as follows; To a solution of the sulphate of iron 
add a solution of the arseniate of potiiBsa (or soda) as long #s a white pre- 
cipitatc falls. Wash the precipitated arseniate of iron on a Alter, and 
dry it. 

It is white when Arst formeci, but quickly becomes green on exposure to 
air; Is an amorphous powder, without smell or taste, insoluble in water, but 
readily soluble in muriatic acid.

The aneniate may be prepared by placing one and a half drachms of 
arsenious acid in a^gloss vessel, ^dth Avo drachms quinia, and six Auid 
ounees df distilled water; boll till all is dissolved; Alter and allow to 
crystaluse spontaneously. To purify, dissolve these crystals^^and then 
eryst^lke aiKain. ^ 

the Anmite af Quinia is prepared by placing Itxtcqn'jj^ins of arsonious 
imld, el^ht grains carbonate of potassa, and one duid ounce distilled water 
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in a f^lass vessel ; boil till all is dissolved, adding water to keepUie qnaQ 
tity of the solution at one fluid ounce. To two and a half drachms of the 
solution add twenty grains sulphate of quinia, previously dissolved in dis- 
tilled water by boiling. The arsenite of quinia precipitates in ,the form 
of a wliite, amorphous substance, which must be well washed and dried. 

Soluble? in alcohol, but not in water.

BALSAMUM PBRUVIANUM.

{Dalmm of Peru.) 

Botanical Descriptfon.— The pmper botiiaical name is 3ft/rospermum 
peruifrum. It is tlie myrojylon pet'^jifirum of Linnaeus. It is known by 
tile natives of Paru unrier tin* name of Qniuquim, its bark and fruit as 
Quinquina, by tlie Mexicans IToitzilo.titl, and by tlie Brazilians Giibnretha. 

It is a large free, Avltli a thick, str'^ight, .smooth trunk, and acoarsw* gray, 
compact, heavy, granulated bark, of a pale straw ct)lor, filled with resin 
which, according Ui its quantity, changes the color h) citron, yellow, rod, 
nr dark chestnut. 

It i.s found in low, Warm, sunny situations in Peru, especially near the 
river Maranon; also in other parts of South America, and fiOwers from 
July to October. 

The balsam met with in the markets is not constant either in quality or 
appearance, owing probably to its being procured from different specie.^. 
That used for Honiosopathic preparations should be procured from this^ 
species* It is prepared by incising the bark and collecting the Juice upon 
rags, whicli, when saturated are placed in water. Upon Imiiing, the hab 
aam rises to the surface, and is removed and put into vesw^]^ for purifica- 
tion and exportation. 

It has a dairk reddish-brown color in tliin layers, is black in bulk, is of 
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tlie consistcoice of ordinary molasses, an agreeable balsamip^ odor, a hot, 
acrid, somewhat bitter taste, and a specifle gravity of 1.15. 

The purity of Balsam of Peru may be ascertained by mixing ten drops 
of it with twenty drops of concentrated sulphuric acid, in a watch glass, 
§nd then diluting with water. If it is pure, a brittle resin is obtaii^d; if 
not, a soft resin. 

Officinai. Preparations.— a tincture may be made by dissolving m 
nine parts alcohol, and dilutions made as in other cases. TriAirationa 
from the balsam with coarse sugar of milk.

BAPTISIA TINCTORIA. 

{Wild htdigo.) 

Botanical DisscniPTroN. — This plant U indigenouB, growing in most 
parts of the United Slates, in dry and poor soils, in woods and on hills. 
It blooms in July and August, having bright yellow flotcers^ in small loose 
clusters at the ends of the branches. It resembles a shrub, and grow^from 
one to two feet lii^h. The fruit is an oblong pod of a bluish black color. 
It contains indigo, tannin, an acid, and baptisin. When the whole plant 
or any portion of it is dried, it becomes black and affords a blue dye, 
inferior to Indigo. 

There are thirteen species of the Bnptisia in the United Btates. The 
most important arc the B. tiaetoria^ B. <HbUy (with white flowcrs,)B. leurantha. 
(with white flowers.) These gn»w in the Western Shite.s on prairies, etc- 
and probably possess very similar qualities to the B. hut none 

have been proven but the last named. As Uie other species may be mis.? 
taken for the one in Use in our school, the botanlctU description of (be B. 
tinqtoria is here. given from Wood: 

*^6lttc»0th brenohing, teases nearly destitute of a stelk, te^te small, 
iNmhdisbv M base, very obtuse at apex; stipules fa)lin|||^off 

sarly ; lirienNWWse, tenainal ; kgumts nearly round. A plant with bluish

half feet high. Leaflets about seven lines by four to six long, emarginate;

It is in minute, white, glistening, extremely thin, four-sid»*d laminie, 
having a slight odor of oflieiiial benzoic acid, and a bitter, saline, some- 
what balsamic taste, leaving a slight imt persistent sense of acrimony on 
the. tongue.

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CAFFEINE. 

PHABMACOLOGT.—Caffeiiie maybe obtained by treating ground coffee 
with benzine, wliich dissolves t'ut the caffeine and fixed oils. Distill the 
benzine solution to dryness, and boil the residue in water, dissolving the 
caffeine, which, on filtering and coi^entratingr is deposited. 

Caffeine crystalizes in white, silky, long needles, which are slightl} 
flexible and transparent, and have a specific gravity of 1.23. Taste weak, 
but bitter and unpleasant. It is fusible, volatile and soluble in water, alco- 
hol or ether. The Citrate of Caffeine may be substituted for the pure 
alkaloid. 

Officin.\l Preparation. — Triturations up to the 3 x ; afterwards, 
alcoholic dilutions.

[The tetanus is considered by most authors a medullary tetanus, for it is 
not produced in the leg of a frog if the ischiatic nerves are cut; and it takes 
place in a limb, the circulation of whicdi has been stopped by a ligature, 
before the subscuta ncous injection ofcafteine. 

, It produces at first an increased frequency of the pulse, but a diminution 
of its bulk takes place very quickly (one iniimto after the injection), and 
sometimes determinc^he immediate death of the heart. 

The increased rapidity of the heart-beats, and the rise of arterial prc.s. 
sure observed, may be attributed to a paralysis, more or less complete, of 
the uerves proceeding from the ganglia to the muscles of the heart.

CALABAR BEAN. 

(PhpsoHtigma Venenoihim,) 

Botanical Description.— This is an irregular, kidney-shaped bean, 
about an inch in length and three-fourths of an inch in breadth ; the pro- 
duct of the Physostigma Vcnonosuni, a perennial woody creeper of Calabar, 
Africa, where the bean has been used by the natives as an ordeal test for 
criminals, witches, etc., since time immemorial. 

It conti^ins an alkaloid known 9 , 1 ^ phywstiymia, or eserine. 

Officinal Preparation.— Tincture with strong alcohol ; dilutions.

Feeling of constriction ^around the entire top of the head, as 
if a tight cap were being pressed down as far as the tem- 
ples, at the same time severe ]>i-essure al^g the sagittal 
suture, as if from fulness of the longitudiniil sinus and. 
doll aching in each temple. ( Wessefho^t.) 
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Dulness; was obliged to mate an extra effort in speaking 'with 
people. ( Wesselhcefl,) 

Pressing from within outwards in vertex and temples. 

During the forepart of the day he has at times a feeling oi 
weakness, though there was uncommon mental activity. 
{Cidlis,) 

Sudden attack of headache with nausea and bitter rising, fol- 
lowed by dull pain under the sternum, increased by sud- 
denly turning the head, bending forward or throwing the 
shoulders forward. 

Headache with fullness and a sense of faintness, with a numb 
feeling down the left arm, pulse 50 to 60 with feeble 
impulses. 

Pace and Eyes. 

Face hot and red. 

Sensation of contraction of eyelids with difficulty of opening 
them, and a suffusion of tears, when opened wide. {Chase,) 

Sensation of contraction of the whole left side of the face, with 
slight numbness; it required an effort to keep the ej-elids 
open, ^ 

Eyes unusuidly free from black spots, {curative,) 

For thil^e days attacks of partial blindness, on attem 2 )ting to 
write he was unable to see a line. 

Alternation of dilatation and conti’action of the pupil from 
oscillatmw motions of the pupillary muscles, ending in 
permanent contraction. {Leven,) % 

Nystagmus. {Leven,) 

Severe pain in the right side of the upper jaw, like toothache. 

Sensation of contraction of the alee nasi and upper lij), with 
frequent desire to rub them, which relieved for a time. 
20 minutes. {Chase,) 

Severe shaiqi darting pains in the right malar bone, and in tlie 
ramus of the jaw ou the right si(Ie. 

Small boil on tbe inside of the right nostril, very painful, the 
pain extei^Hing up to the eye and right side of the head. 
It broke on the fourth day with very little discharge. 

It stimulates the sphincter pupillas and the ciliary muscles to 
contraction. 
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It contracts the phpil even in dilatation the result of injury. 

A decided tight feeling, referable* pretty accurately to the 
ciliary region of the left eye (to which the solution was 
applied), as if something were creej^ing in it, (in five 
minutes). Ten minutes after, this continued, with occa- 
sional rather sharp pain in the ciliary region. An attempt 
to read with both eyes instantly increased this pain, and 
the type was confused, as if by a disturbance of the power 
of accommodation. Type looked smaller with the right 
eye than the left. I could see Jaeger 17, at 15 feet, but 
with a remarkable oscillation in the distinctness; the type 
came and went, at one instant quite dear, then indistinct, 
as if the ciliary muscles were undergoing irregular con- 
tractions. 

Astigmatism^* the vertical bars of a window were seen clear 
and sharp at from six to ten feet; tlie horizontal bars 
within the same range having their edges slightly hazy, 
but rendered clear by a concave cylindrical glass of 14 
inches focus. 

The pupil contracted (to the size of a pin’s head) and remains 
so eiirhtoen hours, then gradually relaxed during four 
days, resurtfiing gradually its mobility under light, whether 
falling on its own or the opposite r(?tiiui. With the sud- 
den contraction of the pupil came a sudden twilight 
gloom, as if an eclipse of the sun, but this gloom soon 
lessened and gradually disappeared before the pupil 
dilated. 

When applied to the eye of a long-sighted person it restores 
vision (temporarily). 

Short sightedness (in the normal eye). 

Pain in the eyeballs, over the eyes, and in the head. 

Profuse lachrymation. • 

Dimness of vision. 

® Paralysis of the circular fibers of the iris^ and of the ciliary 
muscles of one eye; the dilated pupil anS dimness of 
flight disappeared. 

® Proiapans of ths i/ns^ from injuries, even when the whole 
globe is vascular and irritated^ and sight impafred; (upder 
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the topical use of the alkaloid, the proiapsus retracted aft 
the pupil contracted).* 

® Prolapsus of iris, from sloughing of the cornea. 

Stomach. 

Tongue feels as if scalded. 

Dryness and smarting, at the tip of the tonguh all day. (Chase,) 

Numbness, tingling and smarting of the tongue and lips, with 
a constant desire to moisten them. . 

Soreness of the bowels, painful when moving a]b<mt, aggravated 
by riding. 

Soreness of abdomen, the spot' is not larger than the palm of 
the hand. 

Sense of distonsioirwith soreness of abdomen. {Chase^ 

Colicky pains low in abdomen, succeeded by a cojuous loose 
discharge from the bowels. (C/tase,) 

Small intestines in a state of contraction, showing in places 
circular constriction, like internal strangulation. 

Feeling as if he had bolted a piece of solid food of too large a 
size; the sensation gradually increases until it is very 
painful. 

Burning heat in the stomach, with much belching of wind. 

Urine and Sexual Organs. ^ 

Pain in the back, hips and lower part of the abdombn ; thought 
the menses were about to appear, but this did not take 
place. 

Slight stitches on tlie left side of tlie abdomen (female). 

Dull pain and downwanl pressure in the back, accompanied by 
the appearance of the menses. {JUrs, P,) 

Menses come on at the usual time without the usual unpleasant 
premonitory symptoms. (Mrs, N.) 

Chest and Heart. 

Pulsations through the whole bfdy, particularly at the chest, 
each heat of the heart distinctly perceptible in the chest 
and tem]>le. ( Wessdhceft.) 

Heart’s act jpn retarded with diminished impulse; rate 66; no 
abnormal sounds,^ the radial pulse irregular and weak. 

Trembling and convulsive agitation of the heart. (Leven.) 
Respiratory muscles in cHScillatory motion. (L&ven,) 
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® Chronic bronchial catarrh^ aggravated by talking. 

® Cough, with inability to raise the mucus. 

Heart’s action tumultuous and irregular. 

Heart’s action feeble and irregular. 

In some cases the heart goes on beating long after death (in 

- animals). 

The heart contained fluid blood and clots in all the four cavi- 
ties, indicating death from paralysis of the mtiscle^of the 
heart (in m^n). 

Back and Extremities. 

Sharp darting pains in the right elbow-joints, extending down 
the outside of the arm to the two middle fingers. 

A numb pain in the knees and ankles, while sitting, with a 
desire to move frequently.

Drawing rheumatic pains through the left shoulder. 

Drawing pains low in the back and abdomen, with bearing 
down, as if the menses were coming. 

Feeling of weakness, as though paralyzed, pass(MS ^downward 
from the occiput through the back to the lo^er extremi- 
ties; the feeling in the legs like^ that known as being 
asleep, {Ciase.) 

Slight exertion causes lameness and weakness of the back. 
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Sleep.' 

After falling asleep wakes repeatedly during the night with 
terrible thoughts. He fears he is becoming crazy, and 
that he may get up and do some mischief. He dreams 
that he is a lion! Awakes at 4 a . m., witli soreness, not 
a pain, in the left side of the abdomen, painful to pressure. 

Irresistible desire to sleep. ( Wessel/i(Pjf^l,) 

Soporific sleep, extremely distressing, jialeness of the face. (/5.) 

Drowsiness in the forenoon, even while riding or working. 

Profuse perspiration, partly dispelling the drowsiness. 

Great drowsiness after dinner; sleeps good, and sleeps just as 
well at night as' if lie had not slejit in the afternoon. 

In the evening not drowsy as usual, but wakeful. 

Nervous System.

General Symptoms.

The operation of the drug is spinal, not cerebral, acting upon 
the anterior or motor column, so as to suspend or deaden 
its energy or reduce the activity of its functions. 

Che powerless parts are those that receive their nervous supply 
from th|^ spinal cord and its nerves. The muscles of the 
> extremities and of respiration are most enfeebled; and 
the paralysis is primarily and always seated in the striped 
muscles. ^ 
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There is no failure of volition; the will is strong, but a diffi 
culty lies in the way of carrying out its purpose. 

'Unable to move, though he makes. the attempt. 

The mind exhibits no defect. * 

Suspension of tlie functions of the motor tract, by which it 

. does not conduct the impulses of the will through the 
cord to the muscles. 

The paralysis is not exclusively owing to poisoned blood, as 
the lower limbs are first paralyzed, theji tlie upper, then 
the trunk, then the neck. 

A cramp-like condition in organs that are supplied with invoL 
untary rriiiseular fibres. ^ 

Pain ceases during rest, but commences again during motion; 
but by continued motion it is relieved. 

Muscular trembling in different degrees; from a mere tremor 
np to a jerking of the muscles. 

The muscles retain their normal contractility unimpaired, and 
still respond to direct irritation when.artilicial stimuli are 
applied. 

The paralysis is commonly preceded by twi telling or trembling" 
of the muscles; in the lower animals these, are often con- 
vulsive. 

When movements occur, they have •sometimes been unco- 
ordinated; again, the palsy has been found to include the 
nnstripe^ muscles; and furthermore, the functions of the 
brain may be disturbed. The' first is only met with after 
entire loss of exercising the will. The second is, perhaps, 
due to extension of the poisonous influence to the ajmipa- 
thetic system.

Fatal syncope.^ from paralysis of the heart. 

Stupid and giddy; a sense of feebleness over the whole body, 
rendering ])rogression difficult.

When the pain remained in^ any place for a short time the 
spot became disagreeably sore. 

A sensation of heat, accompanied with sweat, extending from 
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the fourth or fifth cervical vertebrae to the last lumbar.

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CANNABIS INDIGA. 

{Indian Hemp.) 

Botanical Description.— T li is plant is a native of Persia ngd the 
northern part of India. It is an annual, covered with a rough but very 
fine hair, almost invisible to the naked eye. Stem erect, branched, green, 
angular. Leaves opposite or alternate. Each leaf consists of five long, 
'narrow, sharp-pointed leaflets, spreading from the extremity of a long hix 
leaf stalk. Flowers in axillary clusters; in the males drooping, and leafless 
at the base; in the females erect, and leafy at the base. 

There are two species of the Cannabis, or Hemp, recognized in our 
Materia Medica — the Indica and the Saliva. Tlieir difference, however, is 
rather in their physio^ical action than in the botanical characteristics, 
and these are undoubteoly owing to locality and cultivation.

CARBOLIC ACID. 

{Addwm Carholieum,) 

PnARMACOi/MJY.— This is an acid obtained from coal-tar, by fi’actioual 
distillalion tirid subsequent purification. 

Carbolic acid, in its pure state, is a solid, at ordinary temperatures crys- 
talizin^ in minute plates of long rhomboidal needles, white or colorless, qf 
a peculiar odor, similar to creosote, and an acrid burning taste. Its spe- 
cific gravity is 1.065. If colored brown under the influence of light and 
air, it is impure. It deli^llesces on exposure, and ultimately becomes 
liquid. It is soluble in 20 parts water, its solution, if pure, colorless and 
remaining so ; but if impure, colored brownish by exposure. It is very 
soluble in alc(»hol, ether, acetic acid, glycerine, and the volatile and fixed oils. 
It is neutral to test paper. 

Officinal Preparation. — (1) Tincture (one grain to ten drops pure 
alcohol); (2) Triturations of the crystals with coarse sugar of milk. 
Analogues. — Anenicum^ BapiUia^ Bromide Potassium, Bromide of 
Ammonia^ Cimicifuga^ Creosote, L*ichems, Mercurius corrosivus, et iod., 
Phosphorus, Nitric acid, Muriatic acid, Ithus tox., Sulphur, etc, 

[The symptoms here given are mainly taken from Dr. floync’s patho- 
genesis, given in the Journal of Honueapathic Materia Medica for May, 
1872, to which I have added Dr. Mitchbll’s symptoms and my own obser- 
vations. [Hole.)] 

Mental Sphere. 

Entire disinclination to study; what he had accomplished 
seemed trilling.

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Feels as if a hand was around the fm^ehead. 

Iletidache in the forehead of a neuralgic cliaracter.

Dull {ovh^iiiYy) pain running from the forehead to theocdput. 

Feels as if a band was around the forehead. 

Felt a dull feeling in the frontal lobe of cerebrum, which 
increased to a severe headache. 

Awoke with a dull, hot, constricted feeling in the head, more 
especially in the forehead; followed before rising, by an 
acute piercing pain in the left supra-orbital ridge. This 
was circumscribed and might have been covered with a 
silver ten cent piece. 

The acute piercing ])ain lasted only five or ton minutes, and 
ceased on my rising, leaving the spot where it had been 
sore to the touch for more than one day. 

Vertex — burning pain in the top of th#head. 

Hard headache in the morning confined to the npjier half of 
the head. 

Sensation ns of fine electric sparks in vortex, changing to a 
pricking itching, with desire to rub the part and relief 
from it.

A very great sense of weight on my neeJe^ with a tenderness^ 
even to the touchy on the seventh cer^dcal vei'lehrce.

Constant vertigo,, not relieved by sliutting the eyes ; better 
when walking fast in the open air; much worse when 
flitting down. ‘ (/i.) 
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Constant humming, buzzing sound in the ears, with the head- 
ache, without dullness of hearing. (/J.) 

Sides — Beating pain in right side of head. 

The pains are the most severe on the right side. 

Neuralgic pain in left 6ide of head. 

^Scalp — Itching of scalps first on right side, then on left. 

Head feels sore when moving it; sore feeling after the head- 
ache.

When blowing the nose the mucus was bloody-r-briglit red 
blood. 

Feeling of expansion in the nasal passages. 

Smell decidedly more acute. 

Watery discharge from both nostrils while in the open air; 
ceasing when in doors — ^returning when entering a cold 
room. 

Sensation at left ,wing of nose as of fine electric sparks; wants 
to rub the ])art repeatedly.

ifasty taste in the month. 

Swelling and soreness, internal side of left cheek, opposite the 
molars; the cheek is in the way of the teeth when biting. 

° Interior of the mouth very white. 

° Slight lividity of the lips and tips of the fingers. 

® Tongue dry and chippy^ 

Aching of teeth of right upper jaw; grinding of the teeth. 

° Toothache from caries, or from a cold. . 

Thrush in children and consumptives (a weak wash). 
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Throat. 

Thjooat sore; felt slightly hoarse, as if taking cold. 

Throat sore only when swallowing, and pressing npon the 
upper part of the larynx; worse on the right side. 

Soreness worse on the right side.

Slept heavy: awoke sore all over, esi^ecially legs ^luteai 
muscles), back, chest and arms. 

Wakes often during^he night. 

Woke up in the middle of the night and found that he was 
bathed in perspiration. 

Wakes frightened; paralyzed with fear. 

Awakened by unusual strong sexual excitement. 

Awoke with a dull, hot, constricted feeling in the head. 

Passed urine oftener than usual during the night. 

Dreams of fire; so vivid was the dream that he Avas awakened.

CAULOPHYLLUM THALICTROIDES. 

* (Blvfi, Cohoshy 8qu4iw Root.) 

Botanical Description.— This is'a perennial smooth herb with matted, 
knotty rootstalks, sending up in dirly spring a simple and naked stem, 
terminated by a raceme or panicle of yellowish-green flowers supported on 
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pedicels, and a liltle below, bearing a ]arp:e compound leaf composed of 
three ternate leaves, without any common petiole. The whole of the plant is 
covered with a greenish grey powder when young. Stem smooth, purple 
w'hen young, one to two and adialf feet high, dividing above into tw’O 
part.s, one ot which, a large divided leaf stalk; the other bears a smaller 
double ternate leaf at the ba.se. Flowers appear in A])ril and May, while 
the leaf is ^et small. Sepals six, with three small bractlets at the base, 
egg shaped and oblong. Petals six, thick and gland like, somewhat kid- 
ney shaped, and a hooded body, with short claws, much smaller than the 
sepals, one at the base of each. Pistil enlarged on one side, style short. 
Stigjiia minute and one sided: ovary bursting soon after flowering (by the 
presenee of the two erect enlarging seeds), and withering away; the spher- 
ical seeds n'lnain naked on thin, thick-set seed stalks, looking^like berries, 
the fle.shy integument turning blue; albumen of the texture of horns; 
seeds, one or two about the size of a largo pea, erect and globe-.shaped, and 
ripen in the later part of summer, and arc said to form an excellent sub- 
stitute for coflec, when n)asted. Fruit, dry, sweet, and insipid. The root, 
which is the officinal part, is sweetish, bitter, and pungent, and affords 
a yellowish infusion, and yellow brown tincture. It is yellow inside, 
brown outside; hard, irregular, knotty, branded with many fibres. 
Grows all over the United States, in low, moist, rich gn)und, or on moun- 
tains and shady Iiills, deep woods, or near running streams, or on grounds 
which have been overflowed with water. An active principle or resinoid-» 
is obtained by precipitation from the saturated alcoholic tincture, called 
Caulophyllin. It is soluble*in water^ and partly so in alcohol.

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CEANOTHUS AMERICANUS. 

(Nm Jersey Tea- *Red Boot) 

BotanicaIj Descbiption,— The Ceanothus is a small shrub, growing 
from three to four feet high, frhin a dark red root, which varies widely. 
During the Revolutionary war, the leaves were used as a subslitute for tea. 
{I have tasted, tea made from them; it tastes very much like a poor quality of 
block tea.) The leaves are egg-shaped, the broad end at base, with three 
tibs, toothed edges, downy beneath, very beautifbl green in summer, but 
in the autumn turn a very bright and beautiful red; have a long leaf stalk. 
The branches are downy. The flowers grow in wliite clusters. The calyx 
has five lobes, which are colored, and curved ^n, the lower part with a thick 
disk cohering wuth tlie ovary, the upper part separating across the fruit. 
The petals are spreading, hood-shaped, on slender claws, longer than the 
calyx. The fruit has three lobes, and when ripe splits into three carpels.

{Simaniba Cedron) 

Description.— The origin of this drug was for a long time unknown. 
Even so late as 1870 Hughes wrote: “ Cedron.— It is the fruit of a South 
American ti e(Si(Simaruba Cedron— supposed to be a kind of cedar,) whose 
exact description is not yet ascertained.” — Pharmacodynamics^ and 6dit., 
p.m 

. He was probably milled by Dr. Casanova’s papers in the Monthly Eo* 
vMcopaihiC liecim. 

Cedron is the of the fruit; and by consulting Hooker’s London 
Journal of Botany^ Vf)l. VI, p. 556, it will he seen tliat M. rianchon had 
given a name and botanical station to the so-called “ nondc.script Cedron,” 
long betbrj' Dr. Casanova had penned his paper. 

TIio earliest mention of the Cedron is found in The History of the Buc- 
caneers, Anno 1G99. 

TIh! n:ifiv<* Indians first offered the seeds for sale in Carthagena in 1838 
Dr. S. A. Jones, who has written up this drug, published in the American 
Ohsrrrer, said of liis work: “When this was begun, a more pains- 

taking piece of work was designed. It Inis long been laid aside ; and now. 
that otlier and more pressing duties are upon us, it is published simply 
becaii.se from no other single source can the practitioner get all that is 
pathogenetically known of J^imarnha Cedron. The remedy certainly ap. 
pears capable to fill a larger splu're than our meagre clinical reports show 
it to have occupied.”

Distension of the stomach, and disposition to nausea, gener- 
ally aggravated by rest, but relieved by walking, and by 
eating. ’ ^ 

° Uncomfortable feeling of the stomach, wdiich obliged him to 
liedow'u; great sensitiveness of the priecordial region; 
pulse small and hard; djyness of the mouth and fauces; 
depressed spirits and inquietude, relieved by food and drink. 

(These symptoms appeared every day from 10 to 11 a . u.j 
lasted from one to tw^o hours, after wdiich there was pros- 
tration of body and mind for an hour or two.) 

Abdomen. 

Abdomen hard and distended toward evening; flatulence in 
the morning, with slight colic and discharge of fmtid 
wind. 

Borborygmi in the left side of the abdomen. 

Sharp pain alteniately in the coecum, liver, and spleen. 

Successive aliarp pains in the occiput, abdomen aud limbs; 
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pains only in one place at a time; on getting warm in 
bed, flying pains in the region of the ascending colon, 
liver and S2)leen — ^kept him awake most of the night. 

Stool. 

Constipation; nn successful urging to relieve the bowels. 

Copious stool, with excessive tenesmus. 

Yellowish hiose eijcuations (three days after taking large 
doses of Cedron). 

"Wliitish stools, mixed with fragments similar to clotted milk 
(in othei* provers, three days after large doses). 

Slight colic, followed almost immediately by a copious evacua- 
tion of a substance that looked like curdled milk, wliite, 
with a slightly yellowish tint (from chewing the nut as an 
antitlote to the bite of a coral make). 

Semi-liquid, whitish fasces, somewhat like starch; white, 
frothy, au<l papescent evacuations immediately after 
meals, acc()mj)anied with slight colic and discharge of 
inodorous wind. 

® Involuntary discharge of urine and faeces. 

Urine. 

Scanty urine; frequent ineffectual urging to urinate. * 

Frequent emission of large quantities of pale urine. 

Dark urine with sediment; urine of a dark-red color; scanty 
urine, with deej) yellow color. 

Genitals. 

Nocturnal erections and intense venereal excitement (many 
provers.) 

Genital excitement at daybreak, with a discliarge similar to 
leiicorrhcea, and swollen mammae with some pain (in two 
married women.) 

A discharge like gonorrhoea, continuing three days and ceasing 
spontaneously on omitting the drug (in a young man.) 

Dreamed all night (I seldom dream) of pleasant Social inter- 
views with female 'acquaintances, and woke with firm 
erections in the morning. 

* Larynx. 

F^arynx constricted and tender; difficulty of swallowing; diffi- 
cult respiration with partial loms of voice recurribg at 
intervals. 
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Chest. 

Oppression of the chest and throbbing of the heart. 

Oppressive pain in the chest every now and then, extending to 
the back, with frequent desire to moan and take a long 
breath. 

Palpitation of the heart and hurried breathing 'witli headache. 

Pulse increased from 12 to 15 impulsesiper minute, in fi*om 
20 to 30 minutes alter the dose. (This ^vas a constant 
phenomenon in*all the American provers — three'women 
and two men. The doses were from one to three drops 
of the crude tincture.) 

The oppression of the chest and tiiirobbing of tlio heart occur- 
red in nearly all the provers in whom febrile paroxysms 
w'ere developed. 

Back. 

Pains in the loins and back on rising in the morning. 

° Rigidity of the nape of the neck. 

® Pain all along the spine. 

Superior Extremities. 

Laming and weary pains in the shoulders; passing pains in 

. the elbows and forearms, Avith a cold sensation emending 
^ to the hands toward noon; sharp flying pains in all the 
joints of the extremities; artliritic Hying pains continue, 
more or less, for more than four weeks, most in the feet 
and hands, some in tlie elbows. 

Laming passing pains in the joints, especially the right elbow; 
pain at the elbow and right forearm, as from a shock or 
blow, lasting one quarter-of-aii-hour.

On getting warm in bed, eevere, sharp flying pains in all

in the cartilages of tlie joints, particularly in the first 
joint of the great toe, and streaking tip the bones; lane- 
ing pains in the joints of the knees; sharp flying pains 
in all joints gf extremities, worse in the feet, particularly 
the great toe joint; smart rheumatic pains in all the 
joints of the limbs; sharp, laine pain in the right ankle; 
swelling of th#feet, with extreme painin all the joints; 
in the morning, pain at the heel as from an abscess, only 
when walking, for an hour, after which period it ceases 
entirely. Various unpleasant sensations, such as con- 
iiisive^ pains in the elbow, or pains as from an abscess of 
the lieel, recurred jiefiodicaliy every inorning at nine 
o’clock; artliritic flying pains continued, more or less, for 
more than four weeks, most in the feet and hands, some 
in the elbows, more in the hips and knees; but most 
. troublesome in the first joint of the great toes; pain 
relieve<l by motion and cold before 807 *eneis^H of the joints 
came on, when they are aggravated by motion and cold, 
worse at night. 

Sleep. 

A gen^i^al feeliTig of fatigue after awaking, if the sleej) has 
exceedwl more than six hours, and a general w’eakness«of 
body and mind. 

No sleep, with a flow* of confused ideas until five in the morn- 
ing; all night very restless, frecpiently w'aking fatigued 
from lying in one position. Dreamed of quarreling wdth 
a dead sister and other dead friends, cried about it and 
awTiko with a nightmare, and sensation of a stone on the 
stomach. 

Fever. 

Feverish paroxysms every day in some provers, every other 
day in others, toward eight r. m., preceded by depressed 
spirits, dullness of the senses and pressing headache at 
upon; cramps, then contracting and tearing pains in the 
Jipper»and fewer extremities, with a cold sensation in the 
hands and feet; month dry, great thirst and desire for 
cold water; chills and shivering; sometimes very strong 
shuddering of the whole^ bod^ palpitation of the heart

and hurried respiration; pulse weak and oppressed. These 
symptoms lasted from one to two hours, varied much in 
Intensity, and were followed by a sensation of dry heat, 
and then of profuse perspiration, full^and quick pulse 
with animated red face; cold and pale m the apyrexia; 
thirst and desire for warm drinks. 

At three o’clock, p. m., shuddering all over the body, with 
malaise and desire to lie down; the shuddering is renewed 
by motion; hands, feet, and nose are cold; flying heat in 
the face several times; lastly, to>^d six o’clock in the 
morning, constant heat in the face, which looky animated-, 
witli smarting in the eyes, especially when closing them; 
lips dry, with desire to moisten them often; headache, 
especially in the bottom of the orbits, compelling him to 
close the eyes, and extending to the occiput. 

While this congestion of the head lasts, the shuddering con- 
tinues all the time; the hands, feet, and nose remain cold; 
urine of a dark-red color. 

Toward six o’clock in the evening (immediately after dinner) 
cold all over; shuddering in the back, icy coldness in the 
feet; the hands arc burning; sensation Jn the cyjps-asif 
one had wept a good deal. 

In the evening toward CtV, half-an-honr after dinner, shudder- 
ing in the back and legs; imusnal paleness of the hands; 
red face; heaviness of the head, stretching toward seven 
in the eveniiig; general coldness all evening; increase of 
the headache in the oj)en air (toward nine o’clock); pres- 
sive pain over the eyes as of a band of iron tied round the 
•parts; no thirst during the shuddering; dry heat at night. 

At 6^ r. M., feverish paroxysms with itching in the eyes, which 
is only stopped for a moment by rubbing; latiiing and 
weary pains in the shoulders; profuse emission of watery 
urine. Tow^ard t5:30 r. m., prickings in tlie tongue; itch- 
ing of the eyes; half-an-hour later shiverings, \yith heat 
of the face, hands pale,^feet and tip of the nose cold. 

Toward six p. m., shuddering, soon folio v^ed by a dull and 
heavy frontal headache spreading to both parietal I'egions, 
with redness of the ^yes, itching of the internal and ex- 
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ternal surfaces of the eyelids; icy coldness of the hands 
and tij) of the nose^ even in the midst of the febrile re- 
action (tlie pulse is 80 ), the rest of the face is red and 
burnin!?; lastly, dimness of eight, dilatation of the pupils; 
objects look red; mouth dry, with thick, viscous saliva; 
constriction of the throat, which scarcely allows lier to 
swalhnr the saliva; anxiety, restlessness,- general malaise. 

The medicine being taken by the healthy ])rover, was followed 
by — 

IST. A certain state^P* mental excitement, and augn)entation 
of vital energy; florid face, and a sensation of lieat 
throughout tlio body; full and strong pulse; more or 
less j»crsj>iration and no thirst. 

This group lasted from twenty to forty minutes in some, and 
disa])]>eared after that time to return no more, without 
any other abnormal manifestation in their health; whilst 
in others, the symptoms were ])rolonged for one to two 
hours, and were followed by — 

2nd, Depressed spirits; dullness of the senses, and torpor of 
the mental taculties; general debility, languor and faint- 
• ings dn soiiie. When these symptoms are followed I)y 
those of tlie first group, the phenomena of both sets are 
often repeated, and at certain intervals of time; but 
neither of the two occur periodically, unless wlien they 
are together. ‘ Xor are they absolutely concomitant to 
pyrexia; for the paroxysms generally take place without 
tliein, as in the natural disease. It is for this reason tliat 
such plicnomena were disconnected from category of jthe 
physical group; but whenever pyrexia occurs, or follows 
that comlitiou, the symptoms, after weakness of the mind 
and body, are as. follow ; — 

8rd. Great tliirst; yawning; cramps and painful feelings of 
contrfietion in the lower extremities; cold sensation in 
hands and feet; chills and shivering of the whole body; 
palpitation of the heart; pulse weak and oppressed; hur- 
ried respiration; chattering of the teeth and shaking of 
the whole body; scanty and highly-colored urine; slight 
naiiseii in some, with yellow color of the skiu and face in 
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others; great debility; dilated pupils and confused sight. 
These symptoms lasted from one to two hours, and varied 
much in their intensity; after wliich — . . 

.4th. Dry heat follows, with full and quick pulse; animated 
face; profuse perspiration; longing for cold in some, and 
for warm drinks in others; and discharge of pale urine 
in large quantities. These symptoms lasted fi*om t^vo to 
three hours, and were generally followed by a desire to 
sleep. The provera felt as if they were contused; sound 
sleep in some, and somewliat agit^ed in others during 
the night. 

The apyrexia generally lasted from fifteen to seventeen hours, 
after which and iti ahout the same time as the previous 
day^ tlie paroxysms were repeated as per group third, and 
continued almost quotidian. 

The chief characteristic of this remedy is a rKRioDiciTY which 
is often clocJcdike in its reyiilaHty. 


CERASUS VIRGINIANA. . 

{Clwke Cherry.) 

Botanical Dkschiption. — This is a small tree or shrub, from five to 
twenty feet Iiij^h, j^rowirif; in woods and iicdfrcs. Leaves smooth, Qval, or 
egg-shaped, the broad extremity at base, sharp pointed, thin, jiot sliining, 
with edge serrate, tJie teeth being oval-shaped and sharp, veins bearded on 
each side toward tlu; base,; the leaf-stalk with two ghimls. Tluj tlowers are 
in short, loose and spreading brandies: petals circular jind while, appear- 
ing it) May; outer bark greyish; inner bark green; leaves two or three 
inches long. The fruit is abundant, of a dark red color, very astringent 
to the taste, but not disagreeable. 

Officinal Pkkpahatton.—(1) Tincture of the inner bark; and dilu- 
tions to 3 X dilute alcohol : above, strong alcohol.

CHELIDONIUM MAJUS. 

ifirmt Celandine.) • 

Description.— Root cylindrical, reddish-broAvn, with many fibres; stem 
upright, hairy, branched, one to three feet high. Leaves soft, pinnate, 
netted, “bright green above, glaucous beneath, with large trifid terminal 
lobes; tip oval, sinnate, or crenate; petioles winged, hairy. Flowers of 
four petals, yellow, in four-to-nine-flowered axillary cymes, each flower 
with a peduncle and bract; petals nearly round; calyXM>f two convex, 
green, deciduous, neatly smooth sepals; stamens twenty; divergtait, equal. 

Fruit a siliqiiose, tr.any.seeded, knotty capsule,' with two carpels. 

Seeds shining, blackish-brown, with little pits. Duration, perennial. 

There are, beside.s, but two species known as yet— one of which grows in 
Japan (Ch. Japanicum, Thumberg), and one in North America (Cli. di- 
phylliim, Mich.) 

In the whole of Europe no other plant grows which, when injujcod, gives* 
out golden-yellow milk; and from this peculiarity, no pljjiit is so well 
known to every village child. .The*milk of the root has a redder tinge 
than els(‘where. 

This fluicUia contained in special canals which reticulate over the leaves 
and open into main vessels along the ribs. Schultz first madb l^own the 
movement of the juice, called by him Cyclosis. 

If ft recently gathered tender be placed under a good microscope, 
one can see the reticulated canals colored by the yellow juice, and plainly 
distinguish the slow movement of tlic fluid, whilst efowds of globules 
pa^ Uirough the petioles. ^ 
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If a leaf be torn across, the yellow jaice Issues in drops out of the larger 
veins on both sides of the ribs. 

On the skin fbe juice makes yellow spots, which on drying turn brown- 
ish-black, and also colors the dried root black. ' 

The snicll of tlie recent plant is disagreeable ; the taste sharp and bit- 
terish, especially of , the root. 

On drying, it almost entirely loses the smell. 

The milk, wh6n dry, tastes more bitter than sharp. 

After chewing the plant, ihc^tasto remains for several hours, and gives a 
sensation of heat in tfie mouth, throat, and stomach. Eight pounds of the 
fresh plant lose one pound eight ounces by drying in the shade.

CHIMAPHILA UMBELLATA.

The leases are wedge- 
shaped, leathery, serrate, smooth, a shining green on the upper surface, 
paler beneath, or irregularly white. in a terminal corymb, on nod- 

ding penduncles; they are white, tinged with red, and exhale an agreeable 
odor. The C.maculata is a variety only, with spotted leaves, 'or veined, 
with greenish-white. It may be used for our tinctures, as it possesses 
identical properties.

CIMICIFUGA RACEMOSA. 

(Black CohoHk.) 

Botanical Besckiption.—TIiis indigenous plant is very stately in 
appearance, and is Ibuiid growing abundantly m shady and rocky woods, 
on rich " grounds, from Maine to Michigan, and southward to Florida. 
The Ciinicifuga is the Macrotys raccinosa, or Botrophys seri)cntaria of 
Rafincsqiie; the Ael^a Kaceniosa of Lininciis. It is also known by the 
common names of squaw root, black snake root, rattle weed, etc. 

Tlu- stem is simple, smooth, from four to eight feet high. The leaves 
arc fine, {ilternate, the lower one nearly radical, divided several times, the 
upper one two-pointed. The leaflets oblong, egg-shaped, witl>* the stem 
opposite, incised and from three to seven-toothed. The flowers arc one 
styled, white, fmtid, in long slender racemes; sepals four or five, falling 
oft* early; petals wliite, four to six, and small; stamens slender, white, 
about one hundred to each flower^ giving to the raceme the appearance 
of a long slender plume; one pistil with a broad stigma. TJie fruit 
is a capside, ovoid and dry, having only one cell, containing numer- 
ous flat, smooth seeds, which are loosel}" packed, horizontally, in two rows. 
In the late autumn and winter any motion of the plant causes a rattling 
of the seeds, so much resembling the alarm of the rattlesnake as to cause 
the hunter to start involuntarily; hence Its name of rattle weed, given by 
the country people. The root consists of a thick, irregularly bent, con- 
tracted body, from one-third to an inch in diameter, often several inches 
in length,, furnislicd with many slender radicles, and rendered extremely 
rough and Jagged in its appearance by the remains of the stems of succea 
• Bive years. The color is extremely dark ^roil^n, almost black; internally, 
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yellowish white. The odor is feeble but disagreeable; taste bitter, some 
what astringent, leaving a slight sense of acrimony. It yields its virtues 
partially to boiling water, and wholly to alcohol. The taste of the tincture 
reminds one strongly of laudanum. 

The root is the officinal portion, "and should be gathered early in autumn. 
A.U actif>e principle, named at the time it was discovered, ifac7v^^7^, is 
very extensively used by all schools, under the supposition that it contains 
all the virtues of Cimicifiiga. Some of the following symptoms were 
caused by Macrolin, but it cannot represent all the pathogenesis, nor cure 
all the symptoms caused by this plant. It stands in about the same rela- 
tion to Cimicifuga, as Atropine to Belladonna. 

The Macrotin is a brown, dry, very bitter pow’dtr, and nearly ten times 
stronger than the tincture, by weight. It should now be called Gimicifugin. 

Officinal Preparations.— Tincture, with strong alcohol, of the fresh 
root; triturations of the dried root. Macrotin (Gimicifugin); triturations.

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perennial herb, with simple, ascending, downy about a foot high. 
Flowers large and bright yellow, in terminal corymbs; they open in the 
sunshine, and cast their ^petals the next day. It grows on sandy plains 
and rocky places, preferring limestone ground. 

Officinal Preparations. — ^Tincture of the whole plant in strong 
alcohol.

Mr. 0., from a child was afflicted with the scrofula, and had 
also grandular swellings on the neck; at the age of sixteen 
he was much worse, had eight abscesses on the neck, three 
ulcers on the* shoulder and three on the hips; at forty 
years of age he had his head drawn on one side, and was 
unable to labor.

Conditions. 

From noon until midnight the dryness of throat is worse; all 
the symptoms are worse in the morning. 

Helladomia, Carbo veg. and Fhos[)liorus acted favorably, be- 
tween repeated doses of Oistus. 


COCA. 

(Erythroxylon coca,) 

[A plant used by the natives of Peru, for the purpose of stimulation, and 
to entitle them to perform arduous labor. These symptoms are collated 
mainly from liering's pathogenesis.— i/h/e.] 
pHABMACbi^y. — ^This is a shrub growing wild, in South America, and 
largely cultivated In Bolivia, for the sake of its leaves, which are much 
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used in that countiy for chewing. Tlie plant which is propagated from 
the seed in nurseries, begins to yield in eighteen months, and continues 
productive for lialf a century. The leaves, on being picked, are dried in 
the sun, and then packed in bags. Tliey arc known in South America by 
the name of Coca. They were in general use among the natives of Peru, 
at the time of tlie conquest, and have continued to be raucli employed to 
the present time. 

The leaves resemble in size and shape those of tea, being oval-oblong, 
pointed, two inches or more in length, by somewhat over^n inch in their 
greatest breadtli, and furnislied with short delicate footstalks; but they are 
not, like the tea leaves, dentate, and are di.stinguished from most other 
leaves by a slightly curved line on each side of the mid rib, running from 
the base to tin? apex. AVhen well dried, they resemble, in odor, tea, and a 
peculiar taste, wdiicli, in decoction, becomes bitter and astringent. It has 
been found so impossible to import the leaves to this country Avithout 
injury to their medicinal properties, that tlie tincture ought to be prepared 
from them as soon as gathered. 

Officinal Prepabattons. — ^Tincture with strong alcohol, from fresh 
leaves, dilutions.

A sensation comes on 
as if some one were knocking about the eyes, with loud 
ringing in the ears; two hours later he^cau write without 
double vision or swimming. 

Dullness of the head, with flying of fier}^ points from above 
downwards, and swimming together of the letters. 

White spots and glittering serpentine lines before the eyes, 
with'' great uneasiness oh going out after dinner, for an 
hour. 

The eyes become very sensitive, reading cannot be endured 
long; some are troubled witli slight headache, while 
others sufter from nausea and various disorders of the 
digestive apparatus, which may be compared with sea- 
sickness. 

Disposition on the jiart of the upper lids to fall, without being 
sleepy. 

After using fur a number of days, on himself and others, there 
broke out a circumscribed erythema — on one an ex- 
anthema re;:embling hcr])e8-* around the eyelids. 

Ears. 

Acute hearing, ancl excited brain. 

Loud ringing and buzzing in the ears.’ 

Difficulty of hearing; it seems as if the sounds came from a 
great distance. 

Nose. 

Running of clear w^ater from nose, and occasional sneezing, 
without having properly a coryza as he usually lias ft. 

Face. 

Burning, redness of chet^ks, first left then right; white spot 
in the centn; of latter. 

Small boils (. u the face. 

Quivering, trembling lips; pale lips and gums, with green, 
blunt teeth. 

blackish border around the angles of the mouth. 
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On the lips a nettle rash; ♦scabs; bleeding. 

Mouth, 

Toothache in a hollow tooth, at noon till evening, violent. 

* Prevents caries of teeth. 

*No*tasle in the morning. 

* Much furred tongue. 

Dryness of mouth^on waking. 

Throat. 

Irritability of tlie pharynx, so that the stomach would not 
retain food. 

distinct feeling of swelling of the uvula; difficulty of 
swallowing. ^ 

Swelling of tlie uvula witliout any particular redness, lasting 
from live o’clock in the afternoon and -througli the whole 
evening. 

Feeling as if some mucus were at back of pharynx; not re- 
moved by coughing or hawking. 

Early in the morning, after a very comfortable sleep, a sensa- 
tion of dryness in the throat, very disagreeable on swal- 
lowing, as if swollen. 

Appetite. 

Kot hungry at noon, as usual, nevertheless ate a good deal, 
and witli appetite. 

Quickly satiated, notwithstanding great hunger and good 
appetite at noon. 

Wants food at an earlier hour in the forenoon, notwithstand- 
ing a distension of the abdomen, as if from overloaded 
stomach. 

Digestion goes on with great activity. 

An intense gnawing, hungry sensation at the pit of the 
stomach. (Abies.) 

Morbid hunger, even to swallow animal. excrements; (chronic 
symptom of chewers.) 

Very little need of food, even with hard labor; incredible 
fatigues are endured with unusual vigor on tlie most 
meagre diet. 

Always felt a sense of great satiety after taking the infusion 
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in the morning, and did not feel a desire for his next 
meal until after the tim^ at which he usually took it 

Prevents getting hungry; feels no hunger. 

Retards approach of hunger, wdien taken as tea. 

Enables the body to feed upon itself, without the hunger pains 
and Aveakness usually accompanying prolonged abstinence 
from ordinary food. 

Drinking the decoction at three or four o’clock p. m., it has in- 
variably and totally deprived him of all appetite for 
dinner, and of his rest at night; under tliese circum- 
stances he always passed the night in reading or W’riting; 
he feels no fatigue or hunger on the following morning. 

® Want of appetite (a remedy of doubtful value). {Hale.) 

Stomach. 

At noon, a peculiar feeling of emptiness in tlie stomach and 
abdomen; when walking, a painful contractive sensation 
in the stomach, and close to the latter, on the left side, a 
pain similar to the so-called stitches in the spleen. 

Debility of the digestive organs; at first it seems to be slight 
uneasiness; soon reaches a friglitful intensity. 

° Catarrh of the stomach; a cup of Coca after dinner. 

® After taking for five daj^s twenty drops of the tincture, once 
or twice a day, his digestion became extraordinarily good, 
and continued so. 

T^en w^alking, a pain about region of cardiac end of stomach, 
gradually increasing; would liave amounted to a cutting 
pain; after standing it w-ent off, returning in a week. 

® Gastralgia, similar to that caused by coffee. 

Abdomen. 

* Violent belly ache, with rumbling, as if from flatulence; 

tympanitic distension of the abdomen, diminished by a 
frequent discliarge of inodorous flatus! 

® Spasmodic colic; given in the hospitals. in Bolivia; had no 
effect in Valparaiso. 

® Pituitous disease of the abdominal organs. 

* Tympanitic distension of abdomen, diminished by frequent 

discharges of inodorous flatus. 

^ Hypochondriac pressure and tension after meals. 
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Stool. 

Tlie dangerous obstructions which would result from the diet 
of the Indians — roasted maize and roasted barley, pounded 
into meal, and swallowed dry without anytliing — are pre- 
vented by the well-known purgative action of the Coca. 

Sto<d easier than usual in the morning, and thinner; for three 
minutes after a feeling of want of further evacuation, 
without any; the soft stool of a normal color, 

Teaspoonfiil musty diarrhoea, four stools during the early after- 
noon, without pain; stools different from his habitual 
looseness; stopped taking Coca, and had natural stools. 

Ineffectual uj-ging to stool; constipation, with abdominal dis- 
tension. 

Urine. 

® Absence of the usual incontinentia urinne nocturna. 

Eose at night to urinate, as he had to do constantly a long 
time ago, but not lately, and it ceased after the proving. 

Urine had an unbroken film over its surface, iridescent in cer- 
tain lights, with an appearance like fissures in it, mapping 
it out, and a flocculent, pale sediment fioating at the bot- 
tom, seen through the film. 

Generative Organs. 

Women . — Menses delayed for two days, came on about noon; 
got very profuse during the night, with some pain in the 
lower part of the abdomen ; not in a steady flow as usual, 
but in gushes, awakening from sound sleep; after drink- 
ing the infusion morning and evening for a whole w^eek. 

Larynx. 

Hoarse voice on waking at night. 

Hoarseness, with tickling in the upper part of the trachea, 
and some cough.

After a strong infusion he could, during the whole day, climb 
the heights, and follow the swift-footed wild animals,

Great ease in ascending high mountains, and running amongst 
thorn, without any difficulty of breathing. 

® .Mi*^iga'e3 the difficulty of breathing, haemoptysis, and sleep- 
iness, ijicident to traveling among the hills, four thousand 
feet above the sea level. 

° A. strong tea prevents the usual breathlessness in climbing 
hills. 

® Shortness of breathing, especially on making an ascent; in 
the forenoon, a tickling cough would cause a tingling. 

® Expectoration of small lumps, like boiled starch, which he 
has had fur some time, imme<liately after rising in the 
morning. 

° Hawking up of small transj)arent lumps of mucus, chiefly 
in the morning. 

° Asthma; (a useful palliative.) {Hale.) 

® Oppression of breathing during nocturnal hours. 

Chest. 

Rather painful weight on the chest, with constant necessity to 
imbibe deeply, when sitting in the evening; sensation as 
if the lungs were too much distended; difficulty of 
breathing, even in bed; palpitation, with a weakness of 
the wliole body, though not disagi*eeable, as if from great 
exertion. 

° Empliysema; (a palliative, like Chloral.) 

Heart. 

After an infusion of the leaves, j)nlsc becomes much accele- 
rated, the beats of the heart being nearly quadrupled. 

Great anxiety, and strong palpitation; he broke out in a 
copious sweat in the evening, nine o’clock, while in bed. 

® Disease of the heart, functional, from over exertion. 

Sleep. 

Inclination to sleep, but can find no rest. 

Skin. 

‘ Dry, papular eruption on back of the hand, of three years^ 
standing, not cured by Kali, chrom., Sulph. ac., Fluor, ac., 
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etc., soon ceased to spread, gradually got paler, and has* in 
some spots, ^here it was worse, disappeared. 

® Protection from cutaneous diseases. (?) 

Generalities. 

Numbness of hands and feet. 

® Suffered frequently* from rheumatism, came on from the 
slightest cold; now. not.from the first of October till first 
of November, even not with very unfavorable weather. 

During manual Jabor Coca has very little influence. 

Ease in breathing, and feeling of freshness and vigor of the 
whole body, with great pleasure in walking quickly and 
far, notwithstanding the great heat and great power of 
the sun, in the forenoon. 

Great bodily vigor, and endurance of great fatigue, notwith- 
standing extremely little nourishment and no sleep. 

*Can nowhere find rest; nervousness and nightly restlessness 
of children during dentition. 

® Erethism in the sensitive sphere; ° hysterical complaints. 

® Debility during convalescence from typhus. 

® Fainting fits from nervous weakness. 

The Stramonium jiatient likes company, the Coca patient soli- 
tude; tllb Stramonium patient light, the Coca patient 
darkness. 


COCCUS CACTI. 

{Cochineal.) 

PuAnMACOTiOGT. — This insect is found wild in Mexico and Central 
America, inhabiting different species of Cactus, and allied genera of 
plants. It is also cultivated to some extent in Texas and New Mexico. 
The female insect is the one used in commerce, and the one we use in 
medicine. They are collected and killed either by immersing in boiling 
water or over the heat of a Arc. 

Cochineal has a faint, heavy odor, and a bitter, slightly acidulous taste. 
Wlien powdered, ft is of a purplish carmine color, tinging the saliva in- 
tensely red. It is composed of animal matter, and a peculiar coloring 
matter, or principle, called by most authorities, Cochinilin. This is a 
brilliant purplish red, very dry powder, unalterable in dry air, soluble in 
water and alcohol, insoluble in ether, and is without nitrogen. 

Officinal Phkparation.— Triturations of llie insect; tincture with 
strong alcohol. 
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Analogues. — (1) Bromide of Ammonia^ Droeera^ Corallium^ Ipeoat^ 
Hyoeeyamus. (2) * 

r have only given tho symptoms relating to cough, larynx, kidneys, and 
bladder, because they are the most characteristic of the drug. The com- 
plete symtomatology can be found in the third volume of Allen’s 
Encyclopedia. It was first published in Medcalle’s New Homoeopathic 
Provings, 1863. • 

Cough. 

Paroxysm of short cough, with expectoration of globular 
mucus. 

Paroxysm of coughing produced by a tickling in the larynx 
and throat. 

Paroxysm of cough for half-an-hour, and expectoration of a 
great quantity of mucus. 

Cough ^\hich wakens him at six a. m., having remissions of a 
minute; it is at first clear, dry, and barking; subsequently 
some thick mucus is detached, and the effort of doing 
this causes desire tc vomit, accompanied by an excoriated 
feeling of the throat, and a ])ressive headache. 

The paroxysm of cough is renewed by the lieat of the bed. 

He can scarcely speak for coiigliing, in a warm room. 

.Very violent cough, which, notwitlistanding the expectoration 
‘ of mucus, is constantly excited by a tickling in region of 
bifai’catioii of tlie trachiea, the attacTcs go on increasing. 
Dry cough in tlie morning, wln'ch lasts several minutes, and 
finally i)roduces vomiting of mucus. 

The cough annoys him all day, and at three r. m., an hour 
after dinner, is so violent as to vomit him. 

The cough is so violent as to cause vomiting, and the ex- 
pectoration of a great quantity of thick, viscous and 
albuminous mucus. 

Violent cough, without expectoration, which lasts a long time 
in tlie morning. 

A little greenish yellow mucus, tasting like liquorice, is de- 
tached by the cough, 

® Cough of drunkards. ® *V^hooping cough. 

Kidneys. 

Pressive pain in the renal region, extending by degrees to the • 
bladder and its sphincter, accompanied by vesical tenes* 
mus and frequent emissions of deep colored urine. 
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Pain in the kidneys, with increased secretion of urine. 

Lancinating and* boring pain in the region of the kidneys, in 
the evening in bed. 

Sudden, acute, prolonged lancinations, extending from the left 
renal region along the ureters into the bladder. 

Attacks of nephritic' coUcy but seldom and not violent — with 
very copious urine, and dull pain in tlie urethra. 

He jumps about, bends himself, and mbs his liypogastrium in 
order to relieve the spasmodic paim in the kidneys. 

Excessively violent pain in tlie renal region seizes him sud- 
denly when sitting quie^y in the afternoon; it radiates 
from the two sides of the kidneys, and differs from the 
pressive and drawing pain previously felt there, by its 
spasmodic character and extension, and can only be com- 
pared to the pain experienced in the testicles in conse- 
quence of a bruise. 

Pressing pain through the ureters into the bladder; relieved 
by discharge of flatus. 

At five A. M., wakened by a drawing pain in right kidney, ex- 
tending along the ureters into the bladder, at the same 
time a single lancinating thrust, and continual pressure 
in the urethra and navicular region. 

Bruised ])ain in the sacro-luinbar region and in groins (on 
waking.) 

® Hoemorrhage from the kidneys. 

Bladder. 

Alternations of cramps, coldness and heat in the bladder. 

Pain in the bladder during the night, with fruitless desire to 
urinate. 

Excoriated, sore pain in the bladder. 

Sensation of fullness and tension in the bladder, without desire 
to urinate. 

She is obliged to urinate very often after dinner, which, to- 
gether with a pressure analogous to that wliich is -ex- 
perienced at the period (of the menses), makes her think 
her bladder is diseased. 

Feeling of fullness and pressure in the bladder extending 
towards the urethra, with constant desire to urinate and 
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frequent discharge of normally colored and slightly acid 
urine. 

Attack of pressure, tenesmus, and cutting pain in the bladder, 
during which the face becomes red. 

' The pressure and pain in the bladder continue even after the 
evacuation of urine. 

Strong tenesnius of tlie neck of the bladder after urination 
with tension. 

. Yery violcuit twisting pain in the neck of tlie bladder, lasting 
a quarter-of an-liour, and not ameliorated by the dis- 
charije of urine or tlatus: ' 

TJie sensitiveness of the epigastrium extends tlirougliout tlie 
abdomen; lancinating, drawing and pressivc pains espec- 
ially appear in the groins and vesical region, which 
obliges her to keep her bed. 

Lanciimtions, as if from needles, extend from the bladder 
through the urethra, toward the glans. 

Urethra. 

Burning in the urethra luhen urinating, and continuing 

The burning in urethra and titiJlation in meatus c(‘ase after 
the discharge of clear straw colored urine; the s(‘nsati(>n 
returns, howLwer, several times in thg day before urinating. 

The burning in the urethra and swelling of the vulva continue 
fifteen days. 

Very violent lancinating in tlie anterior portion of the 

urethra aiul glans, a long time after having urinated when 
in bed at night; they force him to groan and cry out, and 
last a ininute-^irul-a-half. 

Burning jiaiii in urethra, with sensation as if a little stone 
were sliding along the urethra. 

Sensation in anterior portion of urethra before urinating, as 
if pricked with a blunted needle. 

Very violent lancinationfi^ along the urethra, toward the 
. glans, lasting several minutes, after, urinating (urine 
dark cjolor.) 

The meatus is sp contracted and constricted that the urine 
flows very slowly, and as the vulva is excoriated the 
burning is very violent, and lasts an hour. 
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Violent prv/ntus and itchmg at the orifice of the urethra, 
obliging them to rub it cons tail tly. * 

Urine. 

Y^ry frequent^ copious discliarges (with more powerful stream) 
of pale^ watery urine, both by day and night (primary 
efiect.) ■* - 

Frequent, scanty discharges of urine, but it is difficult, slow 
in coming, and takes place with straining and vesical 
tenesmus (secondary.) 

Urine first normal in color; it then becomes citron -yelloWj 
then brown, and finally red. 

The urine becomes cloudy, and finally jumentous (namely, 
like that of a horse.) 

The odor of the urine is sometimes alkaline^ often ammonia 
acal^ also cadaverous (the latter when it is dark colored 
and cloudy.) 

The urine seems to be thicker^ like oil. 

Very acrid irritating urine. 

The urine contains mucus in the form of filaments, clouds and 
flocks and sediments, and the sediment is entangled with 
much mucus. 

Lateritous sediment; also a reddish sediment of the color of 
brick-dust, which adheres to the vessel. 

[Purulent or bloody urine did not appear in the provings; but 
we do not know whether any cliemical or microscopic 
' tests were applied.]

[An alkaloid of Opium. Provings by Dr. Marcy and others.] 
DEseniPTroN. — Thi.s substance was discovered in 1833, by Robiquet, ir. 
the muriate of morphia, prepared according to tlie process of Gregory. 
It exists in o]>iuni, combined with meconic acid, and is extracted along 
with morphia in the j)rcparation of'the^ muriate of morphia. When this 
solution of the mixed muriiites is treated with ammonia, the morphia Is 
precipitated, Jind the Codeine, remaining dn solution, may be obtained by 
evaporation and crystal izatl on. It may be purified by dJssblvihg in hot 
eUier, which, by spontaneous evaporation, leaves the Codeine in colorless 
crystals, which are octoUedrah It is soluble in water, which takes |]p at 
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60° 1.26 per cent ; insoluble in alkaline solutions. Gives an alkaline It 
ucMon to test paper, and combines with acids to form salts.

CHLORAL HYDRATE. 

(Hydrate of Chloral.) 

Pharmacology.— 'CliJ oral itself is not used in medicine. It is an oily 
substance — a liquid. At ordinary temperatures it gives off pungent fumes. 
It is manufactured by the action of Chlorine on alcohol. United with 
water, this oily liquid Is converted into a hydrate. 

Chloral Hydrate is a volatile, crystal ine solid, of a hot, burning biste; 
insoluble ir cold chloroform, but very soluble in water, ether, ^nd alcohol. 
It occurs generally as transparent, colorless tablets, but sometimes acicular, 
or even in rhomboidai crystals. The compound of alcohol and chloral — 
Moral alcoholate — which resembles closely the hyefrate, can be dis- 
tinguished at once by its solubility in. cold chloroform. 

If an alkali be added to a solution of Chloral Hydrate, it breaks up into 
foreanic acid and chloroform, which, when water has been the solvent, at 
once separates in the form of oily drop.*?. 

Officinal Preparations.— Tincture with strong alcohol; dilutions. 
(Watery solutions; usually 20 gr. to 3 i.). 

Analogues. — Ether ^ Chloroform, Bromides, Conium, OeUeminym, ete. 
[When given to cause sleep or allay suffering, in material doses, it is ' 
best prescrii)ed in Syrup of Tolu, 10 grs. to the.i^ram. It should be ad- 
ministered largely diluted. 20 grs. is the avenge soporific dose for an 
adult.] 

Mental Sphere. 

Oreat excitement and intoxication, without sleep. 

Restlessness, with delirium and parched, dry skin.

[Tlie following c<ase of poisoning from fifty grains illustrates its action 
on the circulatory system: Gold extreinitics, an excessively ropid^ weak^ 
irregular and intermitteut pulse; jaeMtation of the limbs;, an intolerable 
sense of sinking and oppression at the pit of the stonach; gasping breathing ^ 
aud confusion of thought. I observed at this time and for three-quarters of 
an hour subsequently tliat the radial, temporal, and tihial pulses were all 
of the character I nov.^ describe— toeak, irregular in bi>th force and 
rythm, and frequently intermittent, hut that the heart was acting regularly, 
although with increased frequency and diminished farce. Stimulants, with 
white of egg were administered freely, warmth was applied to the extremi- 
ties, sinapisms placed on tlie carditic region, fresh air was introduced 
plentifully into the room, and at the end of an hour from my first seeing 
the patient, the pulse had become much steadier, though still very frequent 
and very weak. The syncopal feeling had diminished; the feet were 
warm, and there was a tendency to sleep. This state of comparative free- 
dom fVom urgently dangerous symptoms lusted for longer than an hour, 
when, without any apparent cause, thJy returned with increased severity. 
The patient now seemed in the greatest danger. The supeifcial pulses were 
ahnost impereeptihle, and when they could be detected, presen ted. the char-'* 
aoter I have described. Still the heart was regular in its beat, although 
fe^ble,^ and intensely rapid in its pulsations. The mind wandered 
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Ihefre was utter j^rostration ofmusculnr strength, the limbs being extended, the 
head low, and the aspeet was ait times that of impending dissolution. There 
was great depression, a sense of suffoaition, oppression at the base of the chest, 
(in front), and urgent thirst. The treatment previously adopted was again 
pursued vigorously, and at the end of an hour and a half relief was obtained 
and sleep followed. The next morning T found the pulse quite regular, 
and of its normal frequency. The points of interest that occurred to me 
were: 1st, the dose; 2d, the time between its ndminislralion (one boiir) and 
the appearance of symptoms; JJd, the recurrence of symptoms after their 
temporary cessation; 4tli, the curious effect on the imiscle.s, which was 
obviously not due to effect on the heart; 5th, the relief by food and stimu- 
lants. I found that the albumen of two eggs was followed by a calming 
effect, and a tendency to sleep.]

Purjntra Jimmorrhagica, the following eases show: 

l>r. A., female, aged GO, who had been an inmate of this asylum* for 
many years, and who w'us subjecl to periodical attacks of mania, occurring 
every six months, and ushered iu by convulsions and coma, entered upon 
one of her wonted paroxysms on the 1st of March, 1870; and was ordered 
twenty grains of C.liloral Hydrate three times a day. This produced sleep 
and cutaneous aniesthesia, and on the 4th of March, a very unexpected 
result ill the form of a bright red blush, erythematous in aspect but perma- 
nent under prc.s9ur(‘, over the chest and shoulders. This blush on March 
oth had pcTvaded the whole trunk and limbs, and bad become mottled 
with livid patches and deep red spots. The lips and buccal mucous mem- 
brane had contemporaneously become red and raw-looking, the gums 
spongy, and the longue blistered and ulcerated in several parts. The 
breath wAs foetid, the pulse 190, feeble and compressible, and the general 
condition that of great debility, with delirious excitement. On March 9th 
no material change had taken place, except that the ulcerations in the 
mouth had become more extensive and distressing; but on tjie lltb the 
petc'cliial eruption .showed signs of vanishing over the tliorax and abdo- 
men, wiiere it had never ht‘en so severe as on the arms and legs, and wiiere 
intervals of yellowish and white skin were now visible. The arms were of 
a red color, speckled with shreds x>f white, dead epidermis partially sepa- 
rated from the adjacent cutis, and the liiis werc^ covered with sordes and 
dried blood. On March 15tii a sort of general desquamation had set in, 
the cutis being raised in thick ni^ind patches, like blisters from w hich the 
scrum had ]>een absorbed, tlio skin beneath being of a dull purple color 
and in some places yellow. Aftc*r this a large bed-sore formed over the 
sacrum, and some superficial cracks and fissures presented themselves in 
the neighborhood of the joints. Convalescence was, however, steadily 
maintained, and the patient was soon restored to her usual health.] 

iL. T., female, aged 46, laboring under heart disease, left hemiplegia, 

•West Biding Asylnm. CuHee reported by Dr. Crichton Browne. Monthly Homceo- 
^atbic Review, June 1871. 
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and dementia, with excitement, who was ordered, as a calmative, on Peb- 
ruary 24th, 1870, fifteen grains of Chloral thrice daily, and who seemed to- 
^derive benefit from the prescription until March 15th, when numerous 
reddish purple blotches were observed around the left elbow, which, on the 
following day, had enlarged and united with others of a similar kind which 
liad come out on the shoulders and forearm. On March 17th several livid 
marks had broken out on the face, while the left arm had become swollen 
and indurated, and showe.d up^ its red surface a mass of minute points or 
stigmata, of a much deeper red, and not disappearing under pressure. On 
tl^e next day dull purple spots and discolorations— some small, round and 
circumscribed, others large and regular in shape — were seen on the legs, 
abdomen and back; being restricted in the latter situation to a band two 
inches in breadth along each side of the vertebral column. Along with 
these petechia) there was great prostration of strength, a tendency to som- 
nolence, weakness and irritability of the pulse, a raw state of the lips, 
which were entirely denuded of epithelium, and a fissured and thickly- 
coaled tongue. On the 10th of March the s])ots and discolorations had 
spread in every direction, and had lost their vividness of hue, having 
assumed a deep purple tinge. Symptoms of pulmonary congestion also 
appeared. Strength gradually ebbed; and, alter several slight attacks of 
syncope, death took place on the 22d of March. At tlic autopsy, thirty.one 
hours afterdcath, the body was found covered with livid vibices and ccchy- 
moscs of various shapes and sizes, largest upon the limbs, smallest upon the 
abdomen. I'lie ankles and feet were of a diilused purple color, and there 
was much siigillation of dependent parts. Rigor mortis was present. The 
outer layer of pericardium was adherent to the heart, which weighed seven- 
teen ounces, had thin walls, dilated cavities filled Avitli discolorized clots, 
and valves incompetent and enormously thickened and puckered^ There 
was a sort of cartilaginous deposit on the outside of the right auricle. The 
right lung was congested and OBdematous ; the liver was fatty ; the capsules 
of the kidney were thickened and adherent, with wasting of the cortical 
fiupsthnee. In the head a large arachnoid cyst was found coexistent with 
the right hcMnispliere, whicli w'a.s flattened lieueath it. It presented a red- 
dish-green appearance, and cputained several ounces of a bilio-sauguineous 
looking fluid. The whole brain weighed forty ounces ; the right half 
weighed eighteen ounces, the left half twerj^ty-one and one-half ounces. 
There w'cre the rusty-brown traces of an old clot in the right corpus 
striatum.] 

Whether Chloral will prove a curative agent in this dreadful 
disease, must be shown by experience. The blood-disorganization may 
not be a dynamic effect of the drug, but due to its presence in the blood, 
and acting chemically. IIale,'\ 

In several cases, and even several times in the same person, 
Chloral caused all the eruption and symptoms* of an 
attack of scarlatina. {British Journal of HomoeopaOiy, 
April, 18 T 2 .)

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Deep and prolonged narcotism can be produced by the 
Chloral. v 

During a portion of the period of narcotism there may be 
complete anaesthesia, with absence of reflex action; a 
condition, in short, in which every kind of operation 
fails to call forth consciousness. 

In fatal cases the functions are destroyed in the following 
order: a, the cerebral; i, the voluntary muscles; Cj the 
respiratory; d, the heart. 

The Chloral prevents in some small degree the coagula- 
bility of the blood, and in large quantities stops the pro- 
cess of coagulation altogether. In large quantities it also 
destroys the blood corpuscles, and produces general de- 
struction of blood. But to produce deep insensibility, 
the dose administered need not be so large as to produce 
serious derangemciit.of blood: 

Hydrate of Chloral should be taken, to secure safe and satis- 
factory effects, on a neutral condition of the stomach. 

If the stomach be acid, the Chloral is not taken into the cir- 
culation, and acts imperfectly. 

If the stomach be {ilkaline, the Chloral is absorbed too rapidly. 

An acid stomach should be neutralized before the Chloral is 
given. 


CROTON-CHLORAL. 

(Croton-ehloral Hydrate,) 

Pharmacology.— Croton-chloral- Hydrate is formed by the action of 
chlorine gas upon aldehyde. It crystalizes in small glittering tablets, 
and is soluble, with difficulty, in water. Although its name would seem 
t<Ysignify it, Croton-cliloral has no relation with croton oil. Chemically, 
it is a chlorated a 1 deh 3 ’^de of crotonic acid. When subjected to the in- 
fluence of an alkali, there is first formed allyl-chloroform, a trichloratcd 
body, which is rapidlj||decompo8e<i^into a bi-chlorated substance called 
bi-chlorallylene. 

OFprcTNAL PREPARATiOKfli|^Sblution 3 i to lix; dilutions. 

It destroys the sensibility of the cranial nerves, affecting only the brain 
and nerves of the head ; while chloral hydrate affects the whole nervous 
system.

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CLEMATIS VIRGINIANA. 

{VirgirCa Bower,) 

Botanical Description. — The Clematis Virgiuiana is a native of the 
United States, irrouing by river banks, in liedges and thickets, from 
Canada to Georgia and the Mississippi. It flowers in July and August. 
We use the bark, leaves, aud blossoms. The leaves and blossoms should 
be gathered when mature, and used immediately. 

It is a pereiiiiial, climbing plant, with a stem from eight to fifteen feet 
or more in length, supporting itself on shrubs, fences, and brush-work, by 
means, of its- long footstalks. The leaves are deep green, three fold; 
leaflets, egg shaped or heart shaped, sharp pointed, in lobes, clenlat(*d edges, 
and from two to three inches in length, by one to two in breadth; flowers 
in elustei’s, irregularly branched, often having the stamens on one jilant, 
and the pistils on another; the clusters, in the junction of the leaf, foot- 
stalk and stem; sepals four, while, spreading oblong Jind obtuse; stamens 
from twenty-eight to thirty-six; fruit furnished with long plume-like tails, 
apjiearing in large dow’uy-like tufts; seeds compressed. 

Officinal Pueparations.— Tincture of fresh jeaves, bark, and flowers, 
with strong alcohol ; dilutions.

COLLINSONIA CANADENSIS. 

(Stone Boot ) 

Botanical DESduiTtoN. — The stem is simple, smooth, round, straight, 
from one to three fc(*t high. Leaves with broadly toothed e<lges, pointed, 
having long footstalks, and onl}^ two or three pairs, heart shaped at base, 
broadly egg shaped, sharp pointed, a smooth wsurface, and small veins. 
Flowers opposite, on long footstalks, with short, oval shaped floral leaves, 
forming terminal, leafless, irregularly branched clusters. Corolla two- 
thirds of an inch long, yellow (exhaling an odor like lemon), tube-shaped at 
base, spreading above in two lips, the npperlip being very short and notched, 
the lower lobed on the side.s, and fringf'd around. Stamens, two, long and 
protruding; anther oval, stylo protruding; seeds often aborting, only ope 
ripening; root, perennial, knotty, depressed, very hard, with many slender 
fibres. It is culled 0.\-balm, Knot-root, etc. 

This plant is indigenous, arid found in rich moii^woods, from Michigan 
to New England, and southward. ItTs, I helieve^he only species of the 
genus in the Nortliern States. It flowers in July and September, and 
should be gathered while in bloom. 

— Tincture with strong alcohol, firom the 
whole plant, or fresh root; dilutions.

Six to ten leaflets on 
each side, with an odd one, which are oblong, sharp-pointed, tootJied, furry 
and somewhat downy at the back. Juice milky, glutinous, becoming 
black by exposure to air, staining the linen or skin the same color, and 
cannot be washed off. It is supposed by the natives of Cuba to be death 
to sleep beneath this tree, especially for persons of a sanguine dr fat- habit 
of body.

Botakical Desciuptiox. — This is a handsome little tree, usually from 
fifteen to twenty feet hi^rh ; common throughout all our forests; conspicu- 
ous in spring-time by its festoons of large white blossoms, and equally so 
during the aiitunm for its clusters of scarlet berries. 

In this genus of Cornacije there are about twenty species, of which* 
America has, north of Mexico, eleven. The flowering Dogwood is the 
most beautiful and showy plant of its genus. It is too well known to need 
description. 

— Tincture with strong alcohol from the fresh 
bark; dilutions.

CORNUS CIRCINATA. 

{Round-leaved Dogwood^ Oreen Osier,) 

Botanical Dbscrittion. — A slirub found all over the Northern States, 
from six to ten feet high, growing on the hillsides, near water courses. 
Leaves longer than in any other species, round-oval, abruptly pointed, 
wooly and white beneath, about as broad as long, wavy on the edges, oppo- 
site on the branches. Stem grayish, upright, Avith opposite, cylindrical, 
green, spotted, or warty branches. Fiomrs white, small, in flat or 
dei)re8sed bunches, without any leaves or bracts. Fruit light-blue, round, 
hollowed at the basci, soft, crowned with the remains of the styles. The 
hark^ when fresh, is bright green ; when dried, in quills of a whitish or ash 
color; its taste is bitter, astringent and aromatic. 

Officinal Preparations.— Tincture with stjong alcohol, from the fresh 
bark; dilutions.

{Turkey Corn.) 

Botanical Description.— This b(.>autiful little plant is indigenous, 
found westward and southward of New York^ to North Carolina, growing 
in rich soil on hills and mountains, among n^cks and old decayed timber, 
flowering very early in the spring. It is also known as Wild Turkey Pea, 
Staggerweed, and Choice Dyclytra. It is a perjSnnial plant, from six to ten 
inches high, having a tuberous root. Leave» radical, rising from ten to 
flftecn inches high ; somewhat three fold, with the incisions quite variable. 
Tha floiocr stem is radical, naked, rising from eight to twelve inches high, 
with from four to eight bunches of flowers, each bunch consisting of A'om 
six to ten reddish purple, nodding flowers. The infiorescenee compound, 
having at the end of the branches a small tuft of hair. Corolla from eight 
to ten lines long, broad at the base; ihe spines very short, obtuse and 
incurved; the flower leaves purple, and at the base of the pedicles; the 
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$tyU extended; the Btigma two horned at the apex; HpaU two, falling off 
at a stated time ; the ewpmU^ pod-shaped and many-seeded. 

Officinal PbJtarations.— Tincture with strong alcohol, from the fresh 
root; dilutions; triturations of the dried root.

GOSMOLINE. 

Pharmacology.— Is manufactured by subjecting crude Petroleum to 
distillation for the purpose of expelling the light hydro-darbons. The 
residue is purified without the use of chemicals, and deodorized by animal 
charcoal. 

Cosmoline does not evaporate below^ 400®; has no affinity of oxygen, and 
never becomes rajicid. It probably consists essentially of Paraffin and 
some of the heavy coal oils. 

Officinal Preparations.— Triturations ; dilutions. (Cerates.)

[Cosmoline is purified and concentrated Petroleum, the substance which 
remains after all ethers, coloring matter, impurities, etc., have been re, 
moved. To obtain H, crude Petroleum is distilled and refined, xcithout ths 
use of a^ids or alkalieSy until only a pure, dense, neutral, concentrated, 
oleaginous body, having an aibBolvt^ non-affinity for oxygen or nwuture, re- 
mains.]

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In all cases, speaking generally, the appetite failed. Ther€

In two cases the 
skin became dry and scurfy, in irregular patches or 
blotches, which were very itchy. The skin, on being 
scratched slightly, would raise in welts or blotches. 

In regard to the curative effects of it, I may say tluit I liave 
cut short two cases herpes zoster, of a very violent char- 
acter. * The eruption disappeared in t>oth cases within ten 
days.

This species is a common 
weed in the west of England, growing on the sides and in the crevices of 
damp rocks and walls. We have none of this genvs in the United States. 
See pathogenesis in Alien’s Encyclopedia of Materia Medica.]

* A cacliectic state of the system, such as obtains in patients 

in surgical wards of hospitals — and in wliich ordinary 
wounds and ulcers tend to take on a bad appearance, 
fester, etc. 

* Indolent ulcers, with hard callous edges, discharging a feetid, 

sanious smell. 

® Old, indolent ulcers, appearing cancerous.

CYANIDE OF POTASSIUM. 

(Potasii Cyanidum.) 

PharmacoijOgy.— This salt is prepared, according to the U. S. phanna- 
copmla, by heating together the ferrocyauide of Potassium and the Carbon- 
ate of Potassium. It oopurs in white, amorphous, opaque masses, having 
the odor of Prussic acid and a taste of similar character, but somewhat 
^Ikuline. 

It is deliquescent, and readily soltfble in water. Wlien the I^itrate of 
Silver is added to its solution, there falls a precipitate of the Cyanide of# 
Silver, which is wholly soluble in ammonia. ^ 
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Officinal Pkeparations.— Mother Tincture; one grain to ten grains of 
«* distilled water; dilutions to the 3d x with water,' higher with strong 
alcohol.

CYANURBT OF MERCURY. 

(Jlydrargyri Cyanuretum) 

PHARMAComoY. — ^This salt is prepared by dissolving in sixteen parts of 
water, in a glass flask, two parts of crystallized Ferro-cyanuret of Potas. 
sium, and then adding tliree parts of dry pcr-sulpliate of mercufy. Boil 
for half an hour in a sand bath, filter, and evaporatb to dryness, stirring 
constantly. Powder the dried mass, digest it with eight times its weight 
.of 80^ alcohol, for some hours, filter while hot, wash the residue on the 
filter, with hot alcohol, and sc( aside to crystallize. Collect the crystals, 
evaporate the molten liquor to dryness, and preserve the whole in a well 
closed bottle, excluded from the light. 

It is formed in white, more or less transparent, four-sided prisms and 
pyramids, which are odorless, but have a pungent, nauseous, motallic«taste. 
Heated in a close glass tube the crystals fly in pieces, and decompose. 
Water at 60^ F. dissolves Ml part of its weight of the salt; at 212^ F. 2-5 
its wei^t; 80° alcohol dissolves 1-22 its weight, and when boiling 1-5 its 
weight.

TJiese consist 
of two lanreolftte, browii-purple sepals, and a pair of somewhat narrow, 
wavy petals crossing each other at right angles; from the midst of them 
projects a grf3at yellow pouch or bag, resembling a moccasin, a shoe, or a 
slipper, as the imagination wills.

It has not been known heretofore that Cypripedium had any 
. specific action on the skin, but a communication from 
Prof. H. H. Babcock, a scientific botanist of Chicago, 
would SjBem to show that its effects are often mistaken for 
Bhue poisoning. It seen^^s strange, however, that it has 
not been observed before, especially'in school children in 
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the country, wJio gather the flowers of the Lady’s Slipper 
daily, during tlie season of flowering.^ L have attended 
Prof. Babcock several times for attacks of what was sup- 
posed to be BJivs poisoning. The symptoms were identi- 
cal with those of lih'us. He says, in his letter to The 
Pharmacist: — “Working botanists have so often been 
poisoned by Rhii^ toxicodendron that many of them 
havecome to regard it as their special bane. In the five 
seasons commencing with 1868, I w’as particularly care 
ful not to touch this poisonous plant, not to pluck a 
specimen growing in its immediate vicinity, nor to re- 
ceive from the hands of another person a frcbhly-gathered 
plant, for fear it might luive come in contact with Rivas, 
In spite of tliese precautions, in the latter part of May or 
first of June in each year, I Avas poisoned so severely as 
to be confined to my room for several dayj^. In J une, 1872, 
after gathering many specimens of Cyprlpedrnufi specta- 
hile^ I observed that my hands were stained with the 
purplish secretion of the glandular liairs with Avliich its 
stem and leaves are densely clothed, and sliortly after 
experienced a peculiar irritation about my eyes. The 
next day my wliole face presented the appearance of a 
severe case of Rhas jioisoning. , On reviewing my notes 
of tho previous years, I found that in eacli season the 
poisoning had a]>j)eared on tlie day after I had collected 
Cypripedivm spectahUe or C. jnibescens. In 1873 and 
1874, I collected more extensiA’^ely than ever before, but 
suspecting that my previous sufierings had been caused 
by these two species of Cypripedium rather than the 
Rhm^ took no unusual pains to avoid tlie latter, but re- 
frained from touching cither of the former with the bare 
hand. The result was what I had expected, for I escaped 
entirely the poisoning that I had begun to regard as in- 
evitable, and am now convinced that upon myself, at least, 
Cypripedium spectahUe and C. puhescens are capable of 
producing effects similar to those caused by Rhm toxi- 
cadendron. Is it not possible that others, alsd, have 
wrongly attributed to R?m$ the annoyance caused by 
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these plants hitlierto considered inofienfeive? A decisive 
answer, either* affirmative or negative, must depend upon 
the results of future experiment. Who will undertake 
it?” 

In a proving by Dr. Vanderberg, he observed that “every 
evening, about five o’clock, the eyes became sore,” i, 
were affected by sensations of itching, burning, and sore 
feeling, but without any a})parent redness or swelling; 
This symptom may be corroborative of the above, for if 
the proving had been continued, the itching, burning, etc., 
might have extended to the face and body. Perhaps 
if the proving had been made from a tincture of the whole 
plants cutaneous symptoms would have appeared. 


DATURA ARBOREA. 

{Bougmancia Candida.) 

Desciuption. — A native of Peru, i^rowing along the Pacific coast in 
California, cultivated in gardens and conservatories. Leaves large, their 
sides unequal. Flowers; corolla funnel sluiped, long tub(id aftd bent down- 
ward; color, snow-white, with a j'^ellow tint by the fundus, of very sw (set 
odor. Dr. Poulson, of Council Bluffs, Iowa, communicates tlfo following 
pathogenetic symptoms. 

Officinal IbiEPAaATiONS. — Tincture of the leaves and flo>vers; dilu- 
tions. 

Analogues. — Agaricus, u^tlivsa^ Belladonna^ Ilyoscgamus^ Cannabis inr 
dim^ Stramonianiy etc. 

, Mind. 

Totdcological effect much slower than D. Stramonium.^ but 
dynamically very intense and lasting. 

The odor of tJie flowers in a room causes considerable psycho- 
logical abervation. 

Causes such deep impression upon the mental sphere and 
faculty of concentrating ideas that I was sensibly att*octed 
a long time. (^Dr. Camann.) 

A very strange feeling of pleasant ease and comfort, as if I 
scarcely touched the eartli with my feet, and had to 
gather ray ideas from afar, as if they were floating in 
the clouds. 

A longing for beauty and fine sceneiy. 

IT 
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The brain seems floating in. thousands of problems and gr^na 
idejis, without being able to concentrate itself, or get to 
any })oint and carry out any system of thought. 

It acts mostly as a pure dynamic and semi-spiritual agent 
upon the sensations, without perceptible pain. {P(yulison.) 
He experienced a sliglit Xfertigo^ and found himself involved 
in a most beautiful atmosphere, bright and calm as the 
sunlight at noon. {Camann.) 

A confusion of ideas across the cerebrum. (/J.) 

® Recommended by Dj*. Camaun as a remedy in some forms of 
emotional or functional insanity^ or wlien the patient is 
ha])])y and contented and imagines himself or herself to 
be some extraordinary emperor, prince, etc. {Poulson!) 

Head. 

A drawing, nervous irritation, from the cerebrum back to the 
cerebellum, and a sjnnal irritation, or depletion of ner- 
vous circulation in the medulla oblongata. [Ih.) 

A contraction of the front cerebrum of a convulsive nature, 
8ometip:ies as if a string was tied close around the liead 
from sinus frontalis to os occipitis. (Jb.) 

Tlie cramj^s of both hemisplieres (cerehro-frontalis) made me 
careful in experimenting more. {Ib,) 

A feeling as if my foiiehead was expanded, and my ideas Avere 
floating outside my brain, {lb,) 

A sharp, constrictive sensation across the spine in the region 
pars dorsalis, extending iipw'ard to the pars cervicalis, 
into ventriculus quartiis, or the lower region of the cere- 
helliim, with irritation of nervous accessories. {Ib,) 

[Dr. Poulson’s estimate of iIh» power of this remedy is, perhaps, over- 
rated; his theory of its action rather vague. It would have been better if 
he had couched his language in less transcendental terms. 


DIOSCOREA VILLOSA. 

(Wild Ynm Root-~CoUc Root.) . ^ 

‘Deschiptiox— Tliis is a plant with slender twining stem, herbaceous, 
rising from large, matted, knotty rootstalks. It climbs bushes, old. fences,' 
etc. The stem is smooth, rarely villous, green or greenish brown, dying 
every fall; Lea^e%, mostly alternate ; sometimes nearly opposite or in fours ; 
;iiorc or less downy underneath, heart shaped, conspicuously pointed, nine 
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to eleven ribbed. Ftmern, pale greeniajli yellow, very smAll, the sterile in 
drooping panicles; the fertile in simple, drooping racemes. Fruity a 
membranaceous, three-angled, or winged pod. Seeds, one or two in e^jih 
cell, a minute embryo in hard albumen. It grows in thickets, from Now 
England to Wisconsin, and very common in all the Southern States. It 
flowers in July. The roots should be procured in September in the North, 
later in the South. 

Officinal Piiepaiiationb. — Tincture of the fresh root; dilutions; Trittt- 
rations of the pulverized root, and of Dioscorin ; Infusion. 

ANAiiOauES. — jEsculus, Aloes^ Bryonia, Chamomilla, Colocynth, Oollin- 
sonia, Uyoscyamiis, Nux Vomiea, Senna^ Podophyllum. 

Moral Symptoms. 

Nervous, easily troubled; or nerves uiKjominonly steady. 

Feel cross, desire to be alone; company is disagreeable; con- 
versation is troublesome. 

Feel tired; still keeps walking around tlie room. 

Great depression of spirits. 

Head. 

Dull, stupefying pain in both temples. 

Dull, dizzy, confused feeling in head, worse during stool. 

Dull pain deep in centre of the head. 

Severe dull pain in back of neck, extending to head and 
shoulders; worse on left side. 

Dizzy, severe deep-seated pain in left occipital region. 

Sharp, deep-seated pain behind right ear. 

Dull, stupefying pain in both temples, as if from pressure; 
relieved at once by pressure, but when the pressure is 
removed, the pain is sharper and worse than before. 
k, pressing pain from front to back of head, as if he would 
become unconscious. 

Pain in front of head and temples, as if the top of the .head 
were lifted up. 

Severe pain in both temples and front of head; liead feels cold. 
Head leels heavy, with pain between the eyes and near the 
top of both ears. 

Faintness ier increased by sitting up in bed; numbness in 
creased by lying down. 

Head feels as if a band was tied around it. 

Dizzy, inclined to go to the ri^ht when walking. 

Head after breakfast, feels tight as if squeezed. 
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Pulling pain in front of both ears as precedes vomiting. 

Sharp pain in both temples, not changed by walking, riding, 
or shaking the head. 

Sharp pain in left temple, with nausea and chills, beginning 
on back, worse over left scapula. 

Pulling pain in occiput, cmising a stupid sensation; feel con- 
fused; call things by wrong names. 

Belching large quantities of wind, with a sensation as if both 
temples were in a vise. 

Frequent dull, then stabbing, pain in left temple; feel dull and 
stupid. 

Head feels strange; inclined to fall backwards. 

Constant, dull, frontal headache, more in the top of the fore- 
head.

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In open air eyes so full of tears he cannot see plainly. 

Wants to keep the eyes blosed. 

Ears. 

Hard pain behind left ear; hard pain in front of both ears. 
Itching of right internal ear, worse than in left. 

Laud ringing and buzzing in ears. ♦ 

Small balls of wa3^ drop out of the right ear almost every day. 
Both ears suddenly feel stopped uj), and internally sore to the 
touch. 

Nose. 

Irritation of nasal passages, with sneezing. . 

Discharge of water from left nostril, with smarting of fauces. 
Sore place on nose quite painful, but no redness nor swelling. 
Discliarge of briglit red blood from loft nostril, followed by 
one dark clot, then spitting of blood. 

Both sides of nose sore and swollen; inside of nostrils sore. 
Constant bad smell in nose, as from bilious* fever or bilious 
dysentery. 

Dryness of nose, with bad smell. 

Any offensive smell remains a long time in the nose. 

Nose inclined to be stopped up. 

Face. 

° Little pimjdcs with black heads disappear during the 2 :)roving. 
Sharp pain in left cheek or lower portion of temporal region. 
Drawing pain at angle of jaw, left side. 

Hard aching pain in left side of face, extending to the neck. 
Neuralgic pain in the temjdes. 

Mouth and Jaws. 

Sweetish taste in the mouth. 

Month bitter and sticky in the morning. 

Tongue dry and stiff in the morning, worse on the sides. 
Mouth dry and sore in the morning. 

Tongue coated in the morning. 

Tongue coated heavily brown, and sore on sides.

Very sharp pain in epigastrium, causing me to bend over. ^ 
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Sharp pain in epigastrium, relieved by standing erect, aggra- 
vated by stooping. 

* Sharp, cramping pain at pit m stomach, followed by raising, 
belching, and gulping enormous quantities of tasteless 
wind for fifteen minutes, then hiccough, and discliarge of 
flatulence from the bowels; hiccough, with simultaneous, 
involuntary discharge of flatulence from the bowels, with 
shuddering, after a light supper. 

® Constant, dull, weary pain in cardiac region of the stomach, 
extending to left side and dorsal region. 

Sharp, cutting pain in stomach, extending to umbilicus. 

Bad, distressed feeling in stomach all day, at times so sharp he 
had to walk around tlie room to get his breath. 

During the day very often a dreadlul, cutting, cramping, sink- 
ing sensation at e])igastrium and upper portion of bowels, 
relieved by standing erect or by pressure. 

Sharp, cramping pain across the epigastrium, preventing 
motion.

It 
grows in sandy woods, sometimes in rocky soil, especially in the shade of 
pines.* The flowers appear in early spring, even under light snow, and 
exhale a rich, spicy fragrance.

ERIGERON GANADENSE.

Botanical Description. — Stem erect, wand-like, fiye inches hi five feel 
brancliing, hairy and furrowed.

Flowers white, very numerous, 
small, of mean appearance, irregularly racemous upoit^the branches, and 
constituting a large oblong panicle. The disk of the flowers yelUkyr, This 
is an annual plant, common all over the world, seldom seen in woods or 
on mountains, but grows in fields, commons, dry meadows and glades in 
great profusion, and is deemed by farmers one of the most troublesome 
weeds. It flowers in June to October. [This genus comprises eight 
species, three of which arc considered to possess similar medicinal quali- 
ties, namely: £. canadense, £. philadelphicum, E. annuum. It is quite 
probable that the plant as found in the shops, and most of the 6il in mar- 
ket, is prejiared from the three, and perhaps other kinds, rnikdd indiscrimi- 
nately. The E. canadense is the largest species, but has fewer rays (forty 
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to fifty), and are white. The two other species are frdm two to four feet 
high, rays 100 to 200. and reddish-purple or flesli colored. The E. ai^nuum 
a biennia], and the E. philadelphicum a perennial herb.] 

" Medical History. — The plant has been used since anterior to the settle, 
raent of this country. It Is still called by its aboriginal name of “ Cocosh.” 
The Indians used it as a vulnerary, much as Arnica is used in homoeo- 
pathic practice. It has a host of common names. Fleabane is the true 
English name. Colt’s-tail, Mare’s-tail, Dais}', Frost-weed, Field-weed, 
Skevish, etc., are names in common use with the country people, and 
apply to all the species of the plant. These plants have a peculiar smell, 
most unfolded by rubbing them, and is not disagreeable. Their taste is 
astringent, acrim<»nious, and bitter. The two speci(!s having the strongest 
taste and odor are the E. philadelphicum and K. annuum. 

On analysis they arc found to contain Tannin, Extractive, Gallic-acid, 
Araarin, and an Essential Oil. The oil is very peculiar, as fluid as water, 
of a pale yellow cidor, a peculiar snndl, somewhat like lemon, but stronger, 
and a very acrid taste. Medical authors do not agree as to which plant 
shall be decreed otlicinal. liafinesquc mentions the K. philadelphicum, 
and botanic writers follow him. Wood and Stille name the E. canadensc. 
Homceopathists settled upon the latter more by accident, perhaps, as that 
species was first mentioned.

, EUCALYPTUS GLOBULUS. 

{Fever Tree — Audtralian Oum Tree) 

Tlje Eucalyptus globulus belongs to the natural orderof MyrtucesD^the 
same as the Clove (CaryophyUns arojmticus), the Cajoput (Afelaleuca minor\ 
and the Pimento {Euyenia phaenta). 

There are over a hundred species in this genus, of Mrliich this is one 
of the noblest, 

It often gro^s to a size simply gigantic, sometimes being two hundred 
feet high and fifteen feet in diameter. 

The wood is very dense and hard. 

The leaves are green, growing on a short stem, arc quite thick and 
leathery, with a well marked nervule through the centre, shaped like a 
spear, and curved something like* a scythe-hJado. 

They grow in two distinct forms from opjmsite sides of the stem or 
branch, and coio^equently two hfaves cannot be superimposed, unless taken 
from the sitme side of the stalk. 

It is a native of the Australian and Tasmanian forests, but i.s quite easily 
acclimated in nearly' all parts of the temperate zone. There seems to he a 
remarkable freedom from malarious diseases in any localities w here’ these 
trec.s are grown. I would ftUgirest that tJieir cultivation on some of the 
malarious districts of our country w’ouhl not only be practical, but would 
do more toward i)rcventing intermiltents than all our skill in the use of 
remedies can accomplish. 

The chemical analysi.s made by Cloez of the leaves shows a small quan. 
tity of resin and a large quantity of essential oil and tannin. 

An essence called Eucaiyptol has been obtained from the.se leaves; its 
chemical formula is C^io IPjo being almost exactly of the same compo- 
sition of Camphor— boils at between IW and 175"" — its density is 0.005. 

No immediate crystalized sub-stance has yet been found. Eucaiyptol 
has a peculiar agreeable odor resembling camphor, lavender and walnut, 
and is fragrant. 

The taste is aromatic, but bitter and somewhat acrid, and excites the 
salivaiy glands. 
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PirAiiMACKUTiCAL. — Tlic tiDCture is made by breaking dried leaves 50613% 
and to one ounce add two ounces of distilled water and eight ounces of 
alcohol, allow it to stand seven days, filter and run up the first and second 
dilutions with dilute alcohol, above the second with alcohol.

EUPATORIUM PURPUREUM. 

{Queen of the Meadow.) 

DEScaiPTiON.—Thia plant is known, also, by the name of Gracel^root, 
Trumpet- weed, etc. It has a perennial, horrizontal, woody root, with many 
long, dark brown fibres, which send up one or more solid, glabrous, green, 
sometimes purplish stems, five or six feet in height, with a purple band at 
the joints, about an inch apart. Leaeea three to six in a w’horl, about six 
inches apart; oa ate, oblong, or lanceolate. Flmen all tubular, purple, vary- 
ing to whitish, and consist of numerous florets included in an eight-leaved 
calyx; heads in lax, very dense and compound corymbs, cylindrical, five 
to ten flowers. It grows in wet plare^, flowering from August to September. 

The root is the ofiicinal part; as found in the .shops, it consists of a 
blackish, woody oaudex, from wliich proceeds numerous long fibres, from 
one to three lines in diameter; externally they ai;c covered with a dark 
brown, longitudinally furrowed bark, bencatli which the interval portion 
is white, or whitish-yellow, according to its age, the last color being the 
oldest. It has a smell somewiiat resembling oldiiay, and a slightly bitter, 
aromatic, and faintly astringent, but not iinpll^ant taste, and yields its 
properties to water, by decoction, or to spirits.

EUPHORBIA COaOLLATA 

{Spurge — Wandering Milk Weed.) 

BoTANiCAii Drscription. — A tall, slender, erect plant, one to two feet 
high, with a large, perennial, branching, yellowish root, which sends up 
several stems from two to five feet in height, round, and generally simple 
and smooth. ThGji/ajoers are dispo.scd upon a large terminal umbel. The 
root, when full grown, is sometimes an inch in thickness and two fpet in 
length. It. is without unpleasant taste, producing only a seitse of heat a 
short time after it has been taken. The medicinal virtues are said to 
reside in the cortical portion, which is thick, and constitutes two-thirds 
of the whole root. They are taken out by water and alcohol, and remain 
in the extract formed by the evaporation of the decoction of the tincture. 
This species is one of over thirty of the genus Euphorhiaceas, indigenous 
to this country, to ivhicli belongs the European species E. olBcinalis, % 
proved and used by Uahnemann. The E. coroll'ata is found all ovet the 
United States, growing chiefly in a dry, barren, a^d sandy soil, seldom 
growing in woods or on the borders of streams. Its flowers appear in 
July and August.. The central bead Is two or three .weeks earliest.

{Formic Acidr-The Poison of AtUs.) 

PBAlllCAOOLOOT.~Dr. Constantine Herring, in N. A. J. of H., Vol. 
pp. 13, says: **The name Formica was used by Linnseus as a generic 
name for a large number of species, all of which appear to common peo- 
ple to be ants.’* Later entomologists had to separate the species and 
arrange them tinder differci^, names, as different genera. 
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The genus to which tlie old name^, Formica, was left by Ijatrielle^ is the 
one from which we liave report of cure8|and from whicli we made our 
provings. Ants belonging to the genus Formica, as Latrielle has it, when 
attacked, defend themselves by biting with their mandibulsc, or jaws, and 
bending, at tlie same time, their abdomen downward and forward, they 
eject from Hie anus a sharp, sour fluid towards the place which they tried 
to wound with their pincers. 

This fluiil reddens Litmus paper, and contains the Fomyl acid, (Formica 
or Formic acid,) CHa O 2 .

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PERROCYANURET OF POTASSIUM. 

{KaZi-ferrocyanuretum.) 

PhabmacoIiOOY. — ^T his salt may be obtained by boiling purified Prussian 
blue in a solution of Potassa until the blue color disappears, filtering the 
liquor, evaporating, and crystaliziug several times to render it pure. It 
ocqurs in broken or entire crystals of large size, whose form is usually a 
rectangular prism, truncated on the ends and edges. The crystals are large, 
of a honey-yellow color, transparent. Sp. gr. 1.832. Have at first a sweet- 
ish-bitter, but afterward a saline taste, penuanent in the air; soluble in 
fbur parts cold water and two of boiling ; insoluble in alcohol, which pre- 
cipitates them from their aqueous solution in brilliant yellow flakes.

Botanical Pescriptton. — This plant belongs to the order of Polygo- 
uaoea*,or the Buckwheat family, is a native of Asia, and introduced into 
this country from Europe. It is an annual, cultivated, flowering from 
J unc to September. 

There is also a wild variety found growing in fields and old pastures, 
(wliich it might be worth while to prove,; in the form of a vine. 

Emil Wolf, of Wurtemberg, gives us the following analysis; The straw 
contains 6.15 per cent, of ash and 160. per cent, of water. The dry grain 
contains 9.2 per cent, ash and 141. per cent, water. 

Percentage of Potash, in the straw 46.6, in the grain 23.1 ; of soda, in the 
straw 2.2, in the grain 6.2; of magnesia, in the straw 3.6, in the grain 13.4; 
of lime, in the straw* 18.4, in the grain 3.3; of phosphoric acid, in the straw 
il.9, in the grain 48.0; of sulphuric acid, in the straw 5.3, in the grain 2.01 ;

Sharp paius, extending from right ear downwards and back- 
wards. 

Nose. 

Nose swollen, excoriated and sore within, itching and burning, 
worse from contact. 

Soreness of nose; it fills with loose dry crusts; blood flows 
slightly when they are removed. 

Fluent coryza; nose is alternately clear and stuffed up, with 
catarrhal headache. 

Aching pains in nose when in cool air. 

Schneiderian membrane parched and dry; it itches and burns, 
with an intermittent watery flow, followed by dry crusts. 
Septum nasi cracked and sore, with a gnawing, stinging pain; 
ulcer in right nostril. 

Face. 

Neuralgic pain in left side of face; a sore, bruised feeling 
when closing the teeth or moving the jaws. 

Face pale and then flushed, with dark circles under eyes. 

* A red eruption, with swollen base, with heat, itching and 
burning. 

Mouth. 

Lips dry; they crack and peel, and are sore. 

Vesicles on lips and in mouth, with burning. 

* Deep crack in corner of mouth, dry and sore. 

Dryness of mouth and pharynx; lips are black and diy, 

A very sensitive pimple on chin. 

Soreness and swelling of guma; they bleed easily. 

Dull pain in teeth, left side, worse from cold water. 

Sour, bad taste; bitter taste. 

Eructations of ingesta. 

Tongue very Ved all the time, also the mouth and fauces.

Severe paroxysms of pain, with tenesmus, nausea, and hot 
flashes and perspiration.

Sharp sticking pains through liver. 

Dull tlirobbing pain in ascending colon, extending through to 
small of back. 

Sharp pain through hypogastrium, extending into left inguinal 
region. 

Severe griping, cutting pains in hypogastric region, awaking 
her from sleep, relieved by flexing limbs and by pressure. 

Sore, bruised feeling in hypogastrium when she moves. 

When seeing an operation, nausea became excessive, extending 
into bowels, with griping, cutting pains and diarrhoea.

[Nearly all the above symptoms seem to be largely due to colic and 

indigestion, as they were generally relieved by eructations of wind. The 

erratic pulse of one prover is also mainly due to the same cause, assisted 

by a lively imagination.] 

The pulse seemed to vary greatly; sometimes accelerating 
rfA])idly until it would lose a beat; again it begins stronger 
and soon becomes weaker. 

Weak, irregular pulse; constantly changing in quality; each 
beat seems to be drawn out, holding almost to the next 
beat. 

Pulse ran very fast for ten or twenty beats, and then suddenly 
changed and gave two or three full, long beats. 

Pulse very irregular; not at all alike during the first and last 
half minute.

GALIUM APARINE. - 

(Clerrp(>ra.) 

Botanical Description. — Galium aparinc is decrccil by medical writer® 
to bo tbe offlcinal i)lant of this genus. Raiine.scjue sa}'®: “Many other 
species arc probably medicinal, but wo only use the Galium aparine and 
G. verum, common in woods, trailing, rough, with white, lateral flowers 
and rough seeds.” This description, however, will onl^' apply to the for- 
mer species, as the latter has yellow flowers and smooth seeds. The two 
species above mentioned are the only ones whicli have eight leaves in a 
whorl. Gray thinks it “ doubtful if tho G. aparine is truly indigenous in 
our district.” And the Q. verum was certainly brought here from Europe. 
Onb* six species of Galium are mentioned by Gray as indigenous to th© 
United States. Raflnesque, however,*says we have “ twenty or more species 
in North America.” « He thinks the G. aparine and G. verum common to 
Bnrope and America. 

Histout, Uses, etc. — ^This plant is common to Europe and America, 
growing in cultivated grounds, mbist thickets, and along banllB oC river^ 
and flowering from June till September. Its roots Consist of a few hair- 
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like fibres, pf a reddish color. In the green state some of these plants have 
an unpleasant odor, others rather the contrary; all are inodorous when 
dried. They have an acidulous, astringent and bitter taste. They have not 
been thoroughly analyzed, but chloric acid, galli-lannic acid, citric acid, 
starch, etc., have been detected in tlie G. aparine and G. verum. The for- 
mer contains the most citric, while the latter holds the most galli-tannic 
acid. According to King, all the species of this genus possess similar 
medicinal virtues. “I'his seems to be the opinion of Scudder, Beach, and 
other Eclectic writers. Such generalizations, however, will not be accepted 
b}’ the Iloma'opatliic school of medicine. In order to meet the require- 
ments of a scientific materia medica, each species of any genus of plants 
should be studied by itself.

DESCRIPWON.—It is said that Gallic acid ditfers from Tannic acid only 
in the latter containing more water. Gallic acid forms white, satiny, 
necdle-like crystals, odorless, of a sweetish, acid, styptic taste. It dissolves 
in one hi|ndrcd parts temperate water; much more readily in hot water 
and alcohol. Exposed to the atmosphere it absorbs oxygen, decomposes, 
and becomes dark colored.

{Yellow Jessamine.) 

Botanical Description .—This plant is likewise known by the name 
of Field Jessamine and Woodbine; it is the Bignonia Semper^iirens of Lin- 
njeus, and the Gelseminum nitidumoi Michaux and Purch. It is named 
the Gelsemi^/w- nilidans by some authors. It has a twisting, smooth, gla- 
brous stem, with opposite, perennial, lanceolate, entinj leaves^ which are 
dark above, pale beneaih, and which stand on short petioles; ihe flowers 
are yellow, having an agreeable but rather narcotic odor, and stand on 
axillary peduncles;, the ealgx is' very small, with five sepals; the corolla is 
funnel-form, witli a si>reading border, and five lobes, nearly equal ; stamens, 
five; pistils, two; capsules, two-celled, compressed, flat, Iwo.partible; seeds 
flat, and attached to the margins of the valves. The berries are black. 

This is bne of the most beautiful climbing plants of our Southern States, 
ascending lofty trf*es, and forming* festoons from one tree to another, and 
in its flowering reason, in the early spring, scenting the atmosphere with 
its delicious od«)r. On account of its gorgeous yellow flowers, and the rich 
perfume which they impart, ns well as the deep shade it aflbrds, it is exten- 
sivcly cultivated in liic gardens of the South, ns an ornamental vine. It 
grows in the Is'ortb as an exotic. It begins to blossom about the first of 
March, and its blossoming season lasts until the end of May. The root is 
several feet in length, w ith scattered fibres, and varies from two to three 
lines in diameter, to nearly two inehcR The internal jiart of the root is 
woody, and of a light yidlowish color, the external part or bark, in which 
the nn*dicinal virtues are said principally to reside, is of a light snufl* color, 
and from half a line to three lines in thickness. 

A vine, the root of which is sometimes gathered for the Gelseminum, 
rescflibh-*s it very mueli in appearance, though it is of a lighter color, and 
the outer tiark is covTred with white specks or marks somewhat similar to 
those on young ciierryor peach limb.s, and the lower part of old vines 
becomes rough ami liavo small tendrils that fasten upon the hark of trees, 
and w'hich are never .seen on (he Gelseminum. The bark of the vine is also 
more brittle, and the leavrs are always on long footstalks which are op|)o. 
site, at the end of which are two opposite leaves, almost exactly resembling 
the Aristolochia Serpent aria. 'I'he root is almost white, \ery tough, straight, 
and about the smie length of the medicinal root, and has a'^slightly bitter, 
disagreeable, nauseous taste. I never saw^ny of the flowers, though they 
arc said to rt^senihlc the otliers in shape, but arc snowg white, with a slight 
unpleasant odor. The plant is called the White Poison Vim and 'White 
Jessamine. 

I am thus particular in giving a correct description of this plant, in 
order that there shall be no mistake about the matter. Ilott&opathiu 
pharmaceuti.sts above all others, should be scrupulously careful to prepare 

•The correct botanical name of this plant is probably Gelsemium niti* 
dang, but I have retained the name by which it was first known to the pro- 
fession, (Hale.) 1 
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the medicines we use in their utmost purity. The Gjelseminum, more than 
any other vegetable remedy, demands the most careful preparation. It is 
not known to me whether tlie leaves possess any medicinal qualities; but 
1 should suppose from analogy that tiiey possess as much comparative 
power as the leaves of Aconite or 'Vcratrum viridc. Tlie tincture made 
from I he flowers is comparatively inert.

GERANIUM MACULATUM. 

{Craneshill) 

Botanical Descbiption. — This plant is also known by the names of 
Cranesbill, Geranium, Spotted Geranium, Alum root, Crowfoot, etc. It 
has a perennial, horizontal, lliick, rouj^h, knobby and tlesliy root, wdth 
short fibres, and sends up annually one or more erect, anjrular, or round, 
retroversely pubescent, herbaceous, dichotomous stems, from one to 
two feet high, and of a grayish green color. The; leaves arc spreading, 
hairy, palmate, with three, five or seven deeply cleft lobes, two leaves at 
each fork; the lobes are cuneiform and entire at the base, incisely serrate 
above. The radical-leaves are on long j*etiolcs, erect and terate ; the leaves 
at the top are opposite and sub.sessile, and those at the middle of the stem 
are opposite, petiolate, and generally reflexed. Tlie stipules are linear or 
lanceolate. The flowers are large and generally purple, mostly in pairs, 
on unequal pedicles, sometimes urabellcd at the ends of the peduncles. 

Officinal PnEPARATroNs. — Tincture or trituration of the root.

[The tincture should be made with water and alcohol, equal parts. It 
contains 130 grs. of Tannic acid and 120 grs. of Gallic acid in 7,000 grs.

GNAPHALIUM POLYCEPHALUM. 

{Cud irm?.) 

BotanicaT/ DKsniiPTroN. — This plant is indigenous and known by the 
various names of Indian P<»scy, Sweet Life Everlasting, White Balsam, 
Old-field Balsam, etc. It is herbaceous and annual, with an erect, wiiitish, 
woody and much branched from one to two feet in height. Leaves 
alternate, scssih*, linear-lanceolate, acute, entire, scabrous above, and 
whitish tom(5nt<Jse beneath. FUnvcrs tubular and yellow, in heads clus- 
tered at the summit of the pniiicled corymbose branches, ovate-conical 
before expansion, then .obovate, involucre imbricate, with whitish, ovate, 
oblong, rather obtuse scab’s. Florets of the ray, subulate — of the disc, 
entire. Receptacle, flat, naked, pappus })iIosc, scabrous capillary. 

It is found in Oinada and various parts of the United States, growing in 
old Acids and on dry, barren lands, and bearing whitish yellow flowers in 
July and August. The leaves have a pleasant aromatic smell, and an aro- 
matic, slightly bitter and astringent, but. rather an agreeable taste. They 
yield their properties to alcohol and water.

Leiruine six to 
ten inches lonir and nearly two inches broad; a Utile curved, and of a 
brown color. S(M*ds more than half an inch in diameter. The Gymno- 
cladus is one of the fairest trees in our Western woods, and is planted as 
an ornament in the gardens of Europe., A group of them stands near 
Parish, some of ^Yhich are fortj’ feet high. In their native air they reach 
even fifty and sixty fett in height, with a stem of iwtdvo or fiflethi incjLCS 
in diameter; even when standing ahme it does nr)r branch out at a height 
of less than thirty feet; tlie top is formed by a few but very long branches, 
and is not \vide, but b(*autifully regular. It flourishes only in the best sbil, 
with black walnut, red elm. poplar, blue ash, honey Joeust, etc. ; ha.s a. 
useful, hard wood, and bears, in some years, an abimdanee of large* pods, 
containing two, fhre(‘ or four seeds, of a size of a walnut.

That 
proving ha** never been translated, but by the kindness of Dr. C. Dunham, 
I am in jmsses'sinn of a Translation of the indicatipns given by Dr. Elb for 
the u*^e of Guam in ‘‘.Stiinul J)i.seaMe.s,” which includes a portion of Jiis 
pathogenesis. A flora few remarks upon the general term, spinal irrita- 
tion, as embracing variou.s conditions of congestion, anajinia, and irrita- 
tion or aliiia, and pointing to certain remedies as corresponding in a 
general wa\ to these conditions, he desires, he says, to call attention to a 
class of remedies, heroic, but not sufficiently con.sidered in relation to 
these all'ec lion “From the symptoms produced by snake bites we can-

row.” He then cites and analyze.s the symptoms of Lache.si.s, Crotalim, 
and Naja tripudi.inj., and gives the indications for each in spinal disease. 
TJiIh done, he goi s on a.s follows {A. H. Z., 61, 2:t): “ It beiqg admitted by 
fipmmopathstiiat tlie aotidoting powder of drugs resides not in their cbemL 
cAI ‘froperties, but must be referred fb their similarity of physiological 
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action, we may assume that an antidote to serpent venom would produce 
on the healthy symptoms similar to those resulting from serpent venom/ 
This consideration induced him to prove Mikania Oiiaco, a noted antidote 
to snake bites, and he gives the symptoms in so far as they relate to the 
spinal cord.) 

The (Juaco produces in the nape of the nedk burning, which 
extends to the shoulders; tearing stiffness, drawing tear- 
ing, extending to the axilte; drawing tearing in and 
between the scapula, extending into the forearm; tearing, 
sticking tearing in tlie bad*; frequent tine stitches, tear- 
ing and violent drawing pain along the spine, moreq)ain- 
ful on bending; increased aching in the linn bo-sacral 
region and forward pressing; in connection witli these 
spinal jiains. severe aching in the occijint, which some- 
times extend over the iipjier lialf of the back. 

In the upper extrcrnitiee. — Aching drawing and simple dmv- 
iiig jiainsin the deltoid muscle, with a paralyzed sensation; 
tearing and laxative, pain in the shoulders — both of these 
sensations extending into the forearm; burning in the 
shoukler joint; tearing in the elbows and tingers. 

In the lotrer e\drevntiefs. — Soreness and j>ain as if beaten 
about the hip joint; drawing in tin* thigh; drawing and 
s%V(»lleii feeling in the calves; very eonsiderablo Iieaviness 
in tlie .legs, and drawing in them; tearing in the ankle 
joints; burning and tearing in the soles of the feet. 

.All the pains in the hack and extremities are aggravated by 
nndioii, and mostly continue a long time. 

TIic following very constant phenomena should not be dis- 
regarded: diflicailt digt^st ion, there being no inliainmatory 
aftection ; constriction of the larynx and trucheje; de^afness; 
heaviness of and difficulty of moving tlie tongue (all of 
these symptoms came from doses of from five to twenty 
drops of the tincture). 

To draw from these few^ and not severe simsations along tlie 
medulla spinalis and in the extremities, the conclusion 
. that Otiaco must play an important part in the treatment 
of spinal affections, would be very venturesome, had I not 
instituted upon those indications some experiments pppn 
the sick. The affection alone of the tongue, the muscles 
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of deglutition, and the larynx is to be regarded as an un- 
mistakable picture of a commencing paralysis proceeding 
from the medulla oblongata, as we see it frequently in a 
more developed grade in apoplexy. Inasmuch as T ex- 
perienced during the proving m> depression of spirits, no 
decrease of mental activity, and in general no debility, 
but rather an excited condition, and suffered often from 
headaelie and heat of the face, T became convinced that 
the paretic conditions as w^ell as the back pains depended 
not ii])on a direct aftection (lesion^ of the medulla, but 
rather upon a liyperamiia of the same; and this view is 
supported by the fact tliat during the jn*oving there were 
clear indications of a congestion of the hemorrlioidal ves- 
sels. Moreover, the character of tlie affection of tlie ex- 
tremities — the absence of nnmhness, formication, etc., 
tlie customary foj'eninners of ]>araly sis— seems to indicate 
that a primary affection (lesiog) of the nerves, at least a 
p«aralytic, (lid not exist in the parts, wliile, on the other 
hand, the fact that most of the syTn])toms of the extremi- 
ties originated in tlie point of origin of the nerves from 
the medulla and extended thence to llie ends of these 
nerves, gave clear evidence that tliese phemunena >vere 
not but dtipendent upon the spinal coyd. On the 

basis of this signiticance of the })athogenesy 1 have often 
given (hfoco in cases of ^J)inal irritation, and in my ex- 
p(‘rieiicc it has shown itself almost “specifically^’ helpful 
in rohusf, n(»t ameinic, ruddy persons, inclined to conges- 
tions, ex(d table, especially in males, where the sjiinal’di^ease 
has not been caused by lo?9S of fluids or depressing causes 
— in persons ciisjiosed to lieinorrhoids, where tlie pains, 
witli only a slight feeling of weakness in the lumbo-j^cral 
region, are mostly in tJie njipcr part of the vertebral 
column, mostly aching, drawing or sticking in character, 
very severe, wdth at the same time only pains in the ex- 
tremities, hut no paretic conditions, and the parts affected 
are extremely sensitive to pressure. Tliis condition may 
be acute or chronic. We have, then, before us a real 
picture of pure material stasis. If with this condition be 
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associfited inflammatory or febrile symptoms, then, ac- 
cording to my experience, Chxaco does no good) and is far 
inferior to Selladonna. Arterial stasis may pass on into 
inflammations, or, by the rupture of vessels, may terminate 
in apoplexy. Those in which Guaco is indicated incline 
to the latter termination. It has therefore approved it- 
self a most excellent remedy in paralysis resulting from 
pressure on brain or spinal marrow, i. apoplectic par- 
alysis. I was led to these experiments by the already 
mentioned paralyzed state of the tongue in connection 
with most violent headache, heat and redness of the face, 
L e., a close resemblance to the forerunners and sequelae 
of a}>oplexy. Frequent administration of it has taught 
me that this remedy is of use only after the first violent 
febrile storm has abated, no matter whether a soj^orous 
condition exists or not. Guaeo developes its most eminent 
curative power when extravasation has caused paralysis 
of the tongue or of the extremities; the former is often 
relieved in a few hours; the latter yields to Guaco much 
more quickly than to any other remedy. But Guam 
renders inestimable service, not only in acute but also in 
^very old paralysis, when these ha^'e resulted from extrava- 
sations of blood and not from exudations. It is a })eciili- 
arity of its action that the paralysis of tlie lower extremi- 
ties yields very readily while that of the upper extnunities 
is seldom entirely cured by it. It matters not whether 
the paralysis be confined to one side or not.

HAMAMELIS VIRGINICA.

Debchiption.— -This is an indi^yenous shrub, sometimes called Winter 
Bloom, Snapping hazel nut, Spotted Alder, etc. It consists of several 
crooked, branching trunks, from the same root, from one to two inches in 
diameter, ten or tw(?lvc feet in height, ami covered with a smooth, gray and 
spotted bark. It is a much larger shrub than the edible hazle-nut, which 
has a straight trunk, not spotted, but brownish. The Ilnmaitielis virginica* 
grows in almost all sections of the United States, c.specially in damp 
woods, flowering from September to November, when the leaves are falling, 
and maturing the seeds the next summer. The bark and leaves are the 
parte used in medicine; they have a pleasant, aromatic odor, and a bitter, 
astringent taste, loaving a sense of pungency and sweetness in the mouth.

calyx; sterile filaments^ tipped with a little head. It is common and 
mostly found in open barren flelds and woods; flowers from July to 
September; plant from six to ten Inches high, with nearly the same odor 
and tastd as the true Pennyroyal (Mentha pulegium.) of Europe. 

[H. iiiBPiDA. — Erect, hairy; plant from two to five .inches high ; leaven 
sessile, linear, entire, the floral similar, and exceeding the flowers; atrolla 
scarcely longer than the ciliate, hispid calyx. It is found in Illinois and 
southward.] 

This is a well known plant growing in dry, sterile situations, especially 
in calcareous soils, and blossoms from June to September, rendering the 
air fragrant for some distance around it. Il is an indigenous annual, 
common to all parts of the United States. It has a pleasant, aromatic 
smell, which, however, is very oflensive to some persons, and ^a warm, 
pungent, mint-like taste. It must not be confounded with the Mentha 
pulegium, or European Pennyroyal.

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of Liunecns, the Melanthivm dioicum of Walter, and Jffelonias dioiea 6f 
Pursh. It is also known by the common names of JJeml's Bify Starmrty 
etc. The same popular names are applied to the Aletrisfarinosa. 

It is a herbaceous perennial, with a large, somewhat bulbous, premorse 
root, from wliich arises a simple, very smooth, somewhat jugular, stetn or 
scape, one or two feet in height. The caulinc leaves are lanceolate, acute, 
small, and at some distance from each olh(*r, without petioles; the radical 
leaves an^ broader, being from four to eight inches in length, by half-an. 
inch to an inch in width, narrow at the base, and formed into a sort of 
wliorl at the base of the scape. The floiars are small, very numerous, 
greenish-white, and are disposed in long, terminal, spicate, nodding, dim- 
cious racenms, resembling a plume, and which are moie slender and weak 
on the barren plants. 

Male floivers, with white, linear-spatulate, obtuse, one nerved petals; 
stamens rather longer than the petals. Ftmale Jlotrers, the raceme is gen- 
erally few-flowered, •becoming ereet; petals linear; stamens very short, 
abortive: ovary ovate, sub-triangular, with the sides deeply furrowed; 
stigmas three, spreading or reflex<*d. Capsule ovate oblong, tapering to 
the base, three.fiirrowi d, opening at tlie summit. Seeds, many in each cell, 
acute compressed. — {Gray).

than the flowers. 

The flovoei'B appear almost as soon as the snow leaves the ground in the 
Spring. They are single, generally blue, sometimes white and flesh color, 
and are nodding at first, then erect, on hairy scapes three or four inchea 
long; by cultivation they become double; involucre simple, composed of 
tlkree entire, ovate, obtuse bracts, resembling a calyx, situated a little below 
the flower. Calyjn of two or three rows of petaloid sepals; ntaiMm awl- 
shaped, anthers elliptic, achenia ovate, acute, awnless. 

Hepatiea acutiloha di tiers in having the leaves with three ovate and 
pointed lobes, or sometimes five lobe.s; leaves of the involucre or acutish.

HYDRASTIS CANADENSIS. 

{Golileih Seal,) r- 

Descripiton.— An indigenous plant found growing in shady woods, in 
rich soil and damp places. - Tlio root is of a beantiflil yellow color, and 
imparts its virtues to water or alcohol. 

[1^6 Muriate of Xfydrasiia is a valuable preparation, cs])ccinliy as a 
topical application. The medicinal, properties oC the root of Hydraetis 
Canadensis depend upon two Alkaloids, both of which are now well set* 
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tied principles in tlioir iiltinialo composition and nonicnclnlnrc. For some 
yeara the precipitate occurring when muriatic acid was added to an infu- 
sion of this root was ccdloctcd, dried, and sold as Ilydrastin, by manufac- 
turers of llui Eclc’ctic School of Medicine — subsequently a definite exam- 
ination of this substaiKic by Dr. Mahla, of Chicago, proved it identical in 
its reactions and composition with the Alkaloid Ih‘rberina, obtained from 
the bark of Berberis Vulgaris, and now known to exist in several genera 
and species of five natural orders of the vegeiablc kiugdoiu. Borberina 
and Its salts are but sparingly soluldo in cold water or alcohol. They 
dissohe to quite an extent in both liquids when heated, and separate in 
minute yellow crystals when cooling. 

J. Dyson Perron says {Jo'itrnal of the Chemical Society,): “Doubtless its 
therapeutic ettects merit uiiich careful investigation. Natural instinct 
has pointed out its value for the alleviation of liiiman sufferings, to 
nations widely separated, and enjoying di/Iereiit degrees of civilization. 
The polished Greeks, the seiui-harbiiroiis n.itions of IIind(»ostan and 
China, the North American Indians and the natives of tropical Africa, 
have been all impressed witli the nuHlieinal value of Berherina. In the 
West India Islands and in American pharmacy its virtues luue long been 
recognized, tliongh derived from dilferent plants, and veiled under errone- 
ous names; certainly it liolds a plata* in Euroja'an pharmacy, but one of 
lillhi prominence, yet it seems to po^.se«s proper! ies scarc<*Iy inferior to 
quiniiKi itself. I am jiersuiuh'd that natnn* lias not placed Berb(‘rina in 
nearly every country witlioiit some ad(‘qiiate purpose.’’ 

Hydra.siia, tlie WJiite Alkaloid of Ihdrasii.s, was di.scovcred by Mr. A. 
B. Durand, of Philadelphia, but was first prepared in a j)ure state by Dr. 
Mahla, who dc’eri lined its formula. When pertectly pure it separates 
from its liot alcohol ie solutiem in lnsteh“,s, wliite prismatic crystals of 
grcj^l brilliancy. It di.ssolvcj, readily in acids, loriiiing .soluble, iincrystal- 
lizablc salts, hitter, «u ii of a peculiar, MUiiewIial mctallie, aftciMasU\ It 
is generally used in the form of muriate In the preparation of this salt 
it is not necessary to cany the praeti<e of re-erystallization, or bleaching 
witli animal chare(*al, to a siitficient extent to insure a product purely 
white, as. it i.s considered profilies.s. It is cswntial that physicians, in pro- 
scribing tlH‘sc Alkaloids, do not eonfound them, as the insoluble yellow 
principle (Berberina) is often sold under rlie improper I hie of Hydrastia. 
The therapeutic action of the two principles is widely dilferent — Berber- 
ina having no medicinal action uiion diseased mucous ti.ssue.s.

The attacks of palpitation and other cardiac symptoms occur 
within from five to fifteen minutes after each dose of the 
drug, and frequently pass away altogether within an hour. 

Physical Signs. 

1. During the first pkrt of the proving (Dodge’s), no abnormal 

sounds discoverable on auscultation. 

2. About the middle of the proving, with the full intermit- 

tently-irregular pulse, auscultation revealed great excite* 
ment of the contractions at intervals of three or lour 
beats, after which there was a much longer interval than 
nsual before another pulsation. 

8. Near the end of the proving, the sounds of the^ heart were 
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found to be increased in intensity, especially oh the region 
of the semi-lunar valves.

PnARMACOLOOY.— Gently heat in a tiibii luted retort placed in a sand 
bath, a mixture of one part finely pulverized metalic arsenic and five 
parts iodine. The iodide is afterwards to be re-sublimed, to separate the^ 
excess of arsenic. This forms an oraiig(?-red volatile solid, w^hich is dis-^ 
solved by water, and entirely volatilized by heat.

Iodide of Barium crystalizes in small, colorless needles, 
which deliquesce sUghily^ and are very soluble in water. The solution 
promptly undergoes decomposition by exposure to at>, carbonate of baryta 
being precipitated, and iodine set free, which colors the solution.

Pharkaoology.— Dissolve one part Nitrate of lead in twenty parts dis- 
tilled water, and then mix with solution of one part iodide of potassium 
and eight parts of water; allow the precipitate to subside, throw it on a 
filter,. wa|}i it well with cold water, and dry with a gentle heat. The . pro- 
duct wtU he one and two-fifths parts. Acetate of lead cannot be sutoti- 
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tilted for the nitrate, as the acetate of potassium that results is a solvent 
of Iodide of Lead. 

The Iodide of Lead is an odorless, fine yellow powder, without taste, 
soluble in 1.990 parts of cold and l.tSSO parts of boiling water. TJie solu- 
tions are coh)rless, the liot one depositing, as it cools, large brilliant golden 
scales, soluble in 4500 parts 80,'^ cold alcohol, a triile less of hot alcohol, 
forming a pale straw-colored solution.

IRIS VERSICOLOR.

JUGLANS CINERBA. 

( Puttermt.) 

Botanical DEscrupriON.—Tliis is an indigenous forest tree, known In 
different sections of the country by tlie various names of BuUerntti^ 
atid White Walnut. In favorable situations it attains a great size, rising 
sometimes fifty feet in height, with a trunk three or four feet in diameter 
at the distance of five feet from the ground. The stem divides at a smalt 
distance from the ground into numerous horizontalbranches, which spread 
widely, and form a large tufted head, giving to the tree a peculiar aspect. 
The^ young branches are smooth and of a grayish color, which has 
gi^ origin to the specific name of the plant. The leaves are veiy long, 
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and consist of seven or eight pairs of sessile leaflets, and a single petiolate 
leaflet at the extremity. These are two or three inches^in length, oblong- 
lanceolate, rounded at the base, acuminate, finely serrate and somewhat 
downy. The male and female fiowers are distinct upon the same tree. 
The former are in large aments, four or five inches long, hanging down 
fi-om the sides of the shoots of the preceding year’s growth, near their 
extremity. The fertile flowers are at the end of the shoots of the same 
spring. The germ is surmounted by twd, large, feathery, rose-colored 
stigmas. The fruit is sometimes single, suspended by a thin, pliable 
peduncle ; sometimes several are attached to the sides and extremity of 
the same pediiiiclos. The drupe is oblong-oval with a terminal projection, 
hairy, viscid, green in the immature state, but brown when ripe. It con- 
tains a hard, dark-colored, oblong pointed nut, with a rough, deeply and 
irregularly furrowed surface. The kernel is thick, cflly, and pleasant to 
the taste. 

History. — The Butternut grows in Upper and Lower Canada, and 
throughout the Avhole Northern, Kastern, and Western United Stales. In 
the Middle States the flowers appear in May, and the fruit ripens in Sep- 
tember. 

The bark is used in dyeing wool a dark-brown color, though inferior for 
this purpose to tliut of tb(3 Black Walnut. It is said, when aj)plied to the 
skin, to have a rubefacient elTect. The inner bark is the medicinal portion, 
and that of the root being considered most efficient, is directed by the 
National Uharmacopmia. It should be collected in May or June.

JUNIPBRIS COMMUNIS. 

(/ uniper.) 

Hbbcription.— This is a small evergreen shrub, never attaining the 
height of a tree, with many very close brandies, the extremities of which 
are smooth and angular. Juniper is common to Europe and this country, 
growing in dry woods and hills, and flowering in May. The fruit, or 
berries, are the oflieinal parts; those which are imported from the southern 
parts of Europe are the best. The American berries possess less virtue, 
and are seldom Employed. Juniper berries are about tlic size of currants, 
of a purplish-black color, shrunken, marked at the top with a Iri-rudiate 
groove, and at the base with brsiete^al scales; they contain throe seieds.^ 
Their odor^is peculiar, tcrobinthinate, and aromatic, and Uicir taste tere.

Tliis fanej' name, Lapis Albas, is ijiven by Dr. Grauvo^^kto an uttnaiiied 
species of gneiss, whicli h<j first found held in suspension in the waters of 
the mineral springs of Gastein, Germany. 

These springs start from tlie foot of theTauern mountains, and flow down 
ward into the valley of Achen, over formations of Gneiss. 

The substance proved, was a trituration of this .solid Gneiss rock. 

Dr. Grauvogl calls it a white primitive calcium gneiss; the late Dr. 
Bellows, of Ikiston, in 1807, before Grauvogl’s discovery, arrived at the 
same conclusion as to the poisonous effects of this rock, based on observa- 
tions made in Derbyshire, England. He chWs it a Siliro-Fluoride of Onl 
the analysis of which is, Calcium, fourteen parts; Fluorine, flfty-flve 
parts; Siliciiim (silex), fifteen parts; water, fifteen parts. '*It is a dry, 
white, glimmering, impalpable salt.” i 
.OnficiNAL Pitp:PAKATfON8. — Until a careful scientific analysis of the 
rock used by Grauvogl is made, we must only consider as offlciiiAl, iritu 
ItfctioDS of the Gneiss from the springs of Gastein, Germany.

The^fnw« are white, 
numerous, nearly sessile, in •ng, terminal, and verticillale, suh-terminal 
spikes. It grows in rieli, moist places, thickets, and llowers in July. The 
root is perennial, horizontal, wood}', about as tliick as tlic finger, six to 
twelve inelus long; black (jxternally, brownish interiially, luth many 
long, slender, black fibres. It diould 1x3 gathered in thi^fall oraic second 
year. It bus a bitter, nauseous taste. The active princit)le, Lepfandrui, is 
a jet-black, resinous substance, resembling pure asphaltnm; or, of a grey- 
ish-browii color, with a peculiar, faint cyanic smell and taste ; somewhat 
bitter, nauseous and dUagrcMaible. When powdered, it has a black, glis- 
• toning, soot-like appearance, and coalesces in a warm aiuljnoist air. It is 
soluble in water Jind alcohol.

Fhmen large, in a pyramid, at the summit 
of the stem, dark orange-colored, with black, or very deep crimson, some- 
what rai.sed spots, which give the flower the appearance of the skin of the 
tig(*r. It blooms in July and August. 

Officinal Preparations.— Tincture of the flowers and pollen; dilu- 
tions.

In lialf-waking dreams, oceurrencefit which took place in quick 
Buec(‘ssion seemed to be at very long intervals; for ex- 
ample, wlien his son got up to urinate, the intervals 
between g(‘tting up, urinating and going to bed again 
seemed very long. 

Great appreliensiveness of the prover that he had mistaken 
the nature of his heart symptoms, and that instead of 
medicinal symptoms he was sufiering from organic dis* 
ease of the heart 
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Head, 

Intense, blmding headaclie in the forehead, commencing bc- 
. tween live and six o’clock r. m., continued two hours, then 
clianged to the back part of the head and extended down 
the neck, leaving a strange muddled feeling about the 
head, with general weakness and desire to lie down^ 

Heavy feeling in the head, with morning diarrlicea, griping in 
the bowels, nausea and abundant saliva. 

Pain all over the head, wn’th a heavy sensation as if too full of 
blood; congested feeling as if blood would issue when 
blowing the nose; must support the head with the hands; 
worse when ^valking in the open air; better at sunset. 

Pressing sensation of fullness in the temporal rt'gion, wn’th a 
bursting sensation; a feeling as if tlie contents of the 
skulj[ would issue through the ears and surrounding parts, 
relieved by pressure wn*th the hands. 

Frontal, stinging, burning headache, witli a sensation as if a 
rubber hand were stretclied over the head; the head feel- 
ing so muddled that he could not lecture, could not con- 
centrate his thoughts, but self-possession was regained as 
he went on. 

Headache in the morning on waking, which gradually in- 
creased, when at noon it became very severe, j)assing from 
the hu-eliead and tem]jle to the protuberances of the occi- 
put, dull, pressive and heavy, continuing through the 
afternoon, evening and night, with iiTitability of temper. 

Dull headache; tlie pain moved continually from the sinciput 
to tlie occiput of the left side, but seemed at last to con- 
centrate in tlie left temple, with frequent urination. 

Headaches gradually diminish, though they maintain usual 
character of evening aggravation; at the end of ten days 
only slight tenderness on the left side of tlie head, fore- 
head and temple remained. % 

® Suspended the recurrence of sick headaches (to which the 
prover had been accustomed) during the whole course of 
the proving, and foreome time longer. 

^B'eadaches; especially those depending on uterine diaordei*8. 
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Scalp, — I’ine, rasli-like eruption about the forehead, and 
around the border of the hair, with much itching. 

Eyes and Sight. 

Eyes , — Intense pain in both eyes, extending backward into tlie 
head, with great dimness of sight. 

Ilighl^»ye very sensitive to gasliglit, with intolerable burning 
pain subsequently extending to the left eye, and continu- 
“iiuj for several da vs. 

Burning in the eyes after rejiding or writing, and feeling of 
great general weakness. 

Sight . — Blur before the eyes after a night made restless by 
lascivious dreams and scMninal emissions toward morning, 
attended by dilKcuIty in keeping the mind fixed upon the 
subject under c'onsideration, selecting wrong words with 
which to express his ideas. 

Blurred vision, cannot sec objects distinctly, with loss of appe- 
tite, aversion to coffee, nausea when thinking about it; 
frequent desire to pass urine, but in small (piantities; 

' ‘ faint in a warm room and when standing, with cold per- 
spiration on the back of the hands and feet; tearfulness 
and apprehension of some impending evil. 

Dimness of sight, with intense pain in botJi ewes, (‘xtendirig 
into tlie luiad: v-'hooting pain in the right tom]>le, passing 
over to tlie left; orampy j)ains in the left mammee anel 
fingers, and pressing jjain in the right arm and wrist, 
beginning at seven o’clock v, m., and continuing through 
the night. 

Musca* volltatites at various times. 

Eyesiglit, which was always weak, hypermetropic, W(‘aring 
1-14 glasses, is now much \vorse; tjiis aggravation con- 
tinued for more than four weeks, when tlie eyes had 
returned to their natural condition with this improve- 
ment; where?i8 formerly she had a habit of turning the 
head toward the left wlien reading, in order to see the 
whole of a letter, for example, s p d and f u, Avhen look- 
ing straight forward, could see •onl y tlie straight part of 
the letter and not the curve; now can see the whole letter 
distinctly witlioiit looking sideways. 
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Rushing sound in both ears. 

Nose. 

Frequent sneezing at ten o’clock r. m., relieving a severe, burn- 
ing headache, and pain in the eyes. 

Sensation as if blood would issue from the nose when' Rowing 
it, with feeling of fullness and heaviness of the head. * 

Heat and fullness of the face and head. * 

The left cheek bright and red liot in the morning on awakening. 

Mouth and Throat. ^ 

Ilawkipg mlicus from the throat, with constant disposition to 
vomit. 

^Ilaw’kinff of mucus, with constant nausea. 

O ' Ji 

Taste and Appetite. 

Taste . — Taste of blood in the mouth, with severe congestion 
of the chest; weak beating of the heart. 

Great craving for meat, and the njore pronounced the symp-r 
toms the greater tlu* desire. 

Voracious hunger, seemingly in the back, extending along tjlie, 
vertebral column, and up to the occiput, not a]>peased by- 
eating. 

Loss of appetite, and aversion to bread particularly, continuing 
for three weeks after the last dose of tlie drug, with 
depression of spirits; disjiosition to weep; pressing in the 
rectuiii (from pndapsus uterit)\ cold chills in the back, 
particularly after going to bed, with hot flushes toward 
morning, 

® Ims of appetite cured. 

Thirst . — Great thirst, drinking often and much. 

Gastric Symptoms. 

Frequent eructationTs, with great distention of the stomach, 
and escape of flatus from tlie rectum [coustant during^he^ 
proving]. 

Constant nausea, with the sensation as of a lump in the stom- 
ach, which moved down at every attempt to swallow, but 
immediately returned, 

Nau9ea, with pain in the back; aversion to food; depression 
of spirits, and disposition to weep. 
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Sweetish nausea, no desire to vomit, with feeling of fullness 
of tlie abdomen after eating very little; eating does not 
increase the nausea; nausea and full feeling in the abdo- 
men subside after discontinuing medicine two days. 

Stomach. 

Hollow^ empty sensatimi in the stomach and bowels. 

Great distenti<m of the stomach and abdomen, with flatulent 
movements, relieved by passing wind up and down. 

Abdbmen. 

Bloate(J feeling of the bowels after a meal, continuing -after a 
diarrhmic discharge. 

Griping pain in the abdomen, commencing at from three to five 
o’clock p. M., incr(*asing till late in the evening, and end- 
ing with a free biliniis evacuation, which evacuation was 
followed by smarting in the rectum. 

Griping pain in the abdomen after each morning diarrhojic 
discliarge, with nausea, abundant saliva and heavy feeling 
in the head. 

Wfeak, tremulous sensation of the bow’cls, extending to the 
rectum, continuing through the niglit. 

Dragging down siaisatioii of the vvliole abdominal contents, 
extending to tlie organs of the chest, greatly feeling the 
need of support. 

Sensation as if tljo bowels were greatly bloated, hut thej'^ are 
not so. 

Constant hurning pain across the lower part of the abdomen 
from groin to groin. 

Pressure downward and backward against the rectum, aggra- 
vated by standing; relieved by walking in the open air oi 
riding. 

Stool. 

Dark colored and very offensive stools in the morning 07t 
rising^ followed hy smarting and himiimj sensation^ 
extending froia the rectum high up into the ahdoi^en^ 
continuing for several haul's, ♦ 

During the day time a stool every half hour, lumpy, small and 
diarrhoeic, with escape of flatus; constant tciiesmuB and a

feeling as though she could sit on the stool forever, with 
burning in the urethra. 

Abdominal muscles unbearably sore just bcfqre stool, but less 
so during stool. . ^ > 

Tenesmus and great desire to go to stool, but every effort 
resulted in the voiding of a little urine only. 

- Urinary Organs. 

Frequent desire to urinate in the latter part of tlie night and ^ 
• early morning, with acrid smarting sensation after every 
discharge. (The acrid, siriartiiig sensation always occurs 
^ ' aftef, and not during tlie flow.) ’ 

Urine milky in appearance when iirst discharged, but on cool- 
ing, deposits a thick, reddish sediment. 

Urine scanty, milky, thick and roily in appearance when cool, 
with frequent desire to pass it, every ])assage is followed 
by smarting and burning in the urethra. 

Tlie urinary tenesmus and smarting after every passage, 
together with tlie morning diarrhma, and acrid smarting 
^ in the rectum, continued to recur for more than six weeks 
after the last dose of tlie drug was taken. 

A feeling of irritation in the bladder, with inclination to 
urinate, but can control the desire by an effort of the will. 

Frequent desire to urinate through the day, ivitli smarting in 
the un’tlira; if the desire is not immediately attended to, 
a feeling of congestion of the chest ensues (male). 

Reproductive Organs. 

Vagina . — Itching and smarting of the labia, with great, 

, uneasiness of the paris. 

Smarting and feeling of irritation of the labia, with great heat, 
as though the parts were inflamed, and sharp, incisive 
pains extending upward into the vagina. 

Great tenderness to touch, of the.wliole sexi\al organs. 

Pressure and weight low down in tlie vagina. 

Pressure in the vagina and paiu at the top of the "sacrum 
extending to the hips. 

UtefUB . — Pain in the sacrum, with a seugiation of- weight and 
downward pressure in the lower part of the’ abdomen 
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(pelvis?), which continued for six days, very severe; worse 
when standing. 

Bearing down in the lower part of the abdomen for more than 
twenty days, with constant nausea; a sensation as of a 
lump in the centre of the chest whicli moved downward 
1:^ empty swallowing, but immediately returned; severe 
pressure in the rectum and at the anus, and a constant 
desire to go to stool, but with every effort to evacuate tlie 
bowels, a little urine only was discharged; sensation as 
if a hard body were pressing backward and downward 
against the rectum and anus (in the provers), standing 
aggravated and* increased the desire to go to stool. 

Great Weight and pressure in the region of the uterus, wnth 
dovvnward pressure, as though the whole contents of the 
abdomen would pass out through the vagina. 

Great bearing dowii in the uterine region, with a sensation 
when on the feet as though the whole pelvic contents 
would issue from the vagina if not prevented hy liard 
pressure with the liand against the vulva, wliich there 
was a constant and uncontrollable inclination to do. 

Severe dragging dow^ii sensation in the whole sexual organs, 
with a feeling as though the Avhole internal ]>arts were 
being pulled downward from the breasts and umbilical 
regions, through the vagina, and an iincoTjtrollable desire 
to press tlie liands against the vulva to prevent the parts 
from escaj)iTig, with irritability of temf>er, anxiety and 
dread of impending evil (constant throughout the proving). 

Severe neuralgic pains in the uterus, could not bear to be 
touched or moved, nor even the weight of the bed clothes; 
the slightest jar of the bed was torture. This condition 
continued an hour and a half, and suddenly passed off 
without leaving any lameness of the parts. On examina- 
tion tlie uterus was found to be in an anteverted position. 

Anteversion of the uterus vms found to he present in three 
provers^ and resting a diagnosis ttpon well proved sub- 
jective symptoms, there can he little douht that this condi- 
tion of t?ie uteT*as existed in a fourth case^ though^ owing 
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to extreme senaitimneee of the prover^ it vm not verifed- 
hy touch. 

* Prolapsis uteri; anteveraion; retroversion; uterine mfiam- 
motion^ suh-amite; endo-cervioitis, 

Leiicorrhcea, — Tliin, acrid leucorrhoea, which from leaving a 
brown st^in upon the linen was mistaken for a return of 
menstruation, though tlie menses had ceased but a week 
before; the leueorrhoeal discharge attended and followed 
severe bearing down pains in the uterine region; the 
bearing down pains, four days later, culminated in severe 
labor-like pains simulating those of an imminent miscar- 
riage, worse in the afternoon till midnight, then better 
till the next afternoon, when all the symptoms of the 
previous day returned; the Icucorrhma becoming more" 
acrid and excoriating, producing a rash-like eruption and 
swelling of tlie labia. 

Bright yellow leucorrhoea, excoriating the whole perimeum, 
with scanty menstruation, not one-fourth part as much as 
usual. 

Profuse acrid leucorrhoea following immediately the cessation ' 
of the menstrual flow. in 

OvaHee. — Dull, drawing pain in the left ovarian region,^ 
relieved by gentle pressure on the part with the hand. 

Great tenderness from pressure over the left ovarian region, 
with darting pains extending to the groin of that side, and 
the pubes in front, and frequent desire to pass urine, 
'which w\as small in quantity, and followed by an acrid, 
smarting sensation in the urethra, continuing for several 
minutes. 

Continued stinging sensation in the left ovarian region, with. 
a sensation of fullness and voluptuous itching in the 
vagina. 

Pains mostly in the right ovary, but some days later it was 
most severe in the left, extended down the anterior and 
internal side of the left thigh, with aggravation by walk- 
ing, seeming, when one step was made, that another coyld 
not be taken; nevertheless, a feeling of< restlessness com- 
pelled her to extend and flex the limb as in y^alkiug; tihis 
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disposition she could not resist, though she knew the effort 
would be followed by greater pain; the rather than 

of inoving the limbs, seemed to aggravate the pains. 
She could not decide which pelvic pain was worse, that in 
the back or that in the front. 

Burning pain in both ovaries in the morning, with burning 
higlier in the abdomen, and four loose, dark stools before 
eleven o’clock a. :»r. ; stools very urgent, could scarcely 
wait. 

Gnawing pain in the right ovarian region, with a dragging 
sensation, aggravated by walking, and a sensation as if 
somethingwere shaking loose in that region whenever the 
riglit foot was planted heavily upon the floor or ground 
as in walking; also gnawing pain in the back, worse in 
bed, and continuing all night. 

* Sub-acute and chronic ovaritis, and neuralgia of the ovaries. 
{TTale.) 

Catamenia , — Menstruation came on at the usual time, normal 
in quantity, and continued to flow as long as she kept 
moving about, but ceased to flow whenever she ceased 
w^alkijig. 

■^Menstruation returned [hemorrhage?] after having been ab- 
sent two years in the case of a person who had passed her 
climacteric. 

Menstruation returned in two w-eeks, sliglit in quantity, dark 
in color, thick, with odor like that of tlje lochia! discharge. 

Menstruation too scanty, not one-fourth part as much as usual, 
followed by profuse bright yellow leucorrhcea, so acrid as 
to excoriate the perinaeum. 

Sexual Instinct. « 

Female , — Voluptuous itching in the vagina, with feeling of 
fullness of the parts. 

Sexual desire strong, though formerly not so; can repress it 
by kee])ing very busy, but as soon as occupation ceases 
the desire returns in full force. 

Male . — Sexual desire, which has been dormant for years, 

, * roused into activity. 

Lascivious di^ms, with seminal emissions toward morning, 
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^ followed by weakness and a feeling of irritability, and 
great difficnlty in keeping his mind fixed upon the sub- 
ject under consideration, frequently selecting wrong words 
to express his idea. 

Mamma . — Severe cutting pains in the left mammary gland, 
extending through to the left shoulder-blade, aggravated 
by lying on the left side (constant throughout the prov- 

ing)- 

Sharp, cutting pains in both mammary glands, extending from 
the left mamma through to the left shoulder-blade and to 
the spine. 

® Clinical , — In several cases of delayed post-partum recoveries, 
the Lilium. has accomplished all that could be desired. 
When the uterus is slow in returning to its normal con- 
dition; the luchial discharge continues too long, is profuse 
and excoriating; pain in the back and hips, bearing down 
and dragging from high up, when in an upright position 
OV at stool, as if the whole pelvic organs would escape 
through the vagina if not prevented by lirni pressure with 
the hand against the vulva; painful smarting in the 
urethra after passing urine ; constipation, with itcliing, 
painful hemorrhoids, or morning diarrhoea ; fears the 
presence of an internal disease from wliich she never will 
recover, and dreads insanity. Lilhnn ti^rmum 30 effected 
a prompt change for the better. {Paine,) 

Respiratory Organs. 

Tjirynx and Ironchia. — Congh dry and hard, coming in sin 
gle coughs. 

Renpiratiovh, — Oppressed breathing, with oppression in the 
lower part of the chest, aggravated about four o’clock in 
the morning. 

Desire to take a long breath frequently, and sighing, which 
appeared to come from the lower part of the abdomen. 

Out of breath when ascending, obliging her to stop seemed 
as if it proceeded from the heart. 

Oppi^Bsive beat and congestive feeling of the c&est; a kind of 
ebullition, worse in the evening, must go into the fresh 
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air for relief, but going into the fresli air increases the 

* headache. 

Feeling of compression of the chest and great weight; a feel- 
ing as if the chest had too much blood in it, producing a 
choked, suffocated sensation, that might be relieved bj 
letting out the blood; slight relief from sighing. 

Chest and Heart. 

Chest, — Sharp twinges, followed by a dull, drawing sensation 
in the left side of the chest, extending upward to the 
clavicle. , 

Hot, congested feeling in the chest; generally chilly feeling, 
and chills, especially in the face. 

Heart, — Thirteenth day after commencing the proving, heart 
symptoms appeared; sudden fluttering of the heart, after 
walking, felt less wlien very busy. 

Hurried, forcing feeling about the apex of the heart, with 
fluttering and general faint feeling; could do nothing, 
obliged to put aside her work; relieved by sitting still. 

Sharp and quick pain in the left side of the chest, with flut- 
tering of the heart. 

Sensation as if the heart were sqtieezed in a vise, as if the 
hlood had all gone to the heart, producing a feeling as if 
the prover must ieiid double; inability to vmlk straight. 

Heavy feeling, as if the blood were shut up in the heart; pulse 
sniall and wxak; a sensation as if blood did not reach the 
radial artery in suflicient quantity. 

Weak beating of the heart, with severe congestion of the chest; 
bloody taste in the mouth ; severe left-sided headache; 
dizziness; feeling of faintness; blur before the eyes,. and 
fear of falling. 

Awakened from sleep at night with a distressing, pressive 
pain in the region of the heart and palpitation. 

Constant pain in the region of the heart, increased by bending 
forward, stooping, or on lying down. 

Hleaviness and pressure in the r^on of the heart, almost un- 
bearable after eating. 

Fluttering or palpitation of the heart; cold hands and feet; 

* covered with cold perspiration. 
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Violent beating of the heart, and throbbing of the carotids, 
preventing sleep when lying on either side. 

Heaviness in the region of the heart, and palpitation when 
lying on the left side; worse at night and when lying 

' down. 

The heart symptoms were all w^orse at night, and there was 
great fearfulness that he had mistaken his case, and th&t 
he was really suffering from -an organic disease of the 
heart instead of medicinal symptoms, though lie had never 
liad such symptoms before. 

Arteries . — Conscious pulsations over the whole body, and out- 
pressing sensation in the hand and arms, as though the 
blood would burst through the vessels 

Back. 

Cervical . — Drawling sensation in the muscles of the neck, left 
shoulder, and stitching pains in the left mammary gland, 
increasing after two o’clock p. m. 

Dorsal . — Pain in the dorsal vertebroB, as if the back would 
break. 

Lumbar . — Sharp pain in the lumbar region, extending over 
the right hip to the umbilical region, ameliorated by rub- 
bing. 

Steady pain in the small of the back, spreading from the spine 
both ways toward the kidneys, continuing all day alter a 
restless night, x 

Sacral . — Pain in the sacrum. 

Cac<!ygeal . — Sensation of pulling upward from the tip of the 
os cbccygis. 

V Upper Extremities. 

Fore arma , — Pressing pain in the right arm and wrist, with 
cramps in the fingers. 

Hands . — Burning heat in the palms of the hands and soles 
of the feet, extending up the limbs, with constant search* 
ing for a cool place, aggravated at night. 

Cold hands and feet, with profuse, cold and clammy perspira- 
tion, keeping the hands and feet constantly wet. 

’ Stiffiicss of the fingers, almost like paralysis; great difilcnl^ 
in holding and guiding the pencil to write. 
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. Lower Extremities. 

Boring pain in the right hip joint; ‘stiff feeling of the miiBeTea 
of the thigh, and pain in the ankle, going down to the 
toes. 

Stitches coming and going thronghoiit the day in the right hip 
joint; with chilliness and headache, increased as tlie. even 
ing advanced. 

Severe drawing pain in the right hip, extending dowm the 
outside of the thigh, relieved by moving the limb from 
place to place. 

Pain in the left thigh, aggravated by walking, yet the pain 
^vas so much worse after having ceased to walk, she was 
impelled again, though she knew after doing so she would 
be woi-se again. 

Aching of the legs; with inability to keep them still in bed; 
worse when giving up control of herself, as when trying 
to sleep. 

Severe pain in the ankle joints and second joint of the fingers, 
making the motion of a carriage very painful; bruised 
• feeling in the soles of the feet, and grojit muscular sore 
ness, making pressure of the clothes ])ainful. 

Fever. 

Chills in face, extending downward, with a moi’e general chilly 
feeling than in cold weatlier, at the chest. 

Chills running from the face downward, 'with constriction of 
the chest, as if too narrow or too much crowded with 
blood, and burning heat over the body the whole night, 
with queer, half- waking dreams. 

Great heat and general lassitude in the afternoon, with throb- ^ 
bing pulsations over the whole body, and out-pressing 
sensation in the hands and arms, as though tlie Slood 
would burst through the veins. 

Sleep. 

Inability to sleep, with wild feeling in the head, as if she would 
be crazy. 

Inability to sleep for a long time, eyes wide open; at length 
went to sleep lying on the back with the knees drawn up. 
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Bleep unrefreshing, broken by disstgreeable dreams, with groat 
irritability in the evening. 

General Symptoms. 

Some of the pains are ameliorated by change of position, while 
others are aggravated. 

Symptoms return every day from five to six o’clock i\ m., 
gradually increase through the Sight, and abate at about 
eight o’clock a. m. [Constant throughout the proving.] 

In some cases the uterine symptoms are better after riding, 
and exercise in the open air. 

With some of the provers, the symptoms of the reproductive 
organs were more clearly defined on the left side, while 
with others more on the right, but generally more on the 
left. 

The pains occupy small spots, as if ])rodiiced by hand pressure 
with the ends of the fingers. (Compare Oxalic acid.) 

After the symptoms have entirely disappeared, they return 
again very suddenly in the same order, without any»ap- 
parent provocation. 

The muscles of the whole body feel sore and bruised, rendering 
stepping, the motion of a carriage, and even the pressure ’ 
of the clothes very painful. 

Convulsive contractions of almost all the muscles of the body, 
and a feeling as if she would be crazy if she did not hold 
tightly upon herself. 

Most of the symptoms better when w'alking out of doors in 
the open air, when the cool air strikes the uncovered head 
and face, and worse in a close, hot room. 

Characteristics. 

All the symptoms return again and again, after having dis- 
appeared, but diminished in degree at each successive 
return. 

The^ social and moral conditions are profoundly affected, gen- 
erally changed to their opposites, though in some instances 
they seem very contradictory. 

The symptoms connected with the female reproductive organs, 
and the consecutive moral conditions, are very proriotmeed 
, and peculiar; the ovaries are the seat and origin of pecu- ^ 
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liar sharp and burning pains; backache; dragging, bear* 
ing down sensation in the uterine region, seeming to 
drag even from the thorax and shoulders, and, at the same 
time, pressure on the rectum and bladder producing a 
constant dt‘sire to evacuate these viscera, as in cases of 
prolapsus uteri, were very marked and persistent, and 
physical exploration?^ shoAved that the uterus wa^ actually 
prolapsed and anteverted. 


LITHIUM CARBONICUM. 

{Lithm Carhonas.) 

Phakmacouoot.— This is a white* powder, sparingly soluble in water, 
and having a feeble alkaline reaction. It dissolves with eflcrvescence in 
dilute sulpiiiiric acid, and forms a freely soluble salt. It imparts to the 
flame of burning alcolud a carmine red color. 

Officinal I^rkpauations.— Triturations to the 3d. 

Analogues.— iar/i. Graph. Lyc. (?) 

Mental Sphere* 

Disposition to weep about his lonesome condition. 

® The whole night anxiety and feeling of helplessness. 
Difficulty in remembering names. 

Head. * 

® Heaviness in the sinciput, especially in the frontal eminence. 
Toward evening, pain and lieaviness over the brows, wdth rest- 
lessness in the stomach, unchanged by eating supper and 
by walking ftut, continuing until he goes to sleep. 

Fullness in the right temple tlie whole afternoon. 

Pressure in both temples from without inw^ards, with a press- 
ing pain in the middle of the chest, extending outwards 
and toward both sides, in the region of the fourth rib. 

® Tearing, sticking headache on the right side, worse on 
assuming the erect position and on motion, better during 
repose. 

Early on awaking, violent headache in vertex and temples (at'tei*^ 
sudden cessation of the menses), second and, third day; 
less on the fourth and fifth days, but on the sixth day, in 
the afternoon, again very severe in the left eye, temple 
and small B])ot in the occiput; in the temple and vertex 
very severe, with nausea. 
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Heavy weight upon the vertex, with pressure upon tlie left 
temple; the whole head is as if too large; at the same

Constant discharge of mucus in the evening. 

.'Dropping from the nose in the open air. 

® Nose red, swollen and dry. 

® Nose, especially on the right side, somewhat swollen, red, 
sore internally — shining crusts form in it; it is dry and 
as if inllamed; (at the same time frequent urina^ng at 
night, disturbing the sleep.) {Hev^ig,) 
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Mouth and Throat.

Abdomen.

LOBELIA GARDINALIS. 

{Ca/rdinal Flovser) 

Dbsciiiption. — This is a tall, smooth plant, with oblong, lanceolate leaves, 
slightly toothed. The flowers are deep red, large, and very showy, in an 
elongated raceme, rather one-sided. It grows in wet places, all over the 
United States, flowering from July to October. Tlier(5 are twelve or more 
species of the Lobelia found in this country. This pathogenesis is from a 
proving by Dr. Samuel It. Dubs.

Dull, distressing pain about three inches below, and a little to 
the left of the epigastrium.

Sticking pains in the stomach, with heaviness there. 

Loss of appetite, and much thirst. 

Dryness and rawness from the mouth to the stomach

LOBELIA CERULEA. 

{Blue Lobelia.) 

Description. — This is named hy Gray the L. syphilitica^ because of the 
reputation (baseless) which this plant once possessed. A common name 
is the “Great Lobelia.” It has a somewhat hairy stem^ leafy to the top, 
one to three feet high. Leaves^ thin, ovate, acute at both ends, two to six 
inches long, irregularly serrate. Flowers^ light hlue^ rarely white, crowded 
in a long spike. It is common in low grounds, flowering in August and 
Septciiiiber. 

Officinal, Preparations. — Tincture of the leaves ; dilutions.

Burning in right eye; itching in external canthus; soreness 
of tlie tarsi of the right eyelid; feeling of a foreign body 
under the upper lid of the right eye, with smarting and 
burning. 

Heaviness over the eyes, like a weight, but no pain. 

Oppression over the eyelids and sliglit drowsiness.

Nose. 

Itching and tingling feeling in the left nostril, as if about to 
Bneeze. 

A feeling of^dryness and sensitiveness of the nostrils, so that 
tlie inhalation of air of a moderate temperature (sup- 
posed 60 degrees) creates a slightly painful feeling in two 
hours, also second day. 

Frequent sneezing, with copious discharge of thick mucus 
from both nostrils. 

A dull aching })ain over the root of the nose, in the centre, 
lasting until evening. 

Face and Lips. 

Sensation of dropping under the left cheek bone. 

Flushed face with heat when lying down. 

Drawing pain in right cheek bone. 

Constrictive feeling of mouth and tongue, especially at left 
commissure of the jaws, afterwards toward the r^j^ot <5f the 
tongue. 

Perfect dryness of the lips. 

Jaws and Teeth.

LOBELIA INFLATA. 

{Tndian Tobacco.) 

Botanical Descbiption. — This phint is generally known as wild or 
Indian Tobacco^ and is an annual or biennial indigenous plant, more com- 
monly the latter, with a fibrous, yellowish white root, and an erect, angiflar, 
very hairy stem; in the full-sized plant, much branched, and from six 
inches to three feet in height. The lemes are alternate, scattered, sessile, 
ovate-lanccola-e, serrate, veiny, hairy. The pmers are small; numerous, 
pale-blue, on short peduncles, each originating from the axil of a small 
leaf. The calyx consists of five subulate segments. The corolla is tubular, 
small, slit on the upper side and ventricose at the base ; the limbs bilabiate ; 
tffbe prismatic; segments spreading and acute, two upper ones lanceolate, 
two lower ones oval; anthers united into an oblong, curved body, purple; 
filaments white; style filiform; stigma cuivcd, two-lobed, and enclosed by 
the anthers ; capsule, two celled, ovoid, inflated, striated, ten-angled and 
crowned, with the persistent calyx. Seeds, numerous, small, oblong, 
brown.

triturations of the seeds; dilutions.

LYCOPUS VIRaiNICUS. 

{Bugle Weed.) 

Botantcatj Desciiiption. — This plant, also known as PauVe Belong and 
Water IIorehmmd^\^ an indigenous, perennial herb, with a fibious root, 
and a smooth, straight, obtusely four-angled stem^ with the sides concave, 
producing slender runners from the base, <and from ten to twenty inches in 
height. The lemea are opposite, oblong, or ovate-lanceolate, toothed, 
entire toward the base, with glandular dots underneath. The flowers are 
very small, purplish, in dense, axillary whorls; at the base of each flower 
are two small subulate bracts. Corolla campanulate, four-cleft, the tube 
as long as the calyx, upper segment broadest, emarginate. Calyx tubulan 
four-cleft, longer than the achenia; atamens two, distant, diverging, simple; 
anthers erect, bilobed; ovai'y superior, four-angled; style straight, slender 
stignm bilobate; achetiia four, smooth, abovate, obliquely truncate at apex, 
cojapressed, margins thickened. 

“Bugle weed is found growing in almost all parts of the United States, 
in moist and shady situations, flowering in June and August. It has a 
peculiar, balsamic, terebinthinate odor, and a disagreeable, slightly bitter 
taste; it imparts its properties to boiling water in infusions. The whole 
herb is olflcinal. It has not been analyzed, but probably its virtues 
depend upon a volatile oil and tannic acid.” An analysis of this plant 
made by Tildcu & Co., gives 40 parts of Tannin to 7,000 organic and inor. 
ganic matters, also “a bitter principle, soluble in ether, 24 parts,” and a 
^peculiar principle, insoluble in ether, 696 parts.” 

In the following pathogenesis, the symptoms noted only in proving 
mother tincture are marked (1); those belonging only to the 200th (2); 
those ^.ommon to both are unmarked. Doubtful symptoms *lire marked 
with a note of Interrogation. Of the 202 symptoms recorded, 132 belong 
to the mother tincture, 41 to the 200th dilution, and 29 are common to 
both {Dr, Morriaony of Bp^gland.) 

The symptoms thus marked with numerals are from the provings of Dr. 
Morrison, of England. All the rest are fk'om my own provings and clinical 
experience.—

Botanical Deschtption. — “This is an iiicli^^cnoiis evergreen herb, with 
a perennial root, from which arises a smooth and creeping %i<m, furnished 
with roundish-ovate, or aliglitly heart-shaped, petiolate, opposite, flat, cori- 
aceous, dark green and shining Ua;f>c»^ usually variegated with whitish 
lines. flowers are while, often tinged witli red, very fragrant, in pairs, 
with their ovaries united. 

Calyx, four-parted. Corolla, funnel-form, two on each double ovary; 
limb, four-parted, spreading, densely hairy within. Stamens, four, short, 
inserted on the corollc^. Style, slender, stigmas four. Fruit, a dry, berry- 
like, double drii])e, crowned with the calyx teetJi of the two flowers, each 
containing four small seed-like bony nutlets. Some plants bear flowers 
with exserted Stamens, .and included styles; others conversely — those 
with included stamens and exserted styles.” This plant is indigenous 
to the United States, growing in dry woods, among luanlock timber, and 
in swampy places, flowering in June and July. The leaves .bear some 
rescmblaneo to clover, and remain green through the winter. The fruit, a 
berry, is a bright scarlet, edible, but nearly tasteless, dry, and full of stony 
seeds, and alst) remains through the winter. The plant is st)metimes called 
Checker -berry. Winter clover. Deer-berry, Squaw vim, Om.-berry, The w^hole 
plant is officinal, and imparts its virtues to boiling water and alcohol. It 
has not been analyzed.

MYRICA CERIFERA 

{Bayherry.) 

Description. — Tliis plant, known also by the names of Wax-Myrtle^ 
Wax-berry, etc., is a branching, lialf-evergrecn shrub, from one to twelve 
feet high, and covered with a grayish bark. It is found in dry woods and 
open fields. The bark of the root contains tannic acid and gallic acid; a 
volatile oil; an acrid resin, soluble in alcohol and ether; an astringent 
resin; inyricinic acid (a peculiar principle resembling Sapoivin)-, salts of 
potassa, lime, iron, magnesia and silicic acid. Its taste is bitter, astringent, 
acrid and spicy. Myricin, its active 4)riueiple, is a light, grayish-brown 
powder, with a peculiar spicy smell, and a peculiar, bitterish, astringent 
taste, with some p(‘rsistcnt pungency. It is soluble in alcohol.

MYRTUS COMMUNIS. 

{Myrtle.) 

Description. — ^The common Myrtle is well known by its shining ever 
green leaves, and white, sweet-scented flowers. Though extremely abun- 
dant in Italy, Southern France, Spain, etc., it is not indigenous to Europe 
or America, but only naturalized, having originally been brought from 
Western Asia. In England it is not sufficiently hardy to withstand the 
frosts of vci’y severe winters. It grows well in our Southern SChtes and 
South America.

Botanical Description. — This is an indii^enous perennial herb, with a 
somewlitit ^!;laiicous sttj m, v/\ih routch dentate leaves^ of which the 
arc palmate, thecauline with long foot stalks, sinuute-pinnatifid, disposed 
to he thrce-lohed, witli the middle lobe three-piirtcd, and the upper lancAio- 
Inti?, The rnmnes arc terminal, somewhat panic^^d, short and nodding, 
with an eight-cleft calyx, and twd\e florets. It is about two fed high, 
with purple flowers; it is common to the mountainous districts of Virginia, 
NortI) Carolina, and other sections of the United States, and flowers in 
August. The root is thick and tuberous; tlie wdiole plant is used in medi- 
cine, the milky juice of which is probably the active agent; it is the Pre- 
naiithes serpens of Pursch, 

.[Tliis plant is said by botanists to be a 'cnriety of the Nahulm alhuB^ 
w'hich is also knowui by the name of LionVfoot, as well as White-lettuce, 
linttlesnake-root, all of which are given to the Nabulus serpeutaria; it is 
the Prenanfhes alhtis of Linmens.]

NITRATE OF URANIUM. . 

{Uranic Nitrate.) 

Pharmacology. — Tlie iiicial uranium is obtained from pitchhlends; the 
nitrate may be obtained by treating the metal or any of its oxides with 
nitric acid. It crystalizos in lemon-yellow prisms. 

The solutions of tlii.s .salt posaes.** the power of lowering the refrangibility 
of tlie ray.s of light, which fall upon it, producing the peculiar phenome- 
non called fluorescence. 

Efflorescent in dry and deliquescent in moist air; soluble in 0.35 parts 
alsolute alcohol, and in 0.5 of w^ater. 

Officinal Preparations. — “The best preparation is a recent aqueous 
solution, prepared with carefully distilled water, {J)y artificial lights) and 
then pre.served in glass stoppered amber vials.” {Blake.) (Triturations.) “ It 
is an extremely acrid drug; two drops of the 1+ being sufficient to kill a 
full-grown cat.” {Blake.) A trituration (by artificial light,) with coarse 
sugar of milk is reliable.”

NUPHAR LUTBA. 

(Small-flowered Yellow Pond Lily.) 

Botai^ical DKSCiin'TiON.— There arc three Ri)(*ci(*s of the Nupliar in the 
United States, namely: Nuphar advena, Nuphar kalmiana, and Nuphar 
sagittaefolta. The first named has large, yoWovt flowers; the second was 
once designated, by Smith, Torrey, and Gray, the Nuphar lutea. Smith, 
a botanist^ quoted by Gray, says he has never seen the Nuphar lutea in 
the United States. Dr. Robbins, in Wood’s Botany, thinks the Nuphar 
kalmiana wholly distinct from the Nuphar lutea or any other species. 

Appended tb the.“ proving of Nuphar luteum,” * in a note by one of the 
editors (probably Dr. ]i(arcy or Dr. Metcalf), we find the following obser- 
vation: 
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“ This proving? is taken from the Jmirml d€ la Bociete Oaltieane^YolxiTiit 
III., pa^e 120, by Dr. Pitet, who' gives no dc^cripMdn'of tlie plant, cither 
botanioally or otherwise • ♦ .The &p(‘cies in question is the small- 

dowered, yellow pond lily, Nnpliar luteuni— not the large flow^ered, com- 
mon yellow lily, Nuplmr advena-j^from whieli, however, it is said to be 
difficult to distinguish it. It is quite common in the interior of tlm State 
of New yfork, though le«»s frequently found than the large species. A 
tincture is made from the whole plant, rhizrt>mes, flowers, leaves, apd 
peduncles.” , 

The identity of this plant wnth any species growing in the Ihiited States, 
is not as well cstablislied a-s it ought to be; iflit, under the circuinsfanccs, 
we See no better wa} than to consider it the same as Nnpiiar kalmiaha, 
which is described as follow s :

brauous, reniform-cordate, the lobcis di\aricate, margin wavki, apex retuse;

We have but one proving, which was made by Dr. Edwin Cowles, at 
Tlalineiiuinn Medical College, Chicago, in 1805. One object' of the proving 
was to ascertain whether its ancient reputation, as an aphrodisiac, coUld 
be substantiated. The only noteworthy syniploina related to the urinary 
organs, lumbar region, and throat. It caused, apparently, some soreness 
of the throat, in both experiments. This proving, however, needs to be 
substantiated by others before its symptoms will possess much value.

{Tree Primrose.) 

Botanical Description. — This is an indigenous, biennial plant, with 
an erect, rough stem, branching, from two to five feet high. The leaves 
are* ovate-Uncc'olate, alternate, acute, obscurely toothed, roughly pubescent, 
from throe to six inches long and from half-an-inch to an inch wide, those 
on the^stem S68.s{1e, and the radicals tapering into a petiole.. The flowers 
are numerous, pale-yellow, sessile, odorous, and are disposed in a terminal, 
.somewhat leafy spike; they are nocturnal, open but once by night, and 
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cantinue only a single day. Each flower opens about dusk, and does not* 
close until about nine or ten o^clock tlie next morning. 

PunsH remarks that he has frequently observed a singularity in this^^ 
plant, and it might be interesting to make further inquiry into its cause. 
It is that, in a dark night, when no objects can be distinguished at an in- 
considerable distance, this plant, when in full flower, can be seen at a 
great distance, having a bright white appearance, which, probably, mrfy 
arise from some phosphoric properties of the flower. TJie bark, leaves, 
and twigs are the parts used ; tlicir taste is very viscid, with a subsequent 
slight acrimony, which last is diminished by desication. Water takes up 
the properties of the plant.

Without enlarging on the ehemical analysis let us merely 
state that the jilant conLain.s amongst other mattt'rsatHed oil, a soluble oil, 
a resin, a\(‘llow coloring inatler; that one may ascribe to the first three the 
venomous action of the plant; they exist in such abundance that in order to 
see them yon have only to cut the rotit ai-ross, when the oils exude to the 
surface and soon lose by evaporation their aqueous parts and the highly 
seemed volatile oil, whilst the yellow resinous juice encrnsls the surface 
of the s(!etion. 

Gray does not mention it in his botany, but it is pretty (certain tbat it 
has Iven found in the United Slates. Dr. Kimball, of Saeketls Ifarbtir, 
reported cases of poisoning with it, in AnuM’iean Ob.server of I8fi7. I have 
had .specimens of llie root sent me whicli clearly answered the above 
descrijition. {TTole.)

(aod-Hvc7> Oil) 

Description. — Oleum Morrluur, or Cod-livor oil, is obtained from the 
liver of the Gadus Morihua mid olhor species of the Gadus. The livers of 
the Cod are ]mt into a hiri^e v(‘sscl and h(‘atcd by steam apjilied to the out- 
side. Tlic liquid is drained otf, allo\ve<i to stand, and the oil is finally 
skimmed off as it rises to the toji. The finest brands of oil are prepared 
by forcing currents steam at high pressure through the mass of livers, 
tearing them in this way to pieces and melting out their oil. 

The oil should be perfectly limpid, yellow , thick, and fna; from rancidity, 
and possessing the peculiar thsliy taste. 

The brown and bUde oils are rancid, nauseous, disgusting, and unfit for 
administration. 

Cod liver oil is a very complex substance, containing, according to Dr. 
J^^rgh, glycerine, oleic, magaric, butyric, and acetic acids; also iodine^ 
hromine, phoHplwriis, phunphvric. acid. The iodine is in ])roporti<m of about 
one ])art in two thnjmnd; or, according to Dr. Jorgh, four-hundredths of a 
grain in one hundred grains of the oil.

Tlie flowers are numerous, of a purplish-white c&lor, and are 
disposed in smooth,^ereet,a‘oundish, panicled, and fasciculate spihes, and 
accompanied with ovate purplish bracts, longer tlian the|,;falyx. Wild 
Marjoram is common to Europe and America. It is found in limestone 
regions, on dry banks, and in dry fields and w'oods, flowering from May 
to October. The whole herb is officinal, but it is seldom collected, except 
for the purpose of procuring its volatile oil, on which its virtues depend, 
and which may be separali d by distillation with water. TJie ixlantlias a 
strong, peculiar, rather agreeable balsamic odor, and a warm/ billcrish, 
aromatic taste, which properties are imparted to alcohol, or boiling water, 
by infusion. The Origanutn Marjhraiia, or sweet Marjoram, pot^ess^s 
properties similar to tiie above species. It is a native of Portugal, bujiihl-^ 
tivated in our gardens, and much used in cooking as a seasoning. ' ' , , 
Officinal Prkparattons.

OXALATE OF CERIUM. 

Pharmacology. — I'his is a salt obtained as a precipitate by adding a 
solution of »)xal!iU‘ of ammonium to a soluble salt of cerium. The form- 
ula, according lo ilie old nomenclature, is 2CeOi Ch Oe +6HO; according 
to the new, C(‘2 CO 4 + 3112 O. 
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Tt is a snow-white j^ranular powder, without smell or taste; insoluble in 
water, alcohol, or ether; soluble iff sulphuric acid. 

Owing to the insolubility of the oxalate, a nitrate has been made, and is 
used ill the form' of an effervescent salt. 

This nitrate is read i 13^ soluble in both alcohol and water. 

Officinal Prkpabations. — ( 1) of the oxalate — triturations only; (2) of 
the nitrate — tincture with strong alcohol on the decimal scale.

— The pancreas are dissected and macerated in wator, 
acidulated with hydrochloric acid, for abcml fort^Mdght liours, tlien sepa- 
rated, and the acidiilalcd solution of. pancreatine passed through a pulp 
filter until it is perfectly clear. To this clear solution is then added a 
saturated solution of eliloride of sodium, and alh)wod to .slaml until the 
paiureatine i.y separated, Tlii.s is carefully' skinirnod off and placed upon 
a muslin filter and allowed to drain, after which it should be washed with 
a less coiieentratcd solution of chloride of sodium, and then put under the 
press. When tlic mass is nearly dry, it is rublxal with a quantity *>f sugar 
of»fiilk and dried tluiroughl^^ without heat.

Bqtanical DRscRiPTTpN.— This is a vine climbing by tendrils, with a 
aniodth stem, leaties three cleft, the lobes-scirratc, petiole bearing two glands, 
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flowers largo, nearly white, with a triple, purple, and flesh-colored crown, 
involucre three leaved. * 

Grows in dry soil, in Virginia, Kentucky and smilhward, flowering 
from Ma}^ to July. The fruit of this variety of Passifloj’a is about tlie size 
of a lien’s egg, and wdien crushed makes a report, from wlience came its 
name of May-pop. 

TJiere si'ems to be a very marked difference as to the active properties 
of ♦,his plant as found growing in different localities. That growing on 
the levi es around New Orleans, is very large and rank, but utterly inactive, 
while that growing on the uplands is much better, and that grown on the 
Bayou Gross T6te seems to be the strongest. 

Officinal Pkkpakations. — Tincture with dilute alcoliol, from the care- 
fully dried or fresh loaves, gathered in May. or as soon as the plant blos- 
soms, before forming fruit; dilutions; triturations from the inspi8.saled 
juice.

PAULLINI4 SORBILES.

Description. — Ouarana consists of the seeds (powdered) of a tree or 
climbing shrub growing in Brazil; these, according to Johnson, in bis 
“Chemistry of Common Life,” are used as we do cocoa. They contain an 
alkaloid said to be identical with that found in tea and coffee (theine). In 
the Materia Mcdica of Trufiseau and Pidcaux is an account of its in 
migraine or sick-headache. At one time it attained much popularity in 
Paris, in the treatment of sickJieadachc. It has lately been called up by 
Dr. Wilks, of Guy’s Hospital, London. It has been us(^d successfully by 
Dr. Wood, of Montreal, and Dr. Helmekeii, of British Columbia. No 
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provings have yet been made, and the following observations are given 
instead. * 

Officinal l^EmiATiONS.— -Triturations of the seeds; tincture; dilu. 
tions. 

Analogues. — Agaricusy Coffea^ Ggpripedium^ Coca, Iris versicolor, Pul- 
satilla, Scutellaria, Thea, Valeriana, etc.

PEPSIN. 

DESciiirTiON. — A peculiar albuminous body secreted by the gastric 
glands, which has thifi power not only of coagulating albumen, but also, 
with the aid of acidulated water, of redissolving it. 

Prof. Ljoncl Beale gives the following simple method of manufacture : 
“Dissect off carefully the mucous membrane of a perfectly fresh pig’s 
stomach, and place it on a fiat board; cleanse it lightly with a sponge and 
water, so as to remove the particles o^food and much of the mucus. Scrape 
it hard with an ivory knife, so as to squeeze out all the contents from tlie 
glands.. The viscid mucus thus obtained contains all the pepsin with 
much epithelium. Spread it upon a piece of glass so fs to form a very 
thin layer, which is to bo dried at a temperature of 100® (no higher) P. over 
hot water. When dry, scrape from the glass, powder in a mortar, and 
transfer to a well-stoppered bottle.” 

Prof. Beale recommends tlie following formula for pepsin prepared by his 
method: “Take of the powder, five grains; strong muriatic acid, eigh- 
teen drops; water, six ounces. Macerate at a temperature of 100® for an 
hour; filter so as to form a perfectly clear fluid.” 
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Pepsin, prepared by Beale’s process, is odorless, nearly free from any 
disagreeable taste, and twenty-five times as strong as tlio ordinary com- 
mercial pejjsin. 

There are ►several brands of pepsin in the market, namely : Boudalt’s, 
Hawley’s, and Slicfler’s. The two former arc foreign, tl)e latter American. 
ShetVer’s is the most popular. Tlie “ Saccharated Pepsin” sold by Boericke 
& Tafel, and at onr Pharmacies, is a similar preparation. Whatever pepsin 
is n.sed, if good effects are to be obtained from it, it should be given with 
acid, unless, indeed, there is reason to believe that this constituent of gas- 
tric juice i» nf)t wanting. Sheffer advises that his pcpsin-soliitlou be pre- 
pared as follows; “Take of Pepsin si.'.'l} -four grains, water five ounces, 
and of Hydrochloric acid (dilute) one drachm; after dissolving, add three 
oujices of gUcerine. Mix thoroughly and filter.” 

Alcoliol destroys the digesting power of jK'psin, and therefore “ wines of 
pepsin ” are inferior preparations of it. The honueopathist, and all other 
physicians, should avoid all the compound “ elixirs,’^ and other proprie- 
tary preparatiojjs, and use only th(‘ pow'dcT, or freshly prepared digestive 
soluticm. The powder, however, may be combined witli an attenuated 
medicine in trituration^ as I shall hereafter recommend. 

In making the digestive solution, water and muriatic acid; or glycerine, 
water and nuiriatic acid, should alone be employed with llie pepsin.

OfftcfRal Preparations. — Triturations. (Even in the 2 x and 8 x trit. 
its offensive taste and odor will prove an obstacle to its administration, 
but it can be disguised by prescribing it in the form of a pill. They can 
be very rapidly prepared if the trituration is made with equal parts of sac. 
l‘ic. and pulv. gum acacia.)

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PHYTOLACCA DECANDRA. 

{PokcAVeedy Poke-Root.) • 

Botanical Debckii’tion.— This plant is herbaceous, with a pcrenniaC 
root of large size, fn*qu(iiitly exceeding a man’s leg in diameter, usually 
branclied, fleshy, fibrous, white within, easily cut or broken, and covered 
with a very thin brownish barlt or cuticle. Sterna annual, about an inch 
in diameter, and from five to nine feet in height, round, smooth and very 
much branched; when young, they are green, but become of a fine deep 
purple or scarlet when matured. Leatea scattered, petiolatc, ovate, oblong, 
smooth on both sides, ribbed underneath, entire, acute, and five inches 
long by two or three in breadtli. Flowers numerous, small, green ish-wliiU;, 
on long pedunculated racemes, opposite to the leaves, sometimes erect and 
somelime.s drooping. PeduNclfs nearly smooth, angular, ascending; pedi- 
cles divaricate, st)metime.s branched, green-wliito, or purple, and two others 
in middle. whitish, consisting of five round-ovatij, concave, in- 

curved .sepals. Stamens ten. Oeary green, round, depressed, ten furrbw^ed. 
Stylts ten. Berrus in long cdusters, dark-purple when ripe, round, de- 
pres.sed or flattened, marked with the furrows on the sides. Cells ten. 
Seeds, ten, solitary. 

■ This plant ii a native of the United States, growing in nearly all parts, 
along hedges, in neglected fiedds and meadow's, along roadsides, moist 
ground, flowering from July to September. It is known by various other 
names, as pigeon-berry, garget, .seoke, coakum, pocan. Tlie two last names 
originated with the Indian tribes. This si)ccies is found not only in the 
United States, but in the Azor<*s, North Africa and Cliina. The Pkytolacea 
tcos(indra,a much smaller species, i.< a native of South America, extending 
from Hio de Janeiro to Mexico, and is found in some of the West Indian 
Islands. The Phytolacca octandra is found in the West Indies and Mexico, 
where the berries are used for w^ashing, like soap. TJiesc species possess 
similar propertic.s.

*Ca8e of poisoning by “ Bhytolacca-decandra,” reported to 
the Ilomceopathic State Medical Society of Kansas, May 
Gtli, 1874, by Louis Grasmuck, M.D. 

The subject was a woman, aged rort 5 ’-flve ; occupation, keeper of boarding 
hous<!; tempbrameut, bilious, sanguine, active, hardworking, \v it li a family 
of grown children, and has a good character. 

She had always had good health, until about one year ago, she was at- 
tackeil with rheumatism; this was followed by anasarca, and many other 
symptoms indicative of the “ cliange of life.” She was sick sevtTal months, 
hut, fin a 11}', her fine constitution triumphed, and she recovered. She again 
resumed charge of her duties, and was, to all appearance, well, wMlh the 
exception of a sligiit pain in the right hip joint. 

A month after Ihi.s, I was called to sec her, ami found her .suffering in- 
tensely with pains in the joints, and hones of the face and head, and w^as 
informed that her snirerings\vere>such that she had notsIej)t any for many 
nights. 

In addition, she was coveroil from the crown of her head to the soles of 
her leet, with an eruption, the like of which I never beheld. It began on 
the scalp, and spnnid downwards to the very loo nails. It consisted of 
erythematous hlotche.s, of irregular shape, slightly elevated, of a pale red 
or pink color, very sore and jiaintVtl, itching slightly only on desquama- 
tion, but too sore to allow of any scratching for relief, and terminating in 
a dark red or purple spot, taking about thirty days’ time for each to pass 
through its various stages of eruption and desquamation, and about the 
same length of time to advance from the head to the f<*et, so that the erup- 
tion could be seen at one time in all its stages of development. 

There was no accompanying fever, no sweMiug, exc(‘pt in the. face; no 
sweats, appetite good. She wanted relief from the nightly pains in the 
bones of the face and head, and wanted to know what the eruption was. 
On examining, I found tU% pains proceeded from “ nodes,” especially on 
the frontal bone, and resembled veiy much those of periostitis. Hy first 
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impression was, that 1 was dealing witli a case of Syphilis, but a closer iQ 
spection, ami iny intiiiialo acquaintance Avitli ^he family, together with the 
“ history of the ease,” caused me to abandon this theory, and the next one 
of Mercurial (.’ju hexia also. 

A vigorous cross-examination revealed the fact, that about thirty days 
before, f?hc had be(*n induced to take a “blood purifying remed^^” consist- 
ing of a pint of whisky, with about three ounces of Poke Root in it. Of 
lliis poisonous, saturated tincture, she took a “ swallow three times a day** 
until 1 was called. 

I informed her that she had probably furnished the Ilomojopathic School 
of Medicine the most lioroic proving of Phytolacca on record, for all 6f 
which we were duly thanktul, but, nevertheless, would advise, its discon, 
tiuuance. 

1 gave Mcrcurius Solubilis, 3d x trituration, Which relieved the sleep, 
lessuess at once, and, finally, also the pains; but the eruption grew worse 
rather than better, and even invaded flie conjiinetiva and mucous membrane 
of lilt; imso and month, and now, after a lapse of three months, it is in the 
fauces and aesophagus, having almost efltirely disappeared from Uie external 
surface of the body. 

A month ago, and when the eruption had jiarlly faded, ^liti photograph 
which is before you was taken. It gives but a faint ctmcejition of the 
case, and none w-hatever of the color, but such as they art*, were the best 
1 could prticure. This is the sectmd case I have met during the year. 
The first w’as a man, who look it in inue.h smaller dost*^, anil in this case 
it produced a severe rheumatism in the left shoulder; no fever, and no 
eruption. These cast's aiie submitted to the society witJiout comment. 
Dificrenl minis will draw difi’erent conclusions; hut, tliller as we may, 
they arc of interest to all alike, and the facts are submitted for your con- 
sideration and dige&tion,”

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PLANTAGO MAJOR. 

* {Plantain.) 

Botanical Description. — ^This is a well known herb, growing in rich, 
moist places, in fields, by road sides, and in grass-plats. Common in 
Europe and America; flowering frmn May to October. A perennial, 
with a round scape rising from a fibrous root, from one to three feet in 
height. The leat>€^ are ovate, smooth, somewhat toothed, five to seven 
nerved, each of which contains a strong fibre, which may be pulled out, 
and abruptly narrowed into a long channeled petiole. The flowers are 
white, very small, imbricated, numerous, and densely disposed on a cylin- 
drical spike, from five to twenty inches long. Small plants arc frequently 
found with the spikes only half an inch to two inches long, and the leaves 
and stalk proportionately small. Stamens and styles long; seeds numerous. 

Officinal Prepahations. — Tincture of the fresh root and leaves ; with 
strong alcohol ; dilutions. 

Analogues.— (.?), Ilc^ar (.?), Mercurius {?), Phytolacca {?).

Twelve persons engaged in the prov- 
ings. {JLde.)\ 

Moral Symptoms. 

General depression and despondency, though the weather is’ 
bright and beautiful. 

Imi)aticnt and restless mood, with dull, stupid feeling in the 
brain; very irritable and morose temper; worse in the 
* ev^ening. 

Feeling of great prostration, with a meditative mood, and 
unable to associate the mind with any external object. 
Attem])tiiig to exercise the mental faculties would increase tlie 
depression and occasion rapid respiration, witli a feeling 
of great anxiety. 

Great mental anxiety, pacing backward and forward iu the 
room; then throwing one^s self on the bed and rolling 
from one side to the other in the greatest mental agita- 
tion; sleep with the most horrible and frightful dreams, 
which awaken me. 

Mind inactive, with a dull, muddled feeling in the head. 

Head. 

Twinges of pain in different parts of the head; now through 
the right temple, extending backward, then thrpugli the 
occiputi fi-om ear to ear, then in other parts of the head, 
more or less severe.

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Oppression deep in the head, and sense of something lying in 
the head fVoni one ear to the othet. 

Dull, oppressed feeling through the forehead, with sometimes 
a deep pain extending across from the temporal bones, 
apparently at the base of the brain. 

Pains in tlie head, (of a shooting character,) sometimes in the 
right parietal region, sometimes in the left; also in the 
mastoid processes. 

Pretty severe pain in the left side of the head, from -the fore- 
head extending deep into the brain, coming on in par- 
oxysms. 

Pain in the left side of the head, from over the left eye back 
toward the occiput; somewhat sharp, but soon passing off. 

An interniittent, pulsative pain at the vertex of the head, in 
a small spot beneath tlie scalp. 

Itching of the scalp^ with slight eruption on the forehead, 
which soon disappeared. 

Eyes. 

Occasional dull, stupefying pain, deep in the orbits, worse on 
pressure. 

Dull, aching pain, deep in right orbit, lasting only .a few 
moments; fifteen minutes after taking the tincture. 

Sharp, darting pain in the external and superior side of the 
orbit of the right eye. 

(Edema and redness of the eyelids after rising. 

Unnatural sense of dryness of the eyelids, continuing for sev- 
eral hours. 

Severe painful stitches, first in the left, then in the right eye- 
ball, more at the internal canthus, for an hour. 

Ears. 

Paius in the head, apparently running from one ear through 
to the other. 

Pains often in the centre of the ear, most in the left, beginning 
in the head. 

Nose. 

Sensation across the bridge of the nose as if the nasal bones 
were being pressed together or pressed inward. 

Frequent sneezing, with discharge of sanious mudns from left 
nostril. 
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Proftise discharge of sanions mucus from left nostril, continu- 
ing all day, then gradually diminishing and affecting the 
right nostril. 

Face and Lips. 

Unpleasant sensation of bruised soreness and tension in the 
integuments of the face, on rising, especially on the^fore- 
head, above the left eye, and around it; somewliat sensi- 
tive when pressed or rubbed; continued some time. 

Eruption on the face of small, reddish, rough, scaly, erythema- 
tous patches the size of a pea; on the left side of the face 
and most near, the commissure of the lips; no decided 
pain or itching, but an unpleasant sense of tension. ^ 

Several papnlaii around the nose, which are red, and smart 
wdieri touched. 

Eruptions on the lips, dry, scaly, with violent burning and 
tension; more the inferior one. 

Lips have been livid, dark, sickly, and rough, for many days. 

Jaws and Teeth. 

Aching of some decayed teeth in the lower jaw of the left side, 
after dinner. 

Toothache in left side of the face, l)efore and after breakfast; 
w’ent off in the forenoon, and returned again after dinner, 
for an hour or two. 

Slight toothache on rising, scarcely to be noticed, but afterw’ard 
increased until noon, when it was very severe; cheek con- 
siderably swxdled; constant discharge of saliva from the 
mouth after 12 m. 

Pain was in decayed tooth, but the teeth on gach side sound: 
teeth on each side were so elongated and sore that it was 
difficult to eat. 

Excessive boring, digging pain, profuse flow of saliva, aggra- 
vated by w^alking in the cold air, and by contact; also 
high degree of heat, partial ease obtained only by lying 
down in a modorAtely cool room. Could not endure the 
pain; took Mercury 30 with relief. 

Teeth of the left side elongated and sore; violent pain, in the 
upper molars of the left side (sound teeth). 

Sensitive feeliz g in the teeth, sort of tingling, as if in the 
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nerves of the front teeth of the upper jaw; these symp* 
toins came on before going to sleep, but were not long 
continued or very violent. 

Soreness and cold sensation in the front incisor teeth, as if 
•they had been chilled by inhaling cold air. 

Teeth feel elongated in the morning, and then ache from half- 
, past two until four p. m., each day; the pain is sharp, 
stabbing, and severe, running along tlie course of the 
superior branch of the trifacial nerve, which is sensitive 
and the pain readily excited, and cannot lie on that side 
of the face at night. 

Toothache and dull face-ache during the morning, until after 
two P. M. 

Toothache gone, but swelled cheek remains. The tooth was 
the second submaxillary molar of tlie left side. 

Very rapid decay of the teeth. The filling has fallen out of 
two. 

® Toothache . — ^The leaf fibres of this plant have long been used 
in Switzerland for toothache, in the following singular 
manner. The fresh leaves of the plant ai’e torn, and the 
green thread-like fibers put into the car of the aching side. 
Curiously enough, in cases benefited by the remedy, 
these fibres become black, and are then renewed, while, if 
no relief is exporienc(Mi, they remain green. During last 
year I prepared a tiiicti:re of the whole plant, and from it 
made the second decimal attenuation. About seven-tenths 
of the cases of odontalgia which have come under my 
treatment Jjave been cured by tlie administration of tliis 
rehiedy, in about ff teen w.inntes!' Many other case have 
been much benefited. From the wide range of useful- 
ness in this disease, I conclude it will become useful in 
other diseases. {Dr. Ueutlingcr., Hale.)

Diyness of the mouth and throat.

Hemorrhage from the gums. 

Eawness and soreness in the pharynx in the night; this symp- 
tom continuing all the next day, in a modified ^egree, 
with dryness and tickling in the throat, inducing a dry, 
hacking cough. 

Hoarseness, as if from dryness in the larynx, on rising in the 
moj'uin^. 

Gastrio Symptoms. 

Constant eructations in the morning, which taste strongly of 
sulphur; lasted all day, and during the forenoon the sul- 
phur taste always present; taste changed in the afternoon ; 
strong taste of carbonic acid, as much so as if a bottle of 
vrell-charged soda-water had been drank; this gas eructa- 
ted in large quantities, at intervals of five to fifteen 
minntos, during the afternoon; the gas passed dowm into 
the bow’cls after supper, causing great borborygmi, and 
passing off with a strong odor of sulphuretted hydrogen. 

Sensation of heat in the praecordia, with fnlliiess oi* the ab- 
domen in the afternoon, while walking in the open air, 
going off soon after sitting down. 

Peculiar indescribable feeling in the region of the right cardiac 
orifice of the stomach; especially after eating a hearty 
meal, there Avould be a cx)olish, painful sensation, as if 
the parts were distended; symptom lasted about a week. 

Faint and trembling feeling, with nausea. 

Hypochondria and Abdomen. 

Slight uneasiness in epigastrium; frequent emptj^ eructatioils, 
w’ith slight rumbling in the bowels and occasional emis- 
sions of flatus. 

Griping pain in the bowels, with nausea almost to vomiting, 
continued half an hour in the evening. 

Severe colic pain in the left side of the abdomen, deep beneath 
tlie cartilage of the floating ribs, increased by deq> in- 
spiration, and by lying on that side. 
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Occasional eructations, which do not relieve the pain. 

Pain during the day in the right iliac region, as if a stone was 
in the right inguinal canal. 

Acute pain in the right hypochondria and abdominal muscles, 
^manifest themselves, and continue in a greater or less 
degree during the afternoon and evening. 

Urine. 

Unusually free and profuse discharge of urine. 

Urine of a deep orange color; secretion increased. 

Freipient micturition of colorless urine. 

Nocturnal enuresis ; arose twice during the ifight, passed 
each time a pint or more of light-colored urine (never 
before). 

Passed a large quantity of very dark red urine, of a very strong 
odor, on rising in the morning. 

Urine very profuse and light-colored, and deposits a white 
sediment. 

Urgent desire to urinate on arising in the morning, with 
slight tenseness of the bladder, but passing very little 
urine. 

Tickling, with unpleasant itching in the orifice of the urethra; 
came on suddenly, and lasted a few minutes in the .morn- 
ing, and again in the evening. 

Sudden, darting, stinging pain running up the urethra while 
sitting. 

Tenderness over the region of the bladder, on pressure. 

® In enuresis, — Since my attention was, called to the subject, 
some fifteen years ago, I have used this remedy with 
great success, in enuresis. It is especially applicable to 
the nocturnal enuresis of children, particularly when de- 
peiidin|^ on laxity of the sphincter vesica. In most of 
these cases the children usually secrete a larger quantity 
than normal, of* a pale, watery urine, and though great 
pains ar(3 taken to have the bladder thoroughly emptied 
before retiring, yet the pressui’e on th% weak sphincter 
will cause its escape before morning. It has seemed of 
no effect when, Instead of laxity, there was paralyds of 
the sphnicter. We think it not so useful when the urine 
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is scanty, rather than abundant, and loaded with uric acid 
and its deposits. The bladder itself and the sphincter are 
in an irritable condition, and cause frequent micturition 
by night as well as by day; in this condition, while the 
Plantago affords no relief to adults, children freqi^ntly 
receive great beneJfit from it.’^ {Dr. E. W. Jones.y 
Stool and Anus. 

Unpleasant sensation of uneasiness in the bowels, and yet no 
stool. 

Uneasiness in bowels, as if compelled to go to stool before 
eating.# 

Looseness of the bowels, with feeling of weakness. 

Loose stool every day, and sometimes twice per day, w^th some 
pain in the rectum and slight colic before stool. 

Very watery stool, with very little pain or desire for stool^ 
about ten i\ m. Eructations still continuing. 

Frequent discharge of stinking flatus, with uneasiness of the 
bow^els, and followed by loose stool. 

Stool at one a.m., and at daylight; stools w'atery at first thin, 
then thicker and more papescent; then thin again, and 
so on; also passed large quantities of wind. 

Passage of some blood during an easy stool. 

Partial prolapsus of the rectum during stool. 

Pain in the rectum and lumbar region; stools of a normal 
character. 

® A physician, Dr. , remarked at the Illinois State Medi- 

cal Society that he had cured, during the season, every 
case of cholera infantum in his practice with the 3d of 
Plantago. {Dr. Hale.) 

Male Genital Organs. 

.Diminished sexual excitement all through, thus far. ^ 

Unconscious emission of semen at night whilst asleep. 

Chest. 

Orgasm, or flow of blood to the chest, with sensation of heat. 

Great weakness and oppression of the chest, with shortness of 
breath, followed by nausea, almost to vomiting. 

On talking or reading aloud, obliged to*< stop several times in 
a sentence to take a breath; continued all the evening. 
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Difficulty of breathing, as if there were no air in the room. 

Frequent, involuntary, deep breathing, approaching toyawning. 

Panting breathing, on the least exercise, particularly on as- 
cending stairs, with violent palj)itation of the heart, and 
accelerated pulse. 

Stitcff in the heart after dinner. 

Violent beating of the heart on ascending stairs, which lasted 
about five minutes. 

Dull, aching, sub-cutaneous pain near the left side of the 
sternum; a little below its centre; worse by pressure, and 
also on sitting, but passing off on moving. ^ 

Sharp,. darting pain in the left side, several times during the 
day^ then in the right side; at one time a very sharp, 
darting pain passed up the right side; very peculiar in 
* its character. 

Sharp stitch or catching pain in the lower lobe of the left lung, 
on drawing a long breath at night in bed. 

® I have repeatedly used ^n application of Flantago with 
prompt and decided benefit, in ert/sipelatovs inflamm- 
tions of the female breast. Its action has proved far more 
satisfactory in allaying and arresting the inflarimiatory 
process than Arnica or Hainamelis. 

Neck, Back, and Loins. 

Soreness and stiffness of the neck, upon moving or turning . 
the head, passing off after some time. 

Soreness and stiffness of the sternO'Cleido mastoid muscles 
of the right side of the neck; worse on moving the head 
to side affected, and relieved on moving it to opposite 
side; continued for ten days. 

Great weakness across small of tlie back, extending around 
the body, as if the body were broken. 

Sharp pain in the left side, sometimes extending to the right 
shoulder, then to the right side, then spreads over the 
upper part of the back. 

Pulsative pain between the scapulse, passing from one to the 
. other, and from thence to the dorsum of the right arm, 
in the extensor muscles, darting from above toward the 
elbow. 
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Dull, Bchiug pain in the sacrum, a little below its union with 
the lumbar vertebrse; worse during motion or standing. 

Tenderaess on pressure along the spinal column. 

Upper Extremities. 

Lead-like weight and heaviness^ of the extremities, arms|jind 
legs. Great weariness and desire to lie down. 

Aching rheumatic pains in left shoulder, going off in a few 
minutes. 

Rheumatic pains in right shoulder, came on while sitting, 
lasted for an hour. 

Pains in the Muscles of right arm, chie% below the elbow. 

Rheumatic drawing or sticking pains in the joints of the 
fingers.. 

Itching in the commissure of the fingers of the left hand; 
worse at night, but more or less constant. 

Lower Extremities. 

Pain and uneasiness of tlie loins and lower extremities. 

Dull, aching pain in the right shoulder, alternating with a 
dull, aching pain in the right hip, which passes down the 
limb. 

Pain in the right side and right knee-joint, continued at 
irregular intervals. 

Drawing pains in the posterior muscles of the right thigh, 
wdth teTulemess on pn^ssure. 

Sharp, shooting pain, passing fropi the trochanter major of 
the right leg into the hip joint. 

Painful soreness of the left leg, below the knee, as if it had 
been strained. 

Skin. 

The skin of the whole body is sensitive, and leaves a burning 
sensation wlien scratched. 

Itching in the lower limbs, also in other parts of the body; 
rubbing feels grateful, but does not relieve ; when the 
rubbing ceases, a burning sensation is experienced. 

Prickling or stinging pains in the skin of different parts of 
the body and limbs ; these pains are sometimes of a 
prickling character, as if produced by very fine needles; 
at others with a burning sensation, as if from nettlesi 
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never appearing in different parts of the bddy simulta- 
neously, but always confined to one spot at a time; they 
manifest themselves chiefly in the afternoon and evening, 
and almost exclusively while sitting in a warm room, and 
^eldom felt during exercise in the open air. 

Eruption about the hips and thighs, particularly on the inside* 
of the thighs; the papulae are isolated, hard, white, and 
flattened; some of them have a small red point in the 
centre; they itch slightly on first making their appear- 
ance; when scratched, the Itching becomes more violent; 
and a burning sensation supervenes, and deep redness is 
diffused through the part, which lasts about five minutes; 
in several hours they become more elevated and acumin- 
ated, and, finally, in about twenty-four hours, gradually 
disappear, \vithout suppuration or desquamation, and 
others spring vp. Several appeared on the wrist and 
between the fingers. 

Tapulse exude a yellowishthumor, soon forming a crust. 

Soreness and slight^ tumefaction of the submaxillary glands on 
each side. 

* Tlie hand and a portion of the face, in the case of a young 
lady, were red, swelled, itching violently, and in places 
covered with vesicles; she took pellets medicated wdth 
• Plantago 1st, and applied a lotion made by a teaspoonful 
of the tincture to a cup of water. The relief was prompt, 
and a cure Avas effected in three days, 

® It is reported to have cured cases of poisoning with ivy^ 
poison sliiimach (lihus ven.), where the face has been 
fearfully swollen and red like erysipelas. The leaves were 
wilted under a roller and applied to the part, with prompt’ 
relief and subsidence of the swelling. 

® Tlic Plantago is used with benefit as an application for lacer- 
ated or incised wounds or injuries, and especially when 
attended with painful swelling and tendency to erysipela- 
tous inflammations or sphacelus. 

^ A young man cut his thumb through the root of the nail; it 
was dressed and treated by an allopathic physician for two 
or three weeks ; it became inflamed, feaiffully swollen, 
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and was very painful. I made two prescriptions, using 
the Flantago externally, widi the tincture, and cured^t. 

^ The second was a young man who had his finger bitten through 
the first joint, so as to almost sever the end of the finger. 
•Wlien I first saw it, it was swollen to about the size of a 
'hen’s^ egg, and very much infiamed. I made twf or 
three external applications, and cured the linger. 

® A young man with a frost-bite on the top of his foot; it 
was badly swollen, and he was unable to walk. With 
about a two-ounce vial of the Plaiitago-wash it was cured, 
lady, about forty-five or fifty years old, had been 
troubled wdth a milk-leg for many years. At times it 
would swell and be very painful. I gave her a solution 
of Plantago, for external applications, and it relieved her 
at once, and with the aid of Sepia and Rhus, infernally, 
she remained (jiSite comfortable until she passed from my 
knowledge. (Ur. George Waehhurne^ 

® A lady, while dressing a codfish, thrust one of the fins into 
^ the palmer surface of the middle finger, just over the 
second or large joint. The wound 'was deep and bled pro- 
fusely; but no attention was paid to it at the moment, 
except to bind it up with a rag. The night following, the 
part became excessively painful, the pain extending from 
the wound up to the shoulder, causing great distress. The 
next morning the whole hand was swelled, back and front, 
especially the injured finger. The arm also even swelled 
up to the shoulder, and there were two distinct light 
pinkish streaks running up the front of the arm, from 
the hand to the shoulder. -*The third day, after some 
fruitless applications, being almost agonized with the 
pain and suffering, she applied bruised plantain leaves to 
the part, removing them as often as they became dry. 
In about half-an-hour after the application, she felt so 
relieved that she fell asleep, and slept probably an hour 
the 'first sleep she had after the accident. In two oi 
three days the finger was well. (Dr. 0. Gresson.) 

Sleep. 

Restless at jiight, with inability to sleep, frequent dreams of 
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a gloomy character, rousing me from sleep; worse about 
jttiidniglit. 

Some throbbing of the arteries at night, and restlessness until 
twelve or one in the morning. 

Restless sleep, with every variety of fanciful dreams, with 
grinding of the teeth. The highest degree of restlessness 
at night, with the most vivid, congruous, and coherent 
dreams, also incoherent and disgusting dreams, all in rapid 
succession. 

Fever. 

Some chilliness and slight headache; cold hands and feet, and 
ringing in the ears for some time. 

Cold chill running over me, and goose-skin; fingers cold. 

Sliarp, transient pains in the left temple, while sitting by the 

. • furnace and after having been out. 

Chilliness on rising, after being seated for three hours, with 
sensation of heat in the chest and erratic pains in the 
limbs, chest and head; these symptoms continuing from 
one until three o’clock, with disposition to stretch. 

Dull and stupid feeling, with an inclination to stretch and 
yaw'n frequently, with oppression in the chest, and aver- 
sion to mental and physical labor. 

Strong, full, and intermittent pulse, varying fibm 70 to 80 
beats per minute in a recumbent position, and increased 
to from 95 to 100 in an erect position, .in the evening. 

Intermittent and irregular pulse. *' 

Almost imperceptible pulse; 100 per minute, and easily com- ' 
press! ble. 

Highest degree of excitability; high fever; strong, bounding 
pulse; 120 per minute;^ sensation of great heat, with 
thirst; imagined •the room to be very hot and close.* 

(Innatural heat of tlie head, hands, and feet, ‘all the time; 
pulse 72. 

° (Intermittent feveV.) 

Lt was in high repute among the ancient medical writers as a 
remedy for intermittents, they recommending a driilk 
made from an infusion of the roots of the plant. 
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® Dr G. Washburiie relates the cure of several cases made with 
the tincture or first dilution. 

® That it will prove valuable in intermittents is quite certain. 
The symptomatic indications, as ,well as tlie getius of the 
remedy, point fb its value in typhus and typhoid condi- 
tions. ' . 


PODOPHYLLUM PELTATUM. 

{Mandrnkfi, May-Apple.) 

Botai^icat. Desoiiiption. —Height about one foot, etem round, sheathed 
at base, dividing into two round petioles, between wliicli is the flower. 
Learn broadly cordate, in five to seven lobes, each lobe about six inches 
long, from the insertion of the petiole; two lobed and dentate at apex; bar. 
ren stems, with <»ne centrally peltate leaf. Flower pcduneulate, drooping, 
white, alxuit two imdies in diameter. Fruit ovate, oblong, large, yellowish, 
with a peculiar flavor, likened by Wood to the strawberry. 

It is an indigenous, perennial herb, with a long, jointed, dark brown 
rhi/iOma, or root, about half the size of the finger, spreading extensively in 
rich grounds, and givingoff fibres at the joints; internally it is yellowish. 
The fruit is fleshy, one-ccllod, one or tw'o inches in length, of a lemon 
color, with brownish spots when ripe, and covered with a larg(3, persistent 
stigma. The mucilaginous pulp is edible, and esteemed as a luxuiy by 
many persons; it enchises twelve seeds, in pulpy arils. 

[The variety named Podophyllum montanum, by Rafinesque, grows in 
the South.l 

Mandrake grows throughout the United States, in low, shady situations, 
flowering in May and June, maturing its fruit in September and October. 

The root is the officinal portion; the j)roper time for collecting it is in 
the latter part of October, or early part of November, soon after the ripen- 
ing of the fruit. 

T\\ti fruit possesses slightly laxative and diuretic properties, the rind and 
seeds being the medicinal portions. 

The leaves arc deemed poisonous, probably possessing the same proper, 
tics as the root. 

Podophyllin is the resin obtained from mandrake, and is very extensively 
used instead of the crude root. Dr, King, the eclectic, claims to have dis- 
covered and intiiQdueed this preparation to the notice of ^the medical pro- 
fession. It is a yellowish yellow-brown powder, insoliihle in water, oil 
of turpentine, dilute Nitric acid, and diluted alkalies. It is said to be 
composed of two resins, both of which are purgative, one is soluble in 
alcohol only, the other in alcohol and ether. It has no alkaline or acid 
reaction, but, forms a saponaceous compound with the alkalies. It has a 
bitter, nauseous and acrid taste. From four to eight grains act as an emetb. 
cathartic, with griping, nausea, prostration and watery stools. From two 
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to four grains as a drastic-cathartic, with nausfia and griping; even one 
half a grain often acts as an active cathartic. 

Officinal Prepauations.— -Tincture of the root, with strong alcohol: 
dilutions. Podophyllin and its triturations. (The rind of the fruit, the 
seeds, and the leaves, are all medicinal, the pulp of the fruit edible.)

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POLYGONUM PUNCTATUM. 

{Smart-weed.) 

Botanical Description. — This plaut, sometimes called Water-pepp&r-, 
is the Polygonnm liydropipcr of Michaux. It is an annual plant with a 
smooth stem^ branched, often decumbent at base, slender-joinled, swelling 
above the joints, and of a reddish or greenish-brown color, sprinkled with 
glandular dots, and from one to two feet in height. 

Polygonum punctatum is a well known, intensely acrid plant, found 
growing in nearly all parts of the United Slates, in ditches, low ground, 
among rubbish, and about brooks and water-coiirses, flowering in August 
and September. There are manj' species of Polygonum, which, although 
possessing similar virtues, yet difler materially in their medical potency. 
The whole plant is ofllcinal, and has a biting, pungent, acrid taste, and 
imparts its virtues to alcohol or winter. Age renders it inert, and heat 
impairs its medicinal qualities. 

It should be collected and made into a tincture while fresh. The plant 
has not been analyzed.

Botanical DEscinrTiON.— This tree, also known as the White poplar, 
grows from twenty to fifty feet high, with a diameter of from eight to 
twelve inches. It is covered with a smooth, greenish-white hark, except 
on tlie trunk of very old trees. The leaves are orbicular. cordate, aiiruptly 
accuminate, dentale-.scrrate, smooth on both sid(‘s,‘ pubescent at the mar- 
gins, dark-green, three nerved, from two to two and a half inches long, 
growing on long, .slender, and laterally compres.sed petioles, which 
accounts for the coiilinued agitation of the leaves by the slightest breeze. 
Aments plumed with silken hairs, about two inches long, pendulous, 
appearing in April, long bed’ore the leaves. Scales cut into three or four 
deep linear divisions, and fringed with long hairs. 

PiiKPAKATiONS.— Tincture of the inner bark and leaves with 
strong alcohol; dilutions; P</puliti and its triturations.

{Wafar Ajsh.) 

Botanical Description. — This plant is also known as Wingneed^ Shvvhhy 
trefoil, and Swamp Dogwood. It is a shrub from six to eit^ht foot hi^h, with 
trifoliate, and marked pellucid dots: the leaflets are sessile, ovate, 
short, acuminate, downy beneath when young, crenulate, or obscurely 
toothed; lateral ones inequilateral, terminal ones eiinate at base, from 
three to four and a half inches long, by from one and a quarter to one and 
a half inches wide. The flowers are polygamous, greenish-white, nearly 
half an inch in diameter, of a disagreeable odor, and disposed in terminal 
corymbose cymes. Stamens mostly four; style short; fruit a two-celled 
samara, nearl}^ an inch in diameter, winged all aiound, nearly orbicular. 
It is common to this coiintr}^ growing mostly wt^st of the Alleghanies, in 
shady, moist hedges, and edges of woods, flowering in June.

PROTOSULPHIDB OF MERCURY. 

{Mercurius Protosulphide.) 

Phaumacoixigt.— This is known as the Black sulphide of mercury, 
Black Sulphuret of mercury, and the Subsulphurct uf mercury. 

It is a black, impalpable powder, having none of the metallic lustre of 
mercury, and in its combination loses the characteristic appearance of 
the mercurial particles. 

It may be prepared by triturating mercury and ^blimcd sulphur 
together in their atomic proportions. Thus: carcfblly weigh out one hun- 
dred grains pure mercury (quicksilver), and thirty-two grains sublimed 
sulphur, mix very thoroughly in a mortar which has been carefully washed 
and thoroughly dried, and then triturate with force from two and oneJialf 
to three hours. w.

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Characteristic Symptoihs.

PULSATILLA NUTTALLIANA. .. 

{Am^ican PvXsatilla.) 

Botanical Description. — Villous with long silken hairs. Stem erect; 
in flower, very short; in fruit, eight to twelve inches high. Lmva long- 
stalked, tcrnatcly divided, the lateral divisions two-parted, the middle one 
stalked and three-parted, llie segments once or twice-cleft into narrowly 
linear and acute lobes. Involucres below the stem, lobed like the leaves; 
sessile sabulately dissected, concave or cup shaped in position. Sepals flve 
to seven, purplish, spreading, about one inch long, silky outside. Flower 
singles, appearing before the leaves, pale-purplc, cup-shaped. Carpels (fruit) 
50 to 75, with long plumous tails, one to two inches In length, collected 
ioto a you n dish head. 

" Botanical History.— This plant when flrst discovered by Huttall, was 
called by him the Anemone Ladoviciana, It was afterwards called A. pra- 
tensis, by IIookeiy| 

Gray, (Genera of plants of U. S.,) gives a minute description, illustrated 
by a beautiful plate. He calls it tlie Pulsatilla pratensis. In the later 
editions of his Botany, he applies thd name Pulsatilla Nuttalliana. VlTood 
places it in the genus Anemone^ as the A. Nuttalliana, King (Dispensa- 
tory) calls it A. Icikdmiciana, 

Although it is well that the botanfst, Nuttall, should honored, I 
should prefer the name Pulsatilla Amsfieana as the fittest designation for 
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the only species of the gma* growing in America. All botanists agree in 
giving it the common name of Pasque-flower^ which is the popular name 
given the Pulsatilla in Europe, because the blossoms appear at Easter. 

Nuttall states that this plant is to be found near the otinfluence of the 
Missouri and Platte rivers, and thence west to the Rocky Mountains. It is 
also met with in considerable abundance in the States of Wisconsin ,jsnd 
Minnesota, especially on the dry and sandy bluffs forming the bed of the 
Mississippi. It has also been found in the most northern counties of the 
State of Illinois. 

Gray says it does not extend down the Mississippi as far as Louisiana, 
probably no farther than the low’er boundary of Iowa. Along the Rocky 
Mountains, however, it does extend as far southward as latitude 35®, Mr. 
Fendler having gathered specimens at Santa Fe. 

It is a plant of peculiar appearance. The large cup-shaped flowers of a 
purple hue, appear before the leaves, almost immediately after the melting 
of the snow has shown that the long aud dreary winter of the north is 
approaching its close. Hence tliese blossoms are eagerly sought for qb the 
flrst oflerings of the long desired spring. 

The leaves and stalks of the plant are covered with long delicate silken 
hairs. It is from this apn^ance that it got the name of “ Goslin Flower,” 
which probably originated with children. The odor of the dried plant is 
rather faint, being slightly camphoraceous, the taste of the dried flowers 
simply sweetish and herbaceous, that of the leaves being more astringent 
with very slight acrimony. 

The taste and, to some extent, the odor of the fresh plant are both acrid 
and irritating. 

When the seeds are ripe, each one is surmounted by a long silken tail, 
giving the plant, at a distance, an appearance somewhat similar to the ripe 
Taraxacum. These seeds, with their comet-like tails, are borne by the 
winds which sweep over our prairies, to great distances, there to propagate 
themselves in new situations. 

Gray is correct in stating that the American Pulsatilla is more like Pul- 
satilla Vulgaris, than the Pulsatilla Pratensis of Europe, as will be seen by 
a comparison given below. 

Jahr, in his PharmacopoQia, gives the following description of the Pul 
satilla nigricans^ or pratensis used in homoeopathic practice. 

“Stems simple, erect, rounded, three to five inches high; leaves rj^dical 
bipinnatifled, downy ; flowers solitary, terminal, having folioles of calyx 
campanulah!, bent at the point, the odor of the herb but slightly evident, 
taste acrid and pungent. The fresh plant contains an attid and vesicating 
principle, and furnishes a corrosive oil, as well as a kind of tanniu which 
colors iron green ; in the dry stale it is entirely deprived of this acrid, 
quality. Grows in sandy pasture grounds, on hills and declivities, exposed 
to the sun.” » 

Jahr further says: “ We must be careful not to mistake this plant for the 
common Pulsatilla. (Anemone Pulsatilla)” (Pulsatilla Vulgaris). **Thi« 
last jplant, of which homoeopathy makes m use whateieegi^ only grows on dry 
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and sterile hills, and flowers in the spring-time alone, whilst the black* 
colored Pulsatilla flowers a second time again in the months of August 
and September. Besides, the Anemone Pulsatilla, is in all its parts, much 
less downy than the black-colored pulsatilla: its stem six to twenty^bur 
ceiitremerres high; flowers of clear violet or pale red, straight and not 
hanging like those of the black-colored pulsatilla; seeds surmounted by a 
long silky tail.** 

From this it would seem that the American Pulsatilla partook of the 
character of both the European varieties. Since the following pathogen- 
esis was flr»t published, the American Puhatilla has been extensively used 
in this country, and its curative powers have been found equal to thq^ 
fofeign. I And no difference in their qualities. {Hale.)

^ Botanical Descbtption.— Rhus glabrum (or smooth sumach), is a 
Bhrub from six to fifteen feet high, consisting of many straggling, glabrous 
branches, covered with a pale, gray bark, having often a reddish tint. 

The leaves are alternate, odd-pinnate, and consisting of from six to fifteen 
leaflets, about three inches long and one-fourth as wide, lanceolate, acum- 
inate, acutely serrate, shining and green above, 'whitish bimeatb, sessile, 
except sometimes the terminal odd one; during the fall they become red. 

The flowers are greenish-red, and arranged in tcsrminal, thyrsoid, dense 
panicles. Calyx oi three sepals united at base; petals five' stamens 
inserted into the edge or between the lobes of a flattened disk in the bot- 
tom of the calyx; styles i\\veiQ\ stigma^ capitate. 

Fruity a small red drupe, hanging in clusters, and when ripe covered 
with a crimson down, which is extremely sour to the taste, owing to the 
presence of malic acid in combination with lime.

RHUS VENENATA.

Botanical Description, — The Jihvs Vmenata or Poison Sumat^ is also 
known as Poison-wood, Poison-ash, and inappropriately as Poison-elder and 
Poison-dog- wood. This has been compounded with the Rhus Demix of 
Linna:us, a species which grows in Japan. It is a shrub or small tree, 
from ten to twenty, and even thirty feet in height, witli the trunk from one 
to five inches in diameter, brjuicliing at the top, and covered with a pale- 
grayish hark, which is reddish on the leaf-stalks and ground-shoots. 

*‘Khus Venenata grows in low ^eadows and swamps, from Canada to 
the Gulf of Mexico, flowering from May to August. The milky juice which 
flows when the plant is w'oundcd, is similar in its action to that of the 
Khus toxicodendron, and may, according to Bigelow, be made into a beau 
liful sliiiiing and permanent varnish, by boiling, very analogous to, that 
obtained in Japkn from the Rhus Dcrnix, It is more poisonous than the 
R. toxicodendron, and its volatile principle taints the air for some distance 

of an crys^elatous nature; someti]|^es the body becomes greatly 
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swollen, and the persons unable to move. Some persons are hardly, oi 
not at all affected, even by handling it. The affection caused by it, gen- 
f rally abates after several days, and may be treated in the same manner as 
named for the poisonous effects of the Rhus toxicodendron.” — King, 
Officinal Prepabations.

Botanical De.scription. — liicinus Communis, the Castor Oil bush, in 
the United States, is a herbaceous annual, with a white, frosted or glaucous 
hollow, smooth stem, of a purplish-red color upward. The leaves are large, 
alternate, -deeply divided into seven or nine lanceolate segmentis, peltate, pal- 
mate, serrate, from four to twelve lines in diameter, and on long, tSperiog, 
purplish petioles. The Jlowers in long, green, and glaucous spikes, springing 
from the divisions of the branches; the males from the lower part of the 
spike, the females from the upper. The capsulo is prickly, three celled, 
three seeded. The seeds are ovate, shining black, dotted with gray. 

lliSTOKT. — Ricinus Communis, or is an East Indian plant 

in which country it attains the size of a tree. In the United States, where 
it has become naturalized, it seldom grows higher than eight or ten feet; 
flowers in July and August, and matures its seeds in August and Septem- 
ber. The fixed oil of the seeds is the Castor Oil of the shops. ^

{False D)cust) 

Botanical Debciiiption. — TJiis tree is also known as Black Loemt 
Yellow Locust^ found in several parts of the United States, principally west 
of the mountains, being seldom found north of Pennsylvaniai or in the 
Atlantic Southern States; blossoming in May. It grows from fifty to 
eighty feet high, and from one to four feet thick; the bark is rough and 
dark. The numerous branches are smooth and armed with prickles. The 
leaiaes are unequally pinnate, the leaflets are from eight to twelve pairs, 
ovate and oblqng-ovate, thin, nearly sessile, and very smooth; stipules 
minute, bristUU'orm, partial. Flow'ers white, fragrant, showy, in numer- 
ous, axilarj*,, pendulous racemes. *€alpx fine, cleft, short, slightly two- 
lipped; standard large and rounded, turned back, scarcely longer than the 
wings and keel; stamens, diadelphous; stple, bearded inside; legume, or 
pod, linear, compressed, two to four inches in length, and about six lines 
wide, margined on the seed bearing edge; seeds, several, small, brown, 
reniform. When young, the tree is armed with thorns, which disappear 
in its maturity.

RUMEX CRISPUS. 

(TeXloui Dock) ' 

Botanical Desckiption. — TUih plant was introduced into this country 
from Europe/biit now be considered indijroiious to this continent. It 
has a deep, spindle-shaped, yellow root, with a »te/n two or three feet high, 
angular, fur ed, somewhat zigzair, smooth to the touch, pan icled, and 
leafy. 

The leuw arc lanceolate, acute, strongly undulated, and crisped at the 
ddges, of a light-green color; the radical ones are long pelioled, truncate 
or suh-cordate at tlie base; the uppermost are narn>wt*r and nearly sessile. 
Flowers numerous, pale-green, droo]»ing, disposed in a large panicl^ con- 
sisting of many wand-like racemes, of half wliorls, interspersed with leaves 
below. The root, as found in the shops, is in slices, cut transversely and 
dried; and occasionally the root is divided longitudinally into halves and 
quarters. This species is .sometimes called Sour-doek, Narrow-dock^ or 
Ourled-dock. The root is the oiUcinal portion. 

There arc thirteen species of I)ock growing in this country, about half 
of which are indigenous.

SANGUINARIA CANADENSIS. 

' {Blood-root.) 

Botanical Description. — Sanguinaria is a spring plant, found in 
OHiiada, and all parts of the United States, excepting southward to Florida 
and westward to Mexico and Oregon. It generally grows in rich lands, 
covered wiili forests and shaded in summer, avoiding the sea coast and 
high mountains. 

The root is perennial, horizontal, oblong, and, when green, nearly of the 
length of the fiiiifor, from one-fourtli to one-half an ibch in diameter, knotty, 
fleshy, with numerous radicles. Its prtemorscor abrupt form is occasioned 
by its making olT-sets from its sides, wliich off-sets separate astlierooi^ 
decays. Its color, externally, is reddi.sh-hrown; hut internally it is paler. 
It is succulent, and, when cut or broken, it emits, from numerous points on 
the Iran verso surface, a bright orange, or rather dark Vermillion colored 
juice, which has a bitterish, acrid, but peculiar taste, which remains long 
in the mouth, and leav(‘s a persistent burning in the throat. The juice of 
the stem is between a red color and a yellow, as that from the stem of 
Clu'lidonium majus is p\jre yellow, and that from Papaver is white. 

The chemical analysis shows it to contain an alkaloid called San- 
guinarina. Dr. James Sehiel, of St, Louis, claims to have determined the 
identity of Sanguimirina with Chelrythrin, obtained from Celandine. It 
also contains chelidonic acid. •

SANTONINE. 

(The active principle of Wonnseed) 

Botanical Desctuption.— Santoiiinum. Santonin^ or Santoninie acid, 
is a cry stalline principle, <jbtnined from Lemnt WorrnHeed^ or Artemisia 
contra, which is the same as the “Cina” of our Materia Medica. It occurs in 
colorless, pearly, four-si (h‘d orthorhombic tables, soluble in from four to 
five thousand parts of cold and two hundred and fitly parts of boiling 
water; freely^ soluble in alcohol and chloroform; moderately so in cold 
ether; insoluble, or nearly so, in glycerine. It has a neutral reaction, bpt 
unites with alkalies to form salts, and hence is freely soluble in alkaline 
solutions. On exposure to light, the colorless crystals of Santonin acquire 
a golden-yellow tint. If this change is a chemical, and not a mechanical 
one, the alteration must be very slight, since, according to Kruss, the yel- 
low crystals conduct themselves in their chemical relation precisely as do 
the colorless crystals, aad arc ])recipitated by the addition of acids to tlieir 
alkaline solutions, as colorles.s crystals. ^

The colors Avhich are 
mistaken for each other had always a different degree of purity and 
stiength, which, however, continues unalterably the same for each color, 
80 that when one has exactly determined by iheasurenient the purity and 
strength of two colors that are thus inistak(‘n, one can with perfect cer- 
tainty and precision determine, a priori^ by calculation with which two 
of all the other copirs these! two may be confounded. There is hardly a 
single color which can with certainty be distinguished from the rest; each 
one resembles an endless number of others; and thus the infinite host of 
colors which a healthy person can appreciate is reduced to an extremely 
small number. This stage manifests itself in the fact that all colors, the 
darker they really are, .so much the more resemble a lint hetweaii violet 
and ultramarine, with the determinatiim of which linte all other changes 
of color are determined alike. The yellow-siglitedlUannot at all perceive 
certain impn‘ssions of light; violet rays are no more to him than the in- 
visible thermic and actinic rays; be is cftlor-blind. The violet^ighted, on 
the contrary, sees every color, is susceptible to every stimulus of light; 
but ever so many of them invariably make the very same impression. He 
is not e,o\oxMind ; he merely eonfound4 the colors. In one Of^y early 
experiments, when I knew nothing beyond^ yeHow-sight, my colleague 
went, when the narcotism seemedtto have disappcai'ed ($. e., itihen,h»ha^ ffof 
used to to dine at a restaurant. The experiment was over and forgotten; 
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during lively conversation in a friendly circle, in comes the waiter with 
yellow egg soup. It smelt peculiar to Am, and looked quite redj Perfectly 
shocked, he sent the soup back as entirely spoilt. To the amusement of 
^his friends, he persisted obstinately in asseverations which to them were 
inexplicable. They came tJ words, and my hot-headed colleague left the 
good-for-nothing eating house in a pet. No doubt the waiter thought he 
was “ not all there.’* Now we know that in this delusion the first symp- 
toms of olfactory hallucination and violeusight were setting in, of which, 
then, no one as yet dreamed. 

It is the opinion of Dr. Roce, of Berlin, who has made the most extensive 
experiments with Santonine, that the various colors which cover the field 
of vision is “ not due to any actual change in the color of the media, by 
which the rays of light reach the retina, but to an altered percept id in tJiA 
nervoiLS organ of vieion itself'' If such is the case, the Santonine ought to 
provp curative iii some internal disorders of the eye, wlH‘n such disorders 
show similar symptoms. As might have been expected, it has been found 

curative in some cases of defective vision and w^eakness of sight. Dr. , 

in the reports of an English liospital, records its curative action in 

o « failure^ of sights 

It appears that the discoveiy of its curative power was accideutal. An 
old man, quite blind, was given Santonine for worms. Under its infiucnce 
his sight partially returned. This led to its administration in 30 cases of 
weakness of vision— or, as the writer terms it, “nervous fiiilure of sight,” 
a kind of paralysis of the optic nerve. Of the 30 cases, 27 recovered more 
or less perfectly, the rest were not much benefitted.

[Santonine is one of the most powerful parasiticides, and will destroy 
tlie life of almost any species of intestinal parasite. It seems to have the 
most decided power over lumbrici, (long, round worm,) less on oxpwis, 
(pin worm,) and ]ea.st on tmnia, (tape worm.) 

For the destruction of lumbrici^ no better remedy is known. It should 
lie given in two or three grains of the lAXHh trituration, in a spoonful of ^ 
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sweetened milk, at a time when the stomach is empty, as before each meal, 
or, in infants, before nursing. In young infants the 2d and 3d triturations 
should be prescribed. A few days of this treatment will remove the worm 
' symptoms. It must not bd expected that the worms will be seen in the 
evacuations, for when they die in the stomach, they are digcBte^. If the 
child has diarrhoea, then the worma, or portions of them, may be discov- 
ered in the alvinc evacuations. 

In some cases of oxyuru^ Santonine will prove useful, but it should be 
injected into tlie rectum, as well as given by the mouth. It is a late dis- 
covery that if injections of warm lard are used, for a few nights, the pin 
worms disappear— their propagation is arrested. If a few grains of Santo- 
nine in the lowest trituration is added to each injection of lard (one-half or 
oue ounce,) the destruction of these parasites is rendered still more certain. 

1 do not know that this medicine has ever destroyed a tapeworm^ although 
instances may have been placed on record.

,(1.) Santonine produces a sort of parlysis, accompanied by rigidity of 
the muscles. 
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(2.) Its effects are produced in a manner analogous to the mode of action 
of Atropine and Pliysostigmine (Calabar bean). 

(3.) It entirely destroys the irritability of muscles, rendering them com- 
pletely rigid. 

(4.) Its therapeutical properties deserve more fully to be inquired into. 

In doses of more than three grains, Santonine sometimes occa- 
sions nausea and vomiting, with abdominal pains, greats 
thirst, giddiness, and profuse diarrhoea. Decidedly 
poisonous effects sometimes arise from doses which are 
quite insignificant in comparison with those some experi- 
menters have taken without serious inconvenience. In 
one case it is stated that a child six months old and conva- 
lescent fi’om small-pox, took five grains of Santonic acid, 
instead of three, which had been- prescribed. It became 
amaurotic, and did not recover its sight for two months. 
In another case, two grains of this substance were taken 
at a dose, by a healthy child of two years. In a quarter 
of an hour it was seized with convulsions, and within one 
hour it lay unconscious, with a hot head and congested 
face, the eyes twitching convulsively, the pupils largely 
dilated and insensible, the mouth foaming, the teeth 
clenched, the breathing stertorous, and the upper limbs 
occasionally jerking. On the morrow, recovery w^as com- 
plete. This resembles two cases in which Hoffmann wit- 
nessed such alarming cerebral symptoms, alter the admin- 
istration of Santonica, that he was obliged to apply leeches 
to the teirij^les and cold compresses to the head. These 
examples arc sufficient to illustrate the somewhat uncer- 
tain operation of Santonic acid, both in degree and in 
kind, and to suggest caution in its administration. •

SAREACENU PURPUREA. 

^ {Huntmnn'B Cttp^ Pitcher Plant) 

Botakical Description. --This plant, also known as sidesaddle JUnoer, 
fly-trap and pitcher plant, is an indigenous perennial, and '‘owes its 
strange appearance to a curious pitcher-shaped metamorphosis of tlie leaf, 
which resembles very much an old-fashioned' side-saddle. Six of these 
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generally belong to each plant. The leaf, which springs from the root, is 
formed l>y a large hollow tube, swelling out in the middle, curved and 
diminishing downward, until it ends in a stem, contracted at the mouth, 
and furnished with a large, spreading, heart shaped appendage at the top, 
which is hairy williin, the hairs pointing downward, so as to cause every- 
thing which falls upon the leaf to be carried toward the petiole. Abroad, 
wavy wing extends the whole length, on the inside. These lie upon the 
ground, witli their mouths turned upward, so as to catch the water when 
it hills. They hold nearly a wineglassful, and are generally filled with 
water and aquatic insects, which undergo decomposition, or a sort of digen- 
tiorij and serve as a nutriment to the plant. The stem rises direct from the 
root ; it is round, quite .smooth, and bears an elegant, dfjeply reddish purple, 
terminal flower, having two flower-cups; the external consisting of three 
small leaves, the internal of five egg-shaped, obtuse leaves, shining, and of 
a brownish purple. The blossoms are five, guitar-shaped, obtuse rejieal- 
edly curved inward and ontwartL and finally infleeteil over the stigma, 
whifch is broad and spreading, divided at its margin into five bifid lobes, 
alternating with the petals, and supportetl on a short cylimlrical style; this 
is surmounted by the stamens, which arc numerous, liaviiig short threads, 
and large, two-celled, oblong, yellow anthers attached to them, on the under 
surface. In the ycllow-fiowcred species of the Soutliern State's, Ihe bottle 
is v(*ry long, resemhl ing a trumpet, by which name it is often called. — King. 

The whole species arc water plants, and are found only in wet meadows, 
wet, boggy places, marshes, mud-lakes, etc., ami grow from Labrador to 
Florida, flowering in June. There are several species.

SCUTELLARIA LATERIFLORA. 

(ScalWap.) 

Botanical Description.— Scutellaria lateriflora has a slnall fibrous 
perennial root, with an erect, very branQhing, difiusc, quadrangular, nearly 
glabrous stem, from one to three feet in height ; the branches are opposite. 
TXteileares are on petioles about an inch long, opposite, thin, entire, nearly 
membranous, subcordate on the stem, ovate on the branches, acuminate or 
acute, coarsely serrate and slightly rugose. The flowers are small, oLa pale 
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blue color, and are disposed in long, lateral, axillary racemes, with ovate, 
iicute, entire, subsessile, distichous bracts, each flower axillary to a bract, 
and pedunculated. The cxdyx has an entire margin, which, after the 
corolla 1ms fallen, is closed with a helmet-shaped lid. Tlie tube of the 
corolla is about a qnarter of an inch long, the upper lip concave and entire, 
the lower tbrcc-lobed. Seeda^ four in the closed calyx, oval, verrucose. 

Scull-cap is an indigenous herb, growing in damp places, meadows, 
ditches, and by tlie side of ponds, flowering in July and ^August. It is 
known by the names of Blue aculUcdp^f^ide-flowcriny aculUcap, MadUdoy weed 
and WoodworL The whole plant is officinal; it slioukl be gathered while 
in flower, dried in .the shade, and kept in wcH-clcscd tin vessels. It is 
inodorous,‘bnt has a bitterish taste; alcohol on boiling water extracts its 
properties. Scull-cap is said to contain an essen^al oil ; a flxed oil, yel- 
lowish-grcen, and soluble in ether, a bitter principle soluble in wahjr, 
alcohol, or ether; chloropliyll, a peculiar volatile matter, albumen, a sweet 
mucous substance; a peculiar astringent principle; lignin. Chloride of 
Soda, and other salts. 

Scutollarin, the concentrated preparation, is of alight gi*eenish-brown 
color, with a faint tea-like odor, and a peculiar, herbaceous, somewhat 
gritty, resinous, tea-like taste, is insoluble in water, partially soluble in 
alcohol, and more so in etlicr.

cyme, with spiked branches. Flowevn large, pale rose-colored, without 
scent. Segments of the calyx, twelve or more, with a similar number of 
petals, stamens and pistil^. Offsets spread! ng.—Z.

SOLANUM NIGRUM. 

{Black Nightshade.) 

Botanical Description.— Solanuln Nigrum belongs to the natural 
order Solanncem (Night-shade Family). It has a low stem, much branched, 
spreading, angular nearly smooth, with ovate, wavy-toothed or sinuate 
leaves, and perforated, the edges erased, as if gnawed insects. Flowers 
white, small, with yellow anthers, lateral umbels, drooping, five parted, ob 
bractless pedicles. The berries arc black when mature, globose, and of a 
sweetish taste. The fiowers begin to appear in June, and September and 
in Octobo4 wc find i ipe berries, green berries, and flowers appearing on 
the same plant. The whole plant has a disagreeable narcptic odor, rcsem. 
bling in some degree the tomato; the root fs white and has little taste. 

It seems to prefer a shady locality, though 1 have seen specimeng grow- 
ing in the sun, but always of a dwarfy, unhealthy appearance. Owing tc 
the fact that this is often mistaken for the Belladonna, and used by many 
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physicians under the impression that it is the Belladonna plant, I here 
giA'c the botanical difference: 

Belladonna.— Stems strong, branched, purple colored, from three to 
five feet high— hairy. Leaves of an ejual size, oval, pointed, in pairs, on 
short foot stalks. Flowers, dark or brownish-purple color, large, pendant, 
beil-sliaped, furrowed, cut in five segments. Berries ripe in September, of 
a siiitiing black. ^ 

SoLANUM Nigrum. — Stem low, much branched, spreading, rough on the 
angles.* Leaves, ovale, many-toothed, almost always perforated by insects. 
Flowers white, very small, in small and umbel-like lateral clu.sters, droop- 
ing, five parted. Berries small, globular, black, ripe in SeptemlHjr; ripe 
berries, green berries and flowers found on the same plant at tin; same time.

With 
the contracted pupils we find photophobia, light spots, sparks, etc. It 
would seem that a condition of cerebral congestion was present witli 
the contraction of the pupils. With nearly all the eye symptoms there 
occurs dullness and heaviness bf the head, or severe pains over the eyes. 
Tire homoeopalliic occulist will doubtless find this remedy a valuable one 
in internal affections of the eyes, especially in amaurosis.—

It is soluble in f>6G7 part.s of water at 50®, in 2000 i)arts at boiling point. 
In absolute alcohol and ether it is very sparingly soluble. Boiling officinal 
alcohol di.s.solveH it without difficulty, and deposits it on cooling. 

The Svlphate occurs in colorle.ss prismatic ciystals, effitircscent on 
expasnns inodorf>ns. extremely bitter, fully soluble iir.Vater, sparingly 
soluble in alcohol. 

Phosphate <f Strychnia occurs in a white, amorphous powder, almost 
entirelj' in.soJuhIe in water, spars'eiy srdublo in alcohol.

Citrate of Iron amt Stryrhnia occurs in garnet red amorphous scales. Is 
soluble in Avatcr, insoluble in alcdhol. It has an acid and ferriginous, and 
persUtently^'bltter taste, and is deliqu^cent.

[In the North Amerimn Journal of Homoiopathy^ May, 1872, 1 published 
llic following? “ Heart Symptoms of Sumbul,” as a study, illustrative of 
the best plan of studying the cardiac symptoms of our medicines. — Ilale^ 
Motor Symptoms. 

Paljntatioii of the hearty with transient flushes of heat, irreg^ 
ular and iveak pulse. 

The heart beats softly, if in water^ witli “sinking ” of the 
heart, sicddiiK^ss and faintness all over. 

Paljntation of the heart, from the least exertion; going up 
stairs; increased by paying attention to it. 

Violent and irregular palpitation, with bellows sounds. 
Palpitation and jerking of the heart, at intervals, worse dur- 
ing the flii5>lies of heat, after drinking “ stout,’* and in the 
evening.

— Tansy has a perennial, moderately ereepin^r root, and an 
erect, licrhaceoiis, somewhat six-.sid(‘d, leafy, solid, striated, sniopth stem^ 
one to three feet in height, and branched above into a handsome corymb 
olteowers. The leavn are amoothish, dark green, doubly and deeply pin- 
natifid. The fltneers are golden-yellow, and arranged in dense, terminal, 
many-headed, fasfi'giate corymbs. There is a varii‘ty called Dimblc Tamy^ 
Tanneetum Crtapum^ with ciisped and dense leaves. — L. W, G. 

History. — Tansy is indigenous to Europe, but has been introduced into 
♦ibis country; it is cultivated by many, and also^grows spoulancouhly in old 
grounds, along roads etc., flowering in the latter part of summer. The 
whole plant is otflcinal; it has an unpleasant, aromatic odor, and a sfiNmg, 
rather pungent and bitter taste, which properties it owes to a yellow or 
greenish volatile oil, which possesses in a strong degree the taste and odor 
of the plant, a sp. gr. -of 0.953, aVn^ ultimately deposits a camphor. Its 
medicinal properties are extracted by alcohol, etiier, chloroform, and "by 
water in infhsion. Drying Impairs much of its activity.

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THASPIUM AUREUM, 

{Meadow Parsnip.) 

Botanical Dksctitption. — This is a i^erennial herb, growing by m0st 
rijer banks, flowering in June. Stem branched, one to two temately 
divided or parted (or rarely some of the root-leaves simple and heart- 
shaped), the divisions or leaflets oblong-lanceolate,, very sharply ciit, .ser- 
rate, with a w'edgc-shaped, entire base. Flowers deep yellow ; fruit oblong, 
oval, with ten-wiuged ridges. The w'hole plant is glabrous. The root is 
from two to four inches long, not larger than the little finger, distinctly 
and rather deeply yellow internally; externally brown. It has, when 
fresh, a strong, unpleasant, and rather nauseating odor, not unlike that of 
Coniiim. It has an aromatic, pungent taste, remaining long in the mouth, 
and is disagreeable and loathsome to the stomach. 

In the Transactions of the Kew York State Horn. Son. is a careful com- 
parison of the botanical differences of the Zizea and Thaspium, which 
prove quite conclusively that tlie pathogenesis publisheii under Zizea 
really belongs to Thas])ium auremn. Dr. J. 8. Douglas, the author of the 
paper, contends tliat the Z. integerima could not have caused the symp- 
toms said to h(‘loug to Zizea. 3Ioreover, the plknt once known to botanists 
as Z. auremn, is now removed to the genus Thaspium. I have, therefore, 
taken the liberty to place the pathogenesis under that name.

TRILLIUM PENDULUM. 

{White Betf^Boof.) 

BoTAisriCAL Descimptiox. — Boot oblong, tubiToiis, from which arises a 
JlendtT Wc/w, from ten to fifteen inchc.s in hciglit. threo, whorled 

at the top of the sh'iii, sub-orbicular rhomhoidal, abruptly ucuminate, from 
three to five inches in diameter, on petioles about a line in length. Flomrs, 
white, solitary, terminal, cernubns, on a rdcurved peduncle, from one to 
two and a half inches h)ng. t^epotn, gre^n, oblong-lanceolato, acuminate, 
an inch long. Prtah, wb ite, obl()ng-ovat.c, acute, one and a quarter indies in 
len/fth, by lialf an inch broad. Style»y three, erect, with curved stigma. 

This plant is common to the Middle aud Western States, ||(lr>wing in rich 
soils, in damp, rocky, and shady wrmds, and fiowcrlug in May^ud June. 
Wood enumcrate.s nine spccie.s indigenous to this country.. King say# 
“nearly all the species are medicinal, a/id possess analogous properties ; 
among them the T. Erythrocarpiim, T. Graiidiflorum, T. Sessile, T. Erec- 
tum^ a'^dT. Kivale are tl^e most common, and conseqtently the most fre- 
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qiiently collected and employed. These may be known by their three « 
verticillate, net-vcined leaves, and their solitary terminal flower, which 
varies in color in the ditierent species, being white, red, purple, whitish 
yellow, or reddish-white. Some have the peduncle erect, others recurved.” 
TJie common names of the species are Wake-Robin, Birth-root, Indian- 
balm. Lamb’s quart^^and Ground-lily. 

PiiAitMACOiiOoiCAL OBSERVATIONS.— From the remarks of King, quoted 
above, from the Eclectic Dispensatory, we learn that it is a mailer of indif- 
ference which, or how many species of Trillium go to make up the prepa- 
rations in use in that school. It is my conviction that no reliable knowl- 
edge can be gained by usin^ preparation made in this loose manner. 
For use in disease, some defimte, reliable tincture, made from a single 
species should be used. I am satisfied, however, from my inquiries, that 
none of the tinctures or triturations now in use by hommopatuists is pre- 
pared from the Trillium pendulum alone. We must adopt one of two 
methods — either one species exclusively, or several combined. 

If the T. pendulum is scarce, not sufficient to meet the demands, several 
.species may be used in ddinih*, equal proportions, not varying after once, 
fixed upon. 

The roots of these plants are oblong or terat(‘, somewljat tuberous, dark 
or browiiisli externally, white internally, from oik? to live inches in length, 
and from half an inch to an inch and a half in diameter, beset with a few 
branching fibres, laterally.

Flotcersy of a dull purple color, 
axillary, sessile, mostly in clusters of from three to five, in the form of 
whorls, rarely solitary. Fruit.in oval berry, about nine lines long, and 
six thick; of an orange-red or purple color, when ripe; hairy, somewhat 
three-sided, crowned with the persistent calyx 7 three-celled, each cell con- 
taining a hard, bony, furrowed seed. 

The root is the officinal part. It is of a dirty, yellowish-brown color, 
externally; about a foot and a half long, and about nine lines in diameter; 
whitish internally; sends out fibres, has a nauseous smell and a disagree- 
able amarous ta-stc. When dried, it is nnidily reduced to powder. 

Its virtues are imparted to water, alcohol and ether. The 2\ augnstifo- 
livim is a smaller species, and considered U) have the same medicinal

PnEPAnvTfONs,— Tincture with strong alcoliul, from the 
green plant, gathered in November; triturations from the driccj and pow- 
dered plant.

Obtain, from the Muriate of Ammonia, placcd^Bi siiitoble vessel, in coarse 
powder, and an equal weight of lime, previousl^aked and in powder, gas- 
ecus attimonia, and cause it to pass, first through a bottle filled with pieces 
of lime, and afterward through four fluid ounces Valerianic acid, con- 
tained in n tali, narrcAv, glass vessel, until tJie acid is Jieutraji?.cd : set the 
vessel aside that crystals may form. Break tlie salt in piece% drain it in a 
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glass funnel) dry on bibulous paper, and keep in a well stoppj^d bottle. It 
is now white, pearly, four-sided crystals, perfectly dry, of an offensive odor, 
like Valerianic acid, and a sharp, 'sweetish taste. Effloresces in dry aiii 
deliquesces in a moist atmosphere. Very soluble in water and alcohol.

VALERIANATE OF ZINC. 

(Zinci Valerianae^ 

Take of Sulphate of Zinc, five ounces and three-quarters; ‘’Valerian ate of 
Soda, five ounces; dissolve each in two pints distilled water, raise both 
solutions to near the boiling point, mix them, cool, apd skim off the crys- 
tals w’liich form. Evaporale the mother liquor at a heat not exce(?diug 
200*^, till it is reduced to four lluid ounces; cool again, remove the crystals 
which are formed, and add them to those already obtained. Drain the 
crystals on a paper filler, and wa.di them with a small quanlil}" of cold dis- 
tilled water, till Die washings give but a very feeble precipitate with the 
Chloride of Barium. Again drain and dry on filter paper at ordinary 
temperature. It is in white, pearly scab's, having a strong odor of Valer- 
ignic acid, and a metallic styptic taste. Dissolve in 1(50 parts cold water, 
and in 00 parts alcohol. 

Officinal Preparation s— Triturations. Pills. (The triturations are 
of such an intensely disagreeable taste and smell, that it is best to use cither 
a sugar-coated pill, of onc-fourtli or one-lialf grain crude; or pilules made 
from a trituration- with gum arabic instead of sugar.)

{American Hellebore^ 

Botanical Description.— percnnirtl, tliick, fle$hy, its upper por 
tioa turiicatcdy its lower half solid, and sending forth a multitude of large 
whitish roots. Stem from three to five feet high, roundish, solid, pubea 
oent, striated, closely invested with the sheathing hairs of the leaves. 
Lower Umee large, f^om siit inches to a foot long, and half ns wide, oval, 
acuminate, pubescent, strongly plaitetl, nerved, the lower partoof their edges 
meeting round the stem. UppesV leavee gradi^||k narrower; the uppermost 
or bracts, linear lanceolate; all aiternale. IKmere numerous, green, in 
compound racemes, axillary fh)m the upper leaves, terminal, the whole 
forming a sort of panicle. ***** A part of the flowers barren, so 
tliat the plant is stilctly polygamous. Seed vusek of three capsules, united. 
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to^jether, separating at top, opening on inner side. 8eedi flat, winged, 
imbricated. * 

History. — This plant is indigenous to the United Stales, growing in 
swamps, low grounds and moist meadows, flowering in June and July. It 
is known by the common names of Indian poke and Itch weed. The 
officinal part is the rooU which should be gathered in autumn, after the 
decay of the leaves. As it rapidly loses its virtues, it should be renewed 
annually, and kept in well-closed vessels. When fresh, it has a very 
unpleasant odor; when dried, it is nearly inodorous, and has a sweetish- 
bitter taste, succeeded by a persistent acridity. Its physical and therapeu- 
tical properties strongly resemble those of white lielleboro, and contains 
Veratria, gallic acid, etc — King. 

Pliarmaceiitists assert that the Veratria obtained from Veratrum viride^ 
and the alkaloid obtained from Veratrnm nlhuniy are identical. 

The root imparts its pnipertics to alcohol, 835, i. e.y diluted with 165 
parts water to 1,000. 

There a're three other species of Veratrum, indigenous to the United 
States, namel}’, the V. paripinm and V. a ngusti folium (grass leaved vera- 
trum). The latter is called by Oay ‘‘Stamanthciim.*’ These are probably 
mcdtcinal and ought to ho investigated. The third species, V, Woodiiy or 
Indiana veratrum, found also in Illinois and Iowa; of this nothing is 
known concerning its medicinal powers.

THE BBOMIDES. 

Description. — Bromine unites directly witli most metals. The application 
of heat is necessary to indulge the combustion of some of them. 

Vapor of bromine passed over ignited. Calcium, potassium, or sodium forms 
a bromide of the metal. Mercury combines with the liquid bromide at ordi- 
nary temperatures. Bromide of ethyl is formed by distilling hydrobromic 
acid or bromide of phosphorus with alcohol. Nearly all the bromides are 
soluble in water. They strongly resemble the chlorides. Chlorine with the 
aid of heat readily drives off the bromine and converts them into chlorides. 
They are ratlier unstable, some of them giving oil' part of the bromine on ex- 
posure to the air.

It is sparingly soluble in water, but mixes in all propor- 
tions with alcohol and ether. It burns with difficulty, giving a beautiful green 
flame, which does not smoke, but which evolves a strong odor of hydrebromic 
acid. 

Preparations. — Never given ekcept by inhalation. 

The action of ethyl bromide has been observed by niimeroas ex- 
perimenters^ who give it the following physiological actions : 
By inhalation or subcutaneously^ it causes death by a toxic action 
on the centre of respiration. 

An injection into the jugular toward the heart kills cardiac 
arrest, probably due to an action on the cardiac muscles. 

In toxic doses it diminishes the frequency of the heart, followed 
by a subsequent permanent rise to normal rate. 

In toxic doses, it depresses the actual tension steadily, due in 
major part to the depressant action of the drug upon the 
heart, and in minor part to a partial loss of tone of either 
the spinal vaso-motor centres, or the peripheral vaso-motor 
system. 

The inhibitory power of the pneumogastric is not paralyzed.

“Before entering upon the aubject-matter of this paper, the writer desires to 
call attention to the valuable work recently issued, entitled ‘ An Experimental 
Research on the Physiological Action of Drugs on the Secretion of Bile,’ by 
William Rutherford, M.D., F.R.S. Edinburgh: 1880. Dr. Rutherford, aided 
by his two pupils, Vignal and Dodds, entered upon the experiments which are 
detailed in this volume, with a determination to ascertain the exact value of 
certain drugs supposed to influence the secretion of bile. Alter showing that 
clinical experience is very untrustworthy, and previous experiments not wholly 
reliable, they decided to adopt the following improved plan of experimenta- 
tion. Briefly, it was as follows: 

“ * The dog was selected. 1. Because the size of the common bile duct ren- 
ders it possible to introduce a canula with an orifice sufficiently large to pre- 
vent its being blocked up by particles of inspissated mucus from the gall-bladder. 
2. For the reason that its digestion resembles that of man, inasmuch as its 
stomach becomes empty when the process is completed 

“ * The selection of the dog has proved fortunate, for the results of our ex- 
periments are in complete harmony with every perfectly ascertained fact 
regarding the, action of medicinal agents on the human liver, and prove that 
the liver of this animal is affected in the same seTiee — although it may not be 
in the same degree — by substances that act on the human liver. All the experi- 
ments have been performed on animals of the same species, placed as nearly as 
possible under similar conditions ; the results are fairly cQmparable ; although 
it must be borne in mind that, just as no two members of the human species 
can, even in their normal condition, be regarded as equally susceptible to the 
influence of any medicinal agent, neither can any two members of the canine 
species be held to possess identical susceptibilities. All the animals had a full 
meal of lean meat at three or four o’clock in the afternoon, and the experiment 
was begun between nine and ten o’clock on the following morning, so that the 
digestion and absorption of the food was completed, and the animal was there- 
fore in a fasting condition, 

“ ^This was an essential preliminary ; for, as is well known, the secretion of 
bile is accelerated during the process of digestion ; and had we taken the 
amount of bile secreted per hour during digestion, as an index of the activity 
of the liver previous to the administration of a drug, our experiments would 
necessarily have been worthless. The disturbing effect of^ii^iilar muscular 
movements upon the biliary flow was prevented by injecting into a vein small 
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doses of CurarCf repeated at intervals, when the motor paralysis it in- 

duces became too slight. In consequence of the Curare palsy, artificial respira- 
tion was had recourse to, and maintained at regular intervals throughout the 
whole experiment. Chloroform was used during the preliminary operation in 
two cases, but the stimulation of tlie liver which it induced rendered the experi- 
ments worthless. On the otl^r hand, we liave abundantly proved that the 
doses of Curare^ administered in the following experiments, have no influence 
on the biliary secretfbn, and do not interfere ivith the effects of hepatic stimu- 
lants. It is therefore an exceedingly valuable auxiliary in a research of this 
nature. ^ 

“‘The method of experiment we adopted was always that of a temporary 
biliary fistula. Through an opening in the linea alba, a glass canula was in- 
serted into the common bile duct, near its junction with the duodenum, and tied 
therein. To the end of the canula projecting from the abdomen a short caout- 
chouc tube was atiaclied, and to the free end of this a short ghuss tube, drawn 
to a narrow aperture, so that the bile might drop«from it, as Kohrig (Op. VI.) 
had recommended. The gall-bladder was then compressed, in order to fill the 
whole tubing with bile, and the cystic duct was clamped to prevent its return 
to the gall-bla(*der, and so compel all the bile secreted by the liver to flow 
through the canula. The wound in the abdominal wall was then carefully 
closed, and in all save the earliest experiments the animal was thoroughly cov- 
ered with cotton-wool, in order to quickly restore it to its normal temperature; 
and, guided by a thermometer in the abdominal cavity, great care was taken to 
keep the temperature normal — a matter of no small importance ; for if the tem- 
perature fall several degrees, the liver secretes more slowly. 

“ * The respiration requires to be maintained with regularity, otherwise the 
biliary flow is rendered somewhat unequal by irregular diaphragmatic compres- 
sion of the liver. Moreover, if the respiration be deficient, the secretion of bile 
is always diminished. Some of the slight oscillations observable in the charts 
of the biliary secretion in these experiments are probably owing to variations 
in the respiration; for in the earlier experiments we were obliged to have the 
respiratory bellows moved by hand, and this is never so regular os a machine. 
Notwithstanding this, however, the main results of these experiments are i)er 
fectly clear. 

“ ‘ Until it is attempted, one might suppose that this mode of experiment is 
extremely simple, but it is by no means so simple as it appears. It is needful 
to. manipulate the abdominal viscera with great care, and to avoid all dragging 
at the bile-duct; otherwise the secretion of bile becomes so irregular that the 
experiment may be useless. The canula must be very carefully retained in a 
Ijosition which will permit its moving with the diaphragm, but will prevent it 
from twisting the duct, and thus impeding the exit of the bile by forming a 
valve at its orifice. 

“ ‘ Bohrig estimated the velocity of the biliary secretian by counting the sec- 
ouds^that elapsed between the fall of the drops from the orifice of the tube. A 
singleii trial convinced us tliat this method is extremely laborious, and leads to 
iiuioctirate results, because it does not permit of continuous observations for any 
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length of time. Variations in secretion often occur independently of the ad- 
ministration of any substance, and it is impossible to estimate their significance, 
and make due allowance for them, unlefs the method of continuous collection 
of the bile be adopted. Moreover, we soon found that the degree of viscosity 
of the bile caused a variation in the size of the drops, and, therefore, in the 
intervals between their fall. We therefore abandoned this for the more accu- 
rate, method of allowing the bile to fiow into a fine cubic centimeter measure 
and recording the quantity secreted every quarter of an hour. In addition to 
constant ^llection of the bile, this method has the great advantage of permit- 
ting a graphic representation of the results.* * 

** llie experiments arc illustrated by cuts showing the rise or fall of the bile 
current. They are similar to those cuts used to illustrate the rise and fall of 
human temperature in fevers. I append one of the cuts, — showing the tracings, 
— illustrating the action of Eumymin on the liver, also the text explaining the 
experiment.

, “ ‘ ElgteTMtenl Qjig that had fasted twenty-four hours. Weight, 23,3 kilo- 
grammas^ The unusually long fast resulted from the anim^ having refused to 
take food on the afternoon of the day pr^eding the experl%jbutr’ It was prob- 
ably owing to this circumstance that the secretion of bile was ai low at the be- 
giiming of the experiment. 
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V > 

* Aviopsy , — Stomach contracted, mucous membrane normid. •The ^*£uch 
nymin ” had extended along about a third of the small intestine. The mucous 
membrane of the upper third was extremely vascular. Mucous flakes were 
scattered over the surface, and the whole appearance of the membrane re- 
minded us of the eflects of Podophyllin. But notwithstanding the v^ry obvi- 
ous irritation, the intestine at this part contained only a small quantity of watery 
fluid. The remainder of the intestine was dry and contracted, witliout any 
signs of irritation. 

* Besulta of ExperimenU with “ EttonyminJ* — 1 . Five grains of “ Eiibnymin,” 
when mixed with a small quantity of boiling water and placed in the duode- 
num, powerfully stimulated the liver. The analysis of the bile secreted Wore 
and after Euonymin” was lost. 2. Coincident with the marked action of the 
liver there was only slight increase of intestinal secretion. Seeing that Mr. 
Clotliier found **£uonymin’* to be an active purgative in the human subject, 
these experiments suggest that the purgative eflect may be chiefly due to in- 
creased secretion of bile. At any rate these experiments clearly show that 
this substance is worthy of receiving far greater attention in practical medicine 
.than it has done hitherto.* 

** These experiments, which were carried out with grbat labor and scientific 
exactness, will be of infinite value to physicians of all ^hools, but more espe- 
cially to those who recognize the law of Similiti as the universal law of cure. 
Those also who understand the true * Law of Dose,* as deduced from the pri- 
mary and secondary actions of drugs, will be greatly aided in their prescrip- 
tions of these hepatic remedies. 

Rutherford records some facts which prove conclusively that these hepatic 
drugs have a double action, the one exactly opposed to the other, namely: ( 1 ) 
That, whereas small, or medium doses always produced a physiological increase 
of bile-flow, massive doses decreased or completely arrested tlie secretion of bile. 
(2) That when a drug produced active increase of the intestinal secretions, it 
decreased the secretion of bile. (3) That the primary increase of bile was often 
followed by a corresponding suspension of the secretion for a longer or shorter 
period. These o1)servations are in accordance with my teachings regarding 
the pathogenetic 'actions of medicines, and from which 1 deduce the following 
axiom relating to the selection of the dose: ( 1 ) When the symptoms of a dis- 
order resemble the primary action of a dn^, prescribe that drag in the smallest 
rational dose. 

** Rlustrotton.— The primary acUon of thdophyllin was found to cause an in- 
crease of the secretion and flow of bile of a thin character, with colic, nausea, 
and irritation of the intestinal mucous membrane^ especially the colon and rec- 
tum, with congestion and inflammation of the liver. For this condition the 
dose should not be below the Sx trit. Or dil., if we ded^ prompt curative ac- 
tion. The secondary action of Podophyllin causes constipation, with arrested or 
retarded secretion of bile, with jaundice, hepatic enlaijj^^^t, etc., or profose^ 
choleraic discharges, with suppressed hiiiaiy secretion. For this oondlticm the 
drug must be prescribed in more appreciable, yet small doses, as the 7 }^, 

^ or of a gprain (I mean enough of the lx or 2x trit. to mdke either 
of the above-mentioned doses), repeated at suitable intervals. 
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“The law of dose will apply to all the hepatic remedies whose primary and 
secondary action is similar to that mentioned above. There are some drugs 
which cause hepatic symptoms in a reverse order, 

“As regards ttie relative power of the drugs experimented with by Dr. Ruther- 
ford, it is exceedingly interesting to compare their action by consulting the 
following 'list of indigenous drugs, which 1 copy from jthe monograph. The 
^ drugs are mentioned in the order of their relative* inherent power:

“ The table shows that Podophytlin caused the greatest amount of bile dis- 
charged during a given time ; but the doses were larger tliari the doses of Em- 
nyminj although the former is a very much more powerful drug. So with other 
drugs ; they seem to show a higher degree of power, but, considering the rela- 
tive potency of all the drugs (I mean the inJierent power ])er grain) as dis- 
turbers of the gentral system, the Euonymin may be consideretl the mo.st 
powerful in its pure, S|)eciho action, and in its influence over the secretion and 
expulsion of bile from the liver. 

“ It is interesting to note the different behavior of the discharge of bile under 
the influence of these drugs. Some cause a steady, continuous flow ; others a 
rapid jK)werful ‘spurt,’ or high rise in the tracing; while a few cause an in- 
termittent discharge. The latter two peculiarities are especially noticeable in 
the case of Emvymin. The above tracing beaulifnllv illustrates the effect of 
Eaonymin on the secretion of bile. Note the sudden higli rise, then the slight 
arrest, followed by the still higher rise, and the inlermittciit flow during the 
gradual decrease. Another interesting feature in this proving is, that, on iM)st- 
mortem, the upper third of the mucous membrane of the amall inlt'<tinrii — in 
the two experiments— was found to be hiyhhjvasrvlar, nm\ covered with flakes 
of mucus, while the lower two-thirds was dry. Tn the experiments with Podo- 
phyllin, ‘ the raucous membrane of the stomach and whole length of the small 
intestines was inten.sely red, and contained a large quantity of fluid; in 
another case the mucous membrane of the duodenum was intensely vascnlar.’ 
This is what we might deduce from the pnivings of that drug, judging from 
the symptoms iu our Materia Medica. 


CLimCAL OBSERVATIONS. 

We have no provingis^of Euonymin made in the usual manner of our school. 
Eclectig authorities have recorded that in doses of one-half drachm (^^ss) it 
causes 'nausea, vonHitiug, and purging.’ Dr. l^ayne says the^me dose taken 
by him ca^ed 'all the symptoms of cholera morbus/ In the Encyckposdia of 
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Materia Mediea is a case reported of a man who took 18 seeds of the Euonymus 
Eurojyeus one evening, and 18 the following morning. *Hc was seized with 
frightful abdominal pains and profuse diarriioea, eventually bloody. He was 
not seen till evening, when he was in a state of profound collapse, with involun- 
tary evueuations of blood and mucus. On lifting* him up, tetanic convulsions 
were induced, which immediately preceded death.’ Ein^a Diap. records that 
the seeds of the Euonymus Americanus are a violent emetic and purgative. The 
seeds are doubtless more powerful than the bark, but the crude tincture or in- 
fusion of the bwk is a powerful drug, for the following symptoms are recorded 
in my Symptomatology of New Remedies, and were collected from various sourc^, 
namely: ‘ Deathly sickness of the stomach, with perspiration and heat in face; 
violent catharsis with deathlike nausea; excessive tormina, prostration and cold 
sw^eats ; evacuations violent, profusj^ with much flatus.’ It is true that large 
doses of the Euonymin would cause all these violent symptoms, but I think that 
in the process of separating the so-called active principle, from the crude bark, 
much of the acrid and irritating property is eliminated. The same occurs with 
other drugs, e. g., Quinine. The taste of Euonymin has nothing about it remind- 
ing one of the pungent, acrid, and burning taste of the mother tinctures or the 
powdered bark. Eutherford suggests that if Euonymin causes purgation, it docs 
so by causing a profuse flow of bile, which is a powerful purgative. Thi.s may he 
true of Euonymin, but I believe the crude bark or tincture has, aside from its 
cholagogue effect, an irritant action on the small intestines o| tlie same nature as 
Podophyllum, but not in the same degree. I have used the 2x and 3x dilution 
of tincture of Euonymin in i)rofuse and painful diarrha a and cholera morbus 
and cholera infantum, and find it e(puil to Podoph. or Verat. alb. p>lectic 
authorities claim that Euonymin is very iisefnl and efficient in the same aflection, 
but iny experience with it in such conditions is limited to a few cases. In 
another class of disorders, however, I liave, during the last few years, used the 
lower triturations of Euonymin, with un^jiialifiod success, and I have selected it 
homcmpathically, basing my selection on its one physio-pathological symptom, 
namely, a profuse and irregular jiow of bile (primary) followed by its natural 
sequence — a scanty or sfippressed secretion of bile. 

“ Tiilioumess. — This condition, so well known to the laity as well as the physi- 
cian, is characterized by such symptoms as general malaise, a yellow or brown 
tongue, bitter or coppery t^te in the mouth, headache, generally frontal, worse in 
the morning, or sometimes occipital, vertigo, dark 8tx)ls befi^re the eyes, disin- 
clination for mental or physical labor, dark urine, constipation, or loose fecal, 
offensive evacuations, and muddy complexion. These symptoms arc usually 
treated by liomopopathists with Nux rom., Pry., Merc., or Podoph. By the allo- 
pathic school with Blue Mass, or Cb/ofae/, "followed by bit ter- water, or some 
saline purge. Both' methods are palliative, but not completely curative. The 
former method is by far the best. But I have had better success with Euonymin 
thanidrith any other reniwiy. I find a few grains of the lx trit. three times a 
day amply sufficient. After forty-eight hours, if the bowels do not move nor- 
mally and the tongue is cleaning, I advise two or three ounces of bitter-water 

iiiHhe morning before breakfast. I use the lx trit. because this condition aim- 

‘ • 
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ulates the secondary etTects of Eucnymm, Per eontroy if the patient has a yellow- 
ish-white tongue, some nausea and griping in the bowels, with loose ;|^ellow or 
greenish stool^ which bum the rectum, the 5x or 6x is prescribed, because these 
symptoms show an increased secretion and expulsion of bile, thus simulating 
the primary edbet of Euonymin. In children of all ages, who are especially 
prone to Uiis iorm of biliousness, or bilious diarrhoea with congestion and irrita- 
tion of the small intestines, Euonymin 6x trit. acts more promptly and happily 
than any other drug, unless some ftpeciai symptoms indicate Merc.j ZhUc.^ Iris, 
or Podoph. It is a notable fact, which any physician can verify, that if he pre- 
scribes Euonymin to his bilious patients to whom he has ulmally given Nux, 
Bry,, Mere,, Podoph,, or Iris, he will find that nearly all will testify thalf they 
prefer Enonymin to any of tlie above, for they soon recognize its prompt, happy 
action, and its excellent effect U 2 K)n the# condition, especially In its |K)wcr’Of 
restoring normal appetite and digestion. Many of my readeiu will recollect the 
cases oi^Ubuminuria reported by Dr. Wi II. Holcombe, ami in(iorporate<l in (lie 
last edition of Therapeutics of New Remedies. The curative efiects were bril- 
liant, and the drug selected solely on account of its power over the secretion of 
bile. 

“ Referring to the hepatic and intestinal disorders of children, it must be re- 
membered that the liver is much larger and more irritable in the very young 
than at any other age. Euonymin is, par excellence, the panacea of these dis- 
orders in children. Ihit it must he used intelligently and in accord;ince with 
my law of dose, when it will act most happily. There are three conditions char- 
acterized by peculiar symptoms in which it is indicated. 

*‘l. In children, especially in summer, when the bowels are disordered — tlie 
passages green, yellow, or olive-colpred, colic, nausea, vomiting of bile, or food 
mixed with bile, some fever, loss of appetite, indigestion, especially of milk, 
languor and stupor, with pale, yellow, or earthy complexion — no remedy with 
which I am acquainted acts so favorably on tliis state as Enor^ymin, from the 3x 
to the fex tri^iiration, frequently repeated. It is possible the higher triturations 
may bo ofiicacious, but I have never tried them. 

“ 2. Every one wdio has liad mucli to do with gastro-intestinal diseases of 
children have observed the i)eculiarly variable appearance of the stools and 
vomit. ‘No two passnge.s arc alike' is the con imou report of ^lie nurse. At 
one time they are green, tlien white, then watery or yellow, and the vomit just 
the same. Pulsatilla is said to be indicated for this, but I have succeeded bel- 
ter with Euonymin 3x trit. I believe this variability to he due to an irregular 
secretion and expulsion of bile, and fow this Rutherford's experiments show 
Euonymin to he the similimum. In very young children the 3x trit. repeated in 
one grain doses every three hours, changes the character of the stods to a nor- 
mal color and consistency. In older patients the 2x is required. 

“ 3. In children or adults there often occui*s t he following group of sy mptoms : 
After a sudden attack t»f vomiting and pui^ing of bilious matters— sometimes, 
however, without this first stage— we find the stools olay-culored, white, gray or 
watery and colorless, and V3ry offensiye ; there is some gagging or nausea, the 
urine is high-cblored, strong-smelling and contains bile; thefoodisnotdigested; 
• 
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there is ^reat prostration ; the complexion is sallow or janndieed, and the ex- 
pression dull and listless. Here tJie hepatic cells fail to eliminate biliary mat- 
ters from the blooil, and it seeks outlets through the skin and kidneys. Often 
the brain js poisoned and we have marked bilfeinia. Bemok add has often 
done me good service in these cases, but I have found the lx trit. of Euonymin 
to act more satisfactorily. This condition is such a one as we might expect 
would arise from an overstimulation of the liver with large doses of Etwnymifi, 
a retnction or secondary clleet. Consequently the law of dose rails for the lowest 
trituration or material doses. In the jaundice of adults due to 

“4. Biliary Calculi dr Concreiiom, the .solid const] tiients of the bile are in 
excess. If such constituents arc crystal lizahle we have Calculi^ if not, we have 
concretions in the form of tarry, lough balls, often in great niinibers. The in- 
dications of treatment are to increalb the fliiid portion of the bile, makirtg it 
thinner, and thus dissolving the solid mattters, or washing them out of the gall- 
bladder. After they have formed, and obstruct the gall-duct, the use, of large 
doses of Olive Oil will aid iii their expulsion; hut wc should at the same lime 
give hepatic remedies which thin the hiJe. Chdidonium i.s the chief remedy for 
this condition, although Kntlierford says Podoph.^^Jridin^ and nearly all the drugs 
he experimented with have this etlect. I believe Euonymin has this efiect 
equally with ChduL, although, unfortunately, the analysis of the bile, after the 
use of Enonymin, was lost. 1 think I have prevented the formation of biliary 
calculi in ni.'iny cases, by the ust* (»f both (Uielid,^ and Euonymin, with greater 
certainty than any other medicine. But we do not get good efiects with doses 
higher than the lx or i trituration in material quantities repeated every three 
hours. 

“o. Midaviom Diseases. — In true malarious disorders, notably those whicli 
cause iniermittents, the poison in the bh>od paralyzes the hepatic cells. It often 
primarily irritates them, causing them to secrete an abnormally acrid bile, 
which results in bilious vomiting and catharsis. After this always comes pare- 
sis, with a wliole tniin of synqaoins, such as occur under bilacniia.^ Careftd ob- 
servers afe aware that so Jong as this ‘ l>iJii>us' condition exists it is impossible 
to cure the ague or fevci, but as soon as the tongue clciirs, and the stools become 
Horiiial, the fever is easily subdued or the paroxy.sin arrestetl. This fact acctmiUs 
for the ill sUGjiess of the uhscicntiHc treatment of both schools'; tJie old with 
their routine of Quinine; the new with the fruitless chase for the specific in 
each case. While engaged in practice in the State of Michigan, wjjen fo\jr- 
fifths of all my cases were malarious fever, I olwerved that the country [HH>ple 
used ail infusion or a maceration of the bark of the “ Wahoo'* (Enonyynus) in 
whiskey as a remedy for ague. It certainly succeeded after all other drugs 
failed, especially after the abu.se of Q^\nvne, for Quinine injures the Uver as seri- 
ously and in a similar manner to malaria. Taking the hint from this domestic 
practice I used to give tlie tincture of the bark in appreciable doses, in alterna- 
tion with homoiopathic anti-periodic remedies, and with satigfhctpry results. I 
wonhl advise those who have to deni with miasmaticr interniittent, or remittent 
fevers, that they give Euonymin lx trit. doses of 2 grs. every two hours, until 
Che tongue deans and the sei.Tetions beix>me normal. Then and not till then, 
jldi^tthe similimum for the paroxysms, namely ^rsetneam, Cedron, 
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Gelsminum, Aletania, or one of the few anti periodic remedies in our Materia 
Medica. 

“This plan will insure success, and we shall escape the opprobrium of allow- 
ing our patients to pass out of our hands into those of the Philistines, or their 
own resort to the abuse of Quinine. 

“ 6. Dyspepsia . — This protean disorder, depending as it does upon a great 
many pathological conditions of the stomach, liver, ind nervous system, needs 
for its successful treatment a host of medicines. ^-Vhen, however, it depends 
upon hepoAve disorders^ as it does in this country in very many cases, we find in 
Euonymin its most powerful remedy. ' The aymptoma for which I have found it 
most useful, are those which usually accompany slow and imperfect digestion, 
namely : sense of unnatural satiety, bloe^f the stomach, sour, acrid, or bitter 
eructations, vomiting or regurgitation of food, headache after eating, sluggish 
or irregular action of the bowels, foul coated tongue, and bad breath. I usually 
prescribe two or three grains of a low trituration one hour before each meal. 
Its curative action is often generally aided by giving a few grains of Pepsin 
just before meals. If the digestion is painful — a hard, pressing, aching pain 
soon after meals — Jiisrnuth lx, a few grains, instead of Pepsin. If the pain 
comes on three or fotir hours after eating give Nax or Lycop. 

“ Fiuullv, I use Euonymin in many other affections due directly or indirectly 
to hepatic disorder, but the limits of this paper will not allow further exi)erience.*’ 


FUCUS VESICULOSUS.

The whole plaat is permeated w’ith a peculiar resin, which is most abundant 
in the flower-lieads. This and G. rohunta are very siniihir in appearance, and 
belonging to the same genus, llioir actions on the human organism are very 
much alike. 

Preparation. — T incture of the herb. 

Head. 

Terrible fulness in the lioatl, similar to the effect produced by a 
large dose of Quinine. Pain in the left eye, and right knee- 
joint, precisely like acute rheumatism. The pain in the 
knee did not last long. The pain in the left eye became very 
intense, then the right eye was affected ; simultaneously with 
tlie affection of the right eye was an unbearable pain in the 
region of the liver and spleen,. so severe that it was impossi- 
ble to lie still. Pains like ueutc rheumatism. 

The pain of the eyes was in the eyeballs and ran batrk to the 
bmin; pain increased by motion of the eyes. Character- 
istic of the pain wherever occurring was that of rheuma- 
tism ; pain with soreness. 

The conjunctiva was remarkably injected. Eyes presented the 
appearance noticed in congestion of the brain. 

Nervous System. ^ 

Full doses act first on the optic nerve, and in a little time influ- 
ence the par vagum and interrupt respiration. The dis- 
turbed respiration prevents sleep. The moment the prover 
fell asleep respiration ceased, and it would not resume until 
awakened by the suffocation tliat resulted from the sospen- 

jiSoii of respiration. 
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OUABANA. 

(PauUinia SorbUif.) 

Description. — See page 484 of “ Symptomatology.” 

Head. 

Giddiness. Tinnitus aurium. Redness of face. Staring eyes.

KUMYSS. 

Description. — O riginally, fermented nj.are*s milk. It is now made from 
cow’s milk. • 

It is a spsirkling, milky dViid, of sweetish, acidulous taste, which reminds one 
of sour cream. It always appears curdled. There arc three grades of Kumyss : 
netVf from two to seven days old ; mediuni, from seven to twenty days old, and 
oUif from twenty to sixty days or more. It is equally good, new or old. It 
may be made on a small scale by nearly filling a stmng champagne bottle with 
fresh cow's milk, add an ounce of sugar, and some 3’east about the size of two 
peas ; cork and tie the cork firmly down ; shake the bottle repeatedly, and 
place in a cellar, where it should be turned up and down a few times each day 
for five days, when it is ready, and may bo u.sed the twentieth day. 

Kumyss, being purely a dietetic remedy, has no pathogenesis, 
though some of the liead symptoms of lactic acid have been 
noticed after the long-continued use of Kumyss.

TJnsc crysials, wlicn boated, first give 
off water, and tlioii melt into a red liquid, ^from which w>inc of the Mercuric 
iodido se]»arate8. It is soluble in alcohol and ether, but water doi'omposes it, 
separating alM)ut one-half the Mercuric iodide; then the liquid yields by evapo- 
nition a saline mass. • 

This salt is also re^idily made by boiling a solution of Potassium iodide with 
Mercuric oxide.

The stalks grow 
from one to two feet high, either single or in bushes of from five to sij. The 
leaves are lanceolate, not slim; distinct median vein ; smaller veins, running 
out to near the edge of the leaf, and branching frdhi the median alternately, 
not anastomosing. Both sides of the leaf are hairy. Flowers are small, whitish, 
or tinged faintly red or blue. 

The root is at the largest parts hollow, the pith seemingly having rotted ; 
the smaller ones are wot)dy and tortuous.

Dull aching in kidneys. Bladder .sore on pressure. Burning in 
the urethra when micturating, ('ontinued for a week. Urine

PiLOCAEPUS PINNATUS. 

{Jahurnmli.) 

Description. —The name Jnhorandi is applied in South .Vmcrica to several 
plants pavses.sing diaphoretic properties. The Piloearpu« jnljurandi is a hhrub 
growing in IJra/.il, It is alvajt five fe*»t high ; the root is cylindrical and 
slender; the leaves ailernalo anil resemble those of the eherry-liuirel. 

Preparation.— Tincture (;f the leaves. Triturations of the alkaloid pilo- 
carpin. 

Head. 

Confusion of mind. Vertigo slight.. Headache almost evety 
day just about noon, for over two weeks after taking. H^d- 
ache returiud about noon, dull aching ptya same as before^ 
hurried breathing, pressure on the chest, grea| anxiety, pal- 
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pitation of the heart, and pain in the region of the heart. 
Throbbing pains in the forehead and top of the bead ; next 
came pains in chest and around the heart; pain in. the fore-* 
head became less, but increased in severity in the chest and 
above the heart. Dull pain in the occiput, extending over 
left side of head tp the forehead. 

Bye. 

Eyelids stiff and heavy. Augmentation of the lachrymaf secre- 
tion. Eyeballs feel sore on moving them.. Contrat^ion of 
the pupil. When the perspiration and flow of saliva were 
at their height, sight became so dim that objects held near 
the face were imperceptible. Siglit became blurred ; at a 
distance of four feet could see a person, but could not dis- 
tinguish the eyes. Impaired vision continued but only 
afiected the sight of distant objects, near objects were dis- 
tinctly seen. Swimming. of distant objects. During the 
sweating and salivation, apiM>arancc as of numerous white 
spote before the eyes like flake; of snow. Dimness of vision 
returns. Tiie state of the vision is constantly changing, 
becoming suddenly more or less dim every few miuu|es. 

Nose. 

Profase, watery, bland dischai^c from the nose. 

Face. 

Slight increase of color. Redness and heat of face. Throbbing 
of the temporal arteries, and increased warmth of face, but 
skiu still dry. Flushing of the face, ears, and neck. In 
those instances in which sweating took placethc face became 
flushed, and was most marked when the perspiration was 
greatest. 

Mouth. 

J^imarUy. Increased secretion of saliva, for ‘a time reqniril^ 
constant ejection; the secretion of this from the glands in 
tbe cheeks Caused a kind of collapsed feeling in them; saliva 
dtttinotly alkaline; measured sixteen ounces in add^n to 
that which flowed on the pillow while aa^p'. jSalmtion 
' ohmmenoes; and in a few minutes the mouth is 
«■ ' ' ' 
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flowing with water; this contiiiiies for four or flve hours, 
during which period ten to sixteen ounces can be collected. 

, Free salivation, with profuse sweating. Salivation and 
sweating continued to be profuse until the sight became 
blurred. The salivation, when it occurred to a marked ex- 
tent, began sin^ltaneously with the sweating, was greatest 
when the sweating was most profuse, and lasted as long as 
the sweating. Salivary secretion 'extremely active. Sub- 
maxillary gland especially enlarged; on pressing it there 
was a gush of saliva under the tongue. Sat with forehead 
resting on edge of table, and let saliva run into a vessel on 
the floor. Tried to .sleep, but had to clear the mouth of 
saliva every two or three minutes. 

Smmdarily. Great dryness of the mouth. Speech so affected 
that articulation was both difficult and indistinct. 

Throat. 

Throat dry and inflamed. Quite a sore throat, smarting pain. 
Moderate swelling of the submaxillary glands. 

Stomach and Bowels. 

Eructations and vomiting. Hiccough. Was sick and vomited 
a quantity of saliva’ Avhich was swallowed. Dull, heavy 
distress in the pyloric portion of the stomach, as though 
some hard, indigestible substance was lying there, relieved 
by eating a full meal.

great anxiety, with palpitation of the heart and pain in the 
cardiac region.

Heart and Pulse. 

Pains about the heart, very severe, accompanied with severe 
palpitation. ‘ 

Sphygraographic tracings, taken at different stages of the admin- 
istration of the drug, showed almost complete asystolia, with 
a very noticeable diminution of vascular tension during the 
sweating stage. In each experiment the pulse became rap- 
idly quicker, the increase varying from 40 to 60 a minute. 

Pulse rose from 88 to 120. 

General Symptoms, 

Very soon the face becomes red; the temporal arteries throb 
more strongly ; then there is a peculiar feeling of heat in 
the mouth and face, and the flow of saliva commences. In 
a little while the forehead becomes moist, and the face more 
red; then beads of pcrspinition appear on the forehead, 
cheeks, and temples. The flow of saliva increases, all th^ 
salivary glands successively contributing to this effect. The 
mouth is filled with immense quantities of fluid, and expec- 
toration is incessant; at the same time perspiration covers 
the face and neck; then the whole body becomes red and 
moist, and a pleasant warmth is experienced; in a few min- 
utes perspiration breaks out over the whole surface, apd soon 
runs down on *all sides. M&intime, other symptoms have 
supervened. The eyelids first Ixjcorae moist, then the lach- 
rymal secretion gradually augments, and, after collecting in 
the canthi, rolls slowly over the cheeks; at the same time 
there is a copious discharge from the Schneid^ian mem- 
brane, increased by the t^rs which escape tbrougk^he nasal 
^ caHal) moreover, there is a heightened activity of the mucous 
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glands of the back-throat, trachea, and bronchi. All these 
effects reach their maximum of intensity in about three- 
quarters of an hour after taking the drug, continuing thus 
tor thirty or forty minutes. Lying on ofle side, that the 
saliva may run more freely, the patient spits ten or fifteen 
times a minute; the flow is so rapid that he can scarcely 
speak ; the salivary glands are enlarged, and the luoutli* be- 
comes hotter. From time to time the mucous accumulations 
in the bronchi are cleared away by a slight cough; the sight 
is dimmed by the flow of tears. The body is bathed in per- 
spiration ; a shirt is wet through in a few minutes. Now a 
feeling of comfort or of weakness, as the case may be, is 
experienced. Tliirst is intense. The pupils are slightly 
contracted. By degrees the excessive activity of the secre- 
tory processes is diminished; in an hour and a quarter, or 
an hour and tlircc-qnarters, the 1a(;hryrnation, the nasal dis- 
charge, the bronchial expectoration, and, finally, the flo^v of 
saliva and the perspiration arc sensibly lessened, and the 
parts involved gradually return to their normal condhion. 
When the perspiration and flow of saliva have cjcascd, the 
subject is ])rostrated and drowsy. The parts which secreted 
so copiously are now very dry, especially the mouth and 
back-throat. There is also much thirst. 

Tried to walk about the iwm, but felt very weak, his legs giving 
way under him. 

Prastratioii of strength, even a short walk causing weariness, 
hurried breathing, and palpitation of the heart; .these symp- 
toms lasted four days. 

Sleep. 

Sleeplessness at night from restlessness, and on account of a sen- 
sation of firm pressure on the chest, with hurried breathing. 

Fell asleep at 9.30 p.m., and spent a most wretched night; a 
smart fever; increased pain in the head; general malaise; 
no thirst; very restless, talking, moving, with some delirium. 

Fever. 

Chilliness. A decided fall in temperature occurred. At the 
moment the sweat was produced, there was an increase of 
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the temperature and of the pulse; then, during the period 
of active sweating, it was sometimes noted that these elements 
remained at the same point as at the outset of the experi- 
ment; sometimes there was slight diminution, but after the 
sweating a very notable lowering of the temperature and of 
the pulse was observed, which sometimes lasted two days 
. after the experiment (This was true in thirty-two experi- 
ments.) 

Sweat breaks out on the face and upper part of tlie chest, which 
have been quite red for five or six minutes. 

Simultaneously with the flow of saliva, the perspiration breaks 
out on the forehead and over the whole body; it extends to 
the limbs, but is must marked on the trunk. 

Sweat quite profuse. Excessive perspiration from all parts of 
the body. ° Nightsweat. 


PIPER METHYSTIOUM. 

(Aava-Aat»a.) 

Description. — A plant indigenous to the islands of the Pacific Ocean. It 
grows to a height of 6 feet, and has a slender stem. The leaves are large, and 
as broad us long, 10 or 12 prominent veins radiate from the petiole, the 3 
central ones being very close together. The root is large and fibrous, but light 
and spongy in texture. 

Preparation. — Tincture of tlie root. 

Mind. 

When concentrated, drunkenness is almost instantaneous; with 
the ordinary dose, it occurs about twenty minutes after in- 
gestion. In a small dose kava is a tonic, stimulating bever- 
age, producing an agreeable excitement, and affording sup- 
port against great fatigue. In increased doses, this root 
determines an intoxication of a sorrowful, silent and sleepy 
character, completely different from that prodneed by alco- 
holic drinks. The habitual drinkers of kava take it six or 
mgbt times a day, bnt then a nervous trembling seizes them, 
and they can scarcely raise the cup to their lips. Tho in- 
toxication does not last longer than two houis, but if a pw- 
BOD ooly takes it occaaionally,. the eff^ may continue 
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twelve ; when taken at intervals of some days, the intoxw 
cation continues for six hours. When made from the root 
grown in. damp soils, the drinker remains plunged in a deep 
torpor, and b^*omes irritated by the least noise. Often 
when the dose is too great or too small, instead of the sleep 
an intoxication, accompanied by fantastic ideas and a strong 
desire to skip about, although one cannot for a moment 
hold himself on his legs. Felt all day unusual life, vigor, 
and exhilaration. Felt more lively than usual ; in better 
spirits; inclined to work. Capable of doing more work, 
, without fatigue or brain-fag. 

Head. 

Dizziness and frontal pressure, even when lying in bed in the 
morning. 

From 5 to 9 p.m. unusual dizzine^, swimming sensation and 
faintness. 

Pains, especially of the head, relieved temporarily by turning 
the mind to another topic. 

Awoke with very worn feeling of the brain, decided brain;fag ; 
getting on foot felt better. 

Headache and sleepiness so great as to interfere with work. 
Head ached all night with fulness of frontal region. Feel- 
ing as if the frontal region was solid with pain. This ache, 

« during the day, gradually moved backward to base of brain 
and along the medulla oblongata; relieved by slight mo- 
tion, increased by large, continued, and more active motion. 
Slight mental effort, passing from topic to topic, for an in- 
stant relieves; sustained effort increases the pain. 

Vessels of neck and base of brain full, as if circulation had been 
cut off^by a cord ; the whole back of head, neck, and cere- 
bellum felt congested to the brain and cord-centre; sore 
inside and tender to outside pressure ; all those parts of the 
nervous system felt as if double or treble their ordinat/size. 

Bye. 

A pain along the line of the optic nerve of the right eye when 
reading. Conjunctiva very red. While dressing, a dizzy 
blindness came upon me; dizziness less oh closing the ey^; 
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dirking attention to the head and exerting the will dimin- 
ished the dizziness ; at same time, dizzinessfoUowed by rush 
of Hood and fulness in the frontal r^ion, soon -followed 
by similar sensations in occipital and basilar i^ons, soon 
disappearing. 

Face.

It is an erect herb, roughish, hairy, stout, four to teti feet high, leaves 
broadly ovate, angled and tootlied, nearly sessile, the lower palmutcly lobed, 
abruptly narrowed into a winged petiole, outer involucral scales very large ; 
rays ten to fifteen, interlinear oblong, much larger than tbe inner scales of 
the involucre ; flower yellow. Grows in rich soil west of New York to Illinois, 
and southward. The flower and whole plant exhale a strong odor ; they look 
like small sunflowers.

QUINIA SULPHATE. 

{Chininum Sulphur icum.) 

Description.— T here are two forms of the sulphate, a neutral and an acid 
salt. 

The neutral salt is produced by neutralizing quinine with a dilute solution of 
Sulphuric acid, and adding a few drops of an alkali to determine the crystals. 
It dissolves in about 700 parts cold Water, and 30 parts hot water. 

The acid salt always separates from a solution of quinine in excess of sul- 
phuric acid. It is much more soluble in water than die neutral sulphate. It 
will dissolve in 11 parts of water.

Twitchings, in the evening. Convulsions. 

* General Aveakness, cs|>ecially of the feet, so as to interfere with 

walking. 

* Collapse, with feeble pulse and colliquative sweats. 

Disturljance of nervous system and of the heart’s action, pro-, 

ducing general prostration and feebleness of cardiac move- 
ments. 

° Nearly all neuralgic pains when periodical and malarial. 
Exhaustion as from hunger. 

Very restless at night. 

Excessive great sensitiveness of the body during the proving. 

Skin. 

JRash all over the body, vivid as scarlatina and attended with 
intolerable and incessant itching. The rash and irritation 
were persistent for several days ; and then gradually ahd 
.slowly subsided, followed by univf^l exfoliation of thi 
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cuticle. Scarlatina-like eruption, with extremely violent 
itching 'over the whole body, followed' by desqoamation, 
lasting fully three jnonths. 

With some, pimples appear over the whole body, accompanied 
with an intolerable itching, and which eventually discharge 
a matter, somewhat tliicker than scrum, 'though not exactly 
.of the consistence of pus; having reached tlie suppurative 
stage, the eruption gives place to squamous scabs. 

* Skin cold, pale, moist, and shrunken. Sudden, long, prick'- 

ing stitches, as with needles, in the skin of the ch(^t, back, 
and thighs, followed by moderate sweat on the chest and 
. back, in the evening, while walking slowly in the open air. 

Sleep. 

Constant inclination to yawn, with decided weakness. Coma. 

Sleep very uneasy, interrupted by wonderful dreams; constant 
tossing about the bed. 

* Sweat, pspecially on the back ami nock when sleeping. 

Frightful dreams, with restless sleep. 

Fever. 

Decided shaking chill at 3 r.M, ; at p.m., heat of the face, 
lasting until 9 p.m., but no sweat followed. Chilliness, with 
Idleness of the face, pain in the forehead and temples, and 
ringing in the cars at 1 1 a.m. , 

The fever shows itself at one time by an effervescence of the 
blood, causing great pulsation (or “snapping”) of the veins, 
at another by an icy coldness of the whole body, insomuch 
that it has been compared to the action of an iutermittent 
fever; this fever seems to terminate by a sharp spontane- 
ous accession. 

Eil^mitics, hands, feet, chin, and nose cold from noon until 
evening. 

Heat over thOj whole body, which gradually breaks into sweats. 

Sweat breaks out over tl^. whole lx)dy from time to time, even 
during perfect quiet Sweat duridg the morn^g sleep so 
profuse that the bed was soaked with it 
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® Intemittent/ever, quotidian, with wett-devdoped chiU, fever, and 
sweat. * 

° Congestive or pernicious ague, quotidian, rarely good for quar- 
tan fever. 


RHUS AEOMATIOA. 

Description.— It is a shrub, growing foom two to six feet high, inhabiting 

high rocky soil; steins straight, branching near the top; flowers yellow, fruit 

clustered, red, seedy, and acid. When the bush is broken it emits a strong 

odor, from' whence it takes its common name. 

Preparation. — Tincture from the bark of the root." 

(No ProvUigt.) ■ 

° Diabetes Insipidus . — Large quantities of urine of low specific 
gravity. Emaciated and haggard. 

° Diahdes MeUitus . — Great lassitude and languor. Pain in the 
back, considerable thirst, appetite variable, sometimes raven- 
ous, and sometimes deficient; skin sallow and doughy; tem- 
perature, 101-J°; slight cough and occasional nightsweats; 
loss of flesh ; sugar in the urine. 

° Incontinence of urine, whether from atony of the muscular, or 
irritation of the nervous fibre, which prevent normal dis- 
tension. 

® Constant dribbling of the urine. 

® Enuresis nocturna.

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SALIGTLJG lOID. 

Descftptioi^'.— It is prepared from flowers pf Spiraea Ulmaria, Oil of Gaul- 
theria (Wintergreen), Salicin, Indigo, and Phenol. 

It has a sweetish-sour taste| and produces irritation of the throat. Slightly 
soluble in cold water, much more so in hot water. Alcohol dissolves it mor^ 
readily than water, and either take up a considerable quantity. * 

Pbepaeation.— Triturations. 

Head. 

Delirium ; the patient^s mind became very stupid ; it was diflS- 
cult for him to collect his ideas, then he laughed without 
cause, talked incessantly and disconnectedly, frequently 
looked about him, with apparent hallucinations. 

Vertigo, — dulness of the head. 

Riish of blood to the head. Headache. 

Diminished acuteness of vision. 

Roaring in the ears, with difficult hearing. 

® Menifere’s disease, — aural vertigo. 

Throat. 

Hflemorrhagic pharyngitis, with difficulty of swallowing. Great 
dryness of the pharynx. Violent efforts to swallow, with 
difficulty in swallowing, woke him from sleep; the pain and 
difficulty in swallowing became confined to the right side of 
the throat, with sticking pain, extending along the Eustachian 
tube to within the ear ; swelling of the right tonsil, so that 
it was noticed externally below the angle of the jaw, with 
sensitiveness when touched, and with increased temperature 
in the vicinity ; examination revealed redness and swelling 
of the mucous membrane of the throat and posterior fauces, 
with ulcers the size of a pin-head ; after a time a small lump 
of clieesy matter of a strong odor was expectorated, with 
some bluish-red blood ; this was followed by a gradual return 
of the throat to its nerrmal condition. 

^ Biphtheria (but inferior to Eucalyptol). 

- Stomach. 

Erosions and ulcers in the stomach and bowels. 

Generalities.^^ 

Immediately after the first powder he began to sw^i profusely. 
The perspiration iupreased and bis strength diiniiiished so 
vittblyi that his wife unwilling to give him the fourth 
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powder. He insisted, however, and after taking it, vomiting 
and an agonizing headache set in, which continued all night. 
In the morning he seemed unconscious and simply groaned 
loudly. Only for a moment did his mind seem clear, when 
he cried out, My head, my head ! ” to the physicians who 
were present. All treatment was futile, and he died in forty 
hours after taking the first powder. No post-mortem ex- 
amination was permitted. The course of the case was too 
rapid to be explained on the theory of a complicating cere- 
bral inflammation ; all the symptoms seem to point to poison- 
ing (10-grain doses). 

Fever. 

Increased warmth of skin. Profuse sweat. Sweat at limes more 
or less profuse. 

SALICYLATE OF SODA. 

Description.— Salicylate of soda is a white granular salt, very soluble in 
water. Some of the salts in the market have a leaden look or reddish tinge 
The redness is always present when it is evaporated from an alkaline solution. 

It is prepared by putting one part of salicylic acid in tw^ parts of hot dis- 
tilled water, and gradually adding bicarbonate of soda, until the salicylic acid 
is dissolved and the liquid has but a slight acid reaction. Filter this solution 
and evaporate to dryness. 

Preparations. — Triturations, or in syruptand elixirs.

SANflUINARINA NITRATE. 

Description. — This preparation is a very fine brownish-red powder, pun- 
gent, acrid, bitter, and inodorous. Soluble id* alcohol, ether, and water and 
oils, Ifit not in all proportions. Alcohol and water separately will dissolve 
about half a grain to each one hundred minims, while dilute alcohol (equal 
parts of alcohol and water) will disfl|>lve about one-fourth of a grain more. 

Preparation. — Triturations up to the third centesimal ; then it may be 
carried high^ in alcohol. ^ 

Head and Neck. 

Pain in the supra-orbital r^on, proceeding from pain in the 
xight eyeball, of a sore, aching character. It soon extended^ 
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across the forehead, and seamed to be deep in above the root 
of die nose. Burning pain in the forehead and the root of 
the nose, with aohftig and soreness in eyeballs, worse on 
pressure ; pain became more severe on the left side of the 
heady through the left temple. Slight aching sensation, with 
soreness all over the head and scalp. Slight dizziness 
through all of the proving. The pain in the left side ex- 
tended to the parietal ridge and back to the mastoid process, 
attended witlf sensation of stiffness in the muscles of left 
side of neck and top of left shoulder, as if from exposure 
•to a draft of cold, or damp, raw air. Sensation of obstruct 
tion and fulness in heady which was relieved by a discharge 
of a large quantity of thick, yellow, sweet-tasting mucus. 
Heat in the forehead; bathed in warm water gave some 
relief. Uncomfortable feeling about the head all day; 
worse at night. ° Catarrhal and sick-headaches. 

Byes. 

Pain in right eyebally extending to the supra-orbital region ; pain 
of a sore, aching character. Profuse lachrymation; the 
tears gush from the eyes. Dimness of eighty as if looking 
through gauze or mist, as if a thin film of mucus was spread 
over the sighft Redness and soreness of the inner corners 
of the eyes, which feel as if swollen. Pain in the left eyebaUy 
extending over the orbit and left side of the head. 

Redness of lids and conjunctiva, lleai a^id burning of the eyesy 
which was quite severe.' Burning, pressing, aching, and 
sore pains in the eyes. 

Ears. 

‘ Obstruction of the Eustachian tube; difficulty in distinguishing 
sounds; roaring in tlie right ear. ^ 

Nose. 

ifteen minutes after {akii% first dose, observed water tj|pkling 
from right nostril. * Waiery mucus flowed fi'eely from both 
nodrilsy attended by a violent sneemgy repeated every few 
minutes, wilfa profbse lachrymation.. Sensation arising to 
nostrils as if he had taklb strong horseradi^ MurMng 
pain ih both nostrilB.^ Accumulation of obeirwMng 
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nose and bronchial tubes. • .Dry^ sore^ and raw feeling in 
nostrils. Free discharge from posterior narcs, tinged mVi 
blood, especially from left side. * 

Mouth and Fauces. 

Bitter taste, extending back to the root of the tongue. Slight 
acrid burning sensation on the tongue. Roughness and dry- 
ness in the mouth and throat, with sensation of constriction 
in the throat, which passed off in fifteen or twenty minutes. 
Increased flow of mufcus and saliva, with sneezing and burn- 
ing in the forehead. 

Soreness, rawness, and toughness on right tondl, vnth difficulty in 
swallowing, as if the throat indicated diphtheria, but on ex- 
amination there was only a red and irritable spot. 

In the morning raised laige quantities of thick, yellow, sweet-tasting 
mucus. This continued all day. Heat in the mouth, as if 
pepper had been taken. Great accimulaiion of mucus in (he 
throat and bronchi. Awoke frequently with dry mouth and 
throat, from breathing with mouth open, the nose being 
obstructed. Everything tasted dry, like chij>s. Coffee did 
not taste natural ; wanted something succulent, not pungent, 
but soothing to the mouth and throat, which was hot, dry, 
parched, and raw. ° Catarrh of fauces Jind pharynx. 

Chest. 

Heat and tension behind centre of steanum; sensation of tightness 
in the chest, inducing a short hacking cough; the cough be- 
came ha^h, leaving soreness and rawness in the throat and 
chest, with scraping, raw sensation in the pharynx. Cough- 
ing up large quantities of thick, yellow, sweet-tasting mucus 
several times during the day. 

Tension, burning, and accumulation of mucus behind centre of 
sternum. 

In forQr minutes after taking, the tension and heat behind the 
sternnm had inefeased, with desire to cough, — a short hack- 
ing cough; raised a clear mucus; the oou^ became deeper 
and rattling; the pressure extended to b^ lungs, greatly 
increasing the sense of suffocation, feeling as if the air-paa- 
sages were lined with thick, stiff mucus or pus.. ^ 
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Stomach. 

SensaMon of burning in stomach and oesophagus. Belching up 
of putrid-smelling gas, though she had eaten nothing since 
morning. Little appetite. 

Urinary Organs. 

Passed urine nearly every hour during the night, which, on stand- 
ing until morning, weighed twenty-eight ounces, and de- 
posited a white sediment. 

Abdomen. 

Borborygmus and pains in abdomen, as if diarrhoea would set in, 
with sharp cutting pains. 


STEYOHNIA ABSENATE. 

Description. — Acids easily dissolve Strychnia, forming neutral solutions, 
having an intensely bitter taste, and lieing virulently poisonous. The Arsenate 
is a salt, forming in monoclinic prisms, soluble in fifteen parts cold and five 
parts hot water. 

The Arsenite is in the form of dull white rubes, efflorescing in air. 
pREPAiiATiON.— Triturations. 

{No Proving,) 

° Chronic diarrhoea in a child with paralytic conditions of blad- 
der, rectum, and lower extremities. 

® Certain forms of paralysis where Arsenic and Strychnia both 
appear to be indicated. 


SULPHUR lODATUM. 

{Iodide of Sulphur,) 

Description. — Iodine and Sulphur combine when heated together, even 
under water. The Iodide is a blackish-gray radio-crystalline mass, resembling 
native Sulphide of antimony. It decomposes at higher temperatures, gives ofiT 
Iodine on exposure to air, and is insoluble in water. 

Pbkfabation.— Triturations. 

Hea4. 

Sides of the head ached, with a sensation as if the head were 
pressed in a vise. 

InbliBatioQ to close tibe eyes, as if to pres? out tears^ . 

** Catamet oui^. (Jumett.) 
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Singing in tlie ears. 

Nasiil coryza. Flow of “acrid serum” from the nose. Excori- 
ation of the nostrils. 

Erythematous breaking out in the upper lip, with yellowish 
pustules, painful, sore, and tender, quickly disappearing in 
dry scales. 

Mouth aud Throat. 

* Tongue dry and hard, furred at the root, red at the point. 

Throat dry and painful to touch, feeling as if swelled. 

* Sore throat in the morning. {Burnett) 

Constant disposition to swallow saliva ; throat and gullet parched ; 
the saliva did not allay the dryness. 

Stomach. 

Anorexia; desire for acids, pickles, lemonade, etc. Soreness and 
sinking in the epigastrium. 

Respiratory Organs. 

Accumulation of dark purulent mucus in tlic windpij)e, causing 
constant inclination to swallow saliva, which does not moisten 
it. Sensation of dryness in the trachea. Much troubled 
with cough during the early part of the night, accompanied 
by a nasty taste in the mouth and a fetid breath. 

Chest. 

Difficulty of expanding the chest on inspiration, with prostration 
of strength. 

Boring pain, as if in the heart, with some difficulty of respiration. 

Back. 

Pain in the loins, as if bruised, with weakness of the spinal 
column. 

Generalities. 

Prostration of strength, with difficulty of expanding the chest on 
inspiration. 

Faintness, much worse on waking in the morning, when stooping 
or leaning forward, when running or ascending the stairs. 

Skin. 

Pustules on the upper lip. Erythema on the chin. . Arms cov- 
ered with an itchiug^rash, like nettlerash. 
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® Barbers’ itch. ^ Acne. {Hale.) 

. Sleep. 

Unrefreshed by sleep at night; confused dreams. 

THYMOL. 

Description.' — ^Thymol is obtained from Thyme oil by fractional distilla- 
tion, at 225°. It forms about one-half of Thyme oil. The more volatile parts 
of Thyme oil (Thymene and Cymene) likewise contain* a considerable quaiitity 
of Thymol, which may be obtained by agitating the liquid with soda-lye, 
separating the undissolved oil, diluting the alkaline .solution with water. 
Supersaturate this with Hydrochloric •acid and Thymol will be precipitated. 
Thymol is purified by crystallization from an alcoholic solution. The trystals 
are transparent rhomboid tables. It has a mild odor and an aromatic, peppery 
taste. Somewhat heavier than water. It dissolves in about 300 parts water, 
and is easily soluble in alcohol and ether. Water does not precipitate it from 
the alcoholic solution. 

Preparation. — Thymol, 1 part; alcohol, 10 parts; glycerin, 20 parts; 
water, 1000 parts. Used as an antiseptic.

TRIFOLIUM PEATENSE. 

{lUd Clover.) 

Prepabation. — Tincture of the flower-heads. 

Head. 

Head and perceptions very dull. Brain feels very dull. Has 
been dull all day; cannot think nor remember. 

Head is hot and feels very large. 

Intermittent headache; the attacks last but half an hour. 

Eyes feel dull, sore, and heavy. 

Mucus secreted in large quantities in the nose. Nasal mucous 
membrane feels dry. 

Throat. 

Throat feels dry and bard in the forenoon. Feels raw, as if 
something wei$ in it. I continually try to clear it. Throat 
feels much irritated. Throat all the way down feels as if 
scalded. 

Oreat diyness of the trachea, causing me to clear the throat of 
some foreign snbstance. While in.a close room, feel as if I 
could not get air enough ; feel mwh.better whQe out of doors. 
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Throat dry in the afternoon, then after two hours it became quite 
moist, and there was great expectoration. 

Have had continued irritation of the pharynx and trachea, caus- 
ing a continued short backing cough, with an accumulation 
of mucus, which I must expectorate. 

A sharp pain through the uvula, causing the tears to start. 

Abdomen. 

Griping pains in the abdomen, continuous and severe. 

Very costive. Bowels afterwards were very costive, and each * 
defecation was followed by several droj)s of dark blood, 
attended by a bearing-down sensation, not a griping nor a 
true tenesmus, but more as if the bowel would prolapse from 
its own weight ; this lasted about two weeks, after which the 
bowels became regular. ^ 

Urinary Organs. 

Primary. Kidneys very sore; an increase in the quantity of 
urine. Great urging to urinate; the bladder feels full to 
overflowing. Whole mucous membrane of the uriiiary tract 
feels irritated. 

Secondan'y. Urine scanty. 

Respiratory Organs. 

Some irritation in the bronchi, causing a short hacking cough. 
Felt oppressed in breathing, or rather that 1 was breathing 
air loaded with impurities after retiring; pulse slow and 
irregular. Some dyspnoea, disappearing on going into the 
fresh air. 

Lungs feel as if full of blood, at 2 p.m. At 10 P.M., had to 
leave a close room on account of the oppressed, feeling in 
my chest; on coming into the fresh air 1 was obliged to 
cough much ; this was Vollowed by hiccough and profuse 
expectoration. 

On reclining, or lying down my chest feels distressed as from 
deficient aeration of blood in the lungs. 

Pulse slow and irregular; veiy weak, intermitting one or two* 
beats; once it stopped for a few seconds, then followed a 
bounding poise. 
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Sleep. 

Pelt as if I liad not been asleep, on waking in tbe morning. 

Fever. 

In a few minutes after retiring, I b^n to feel cold ; pnlse at 
the wrist very weak, intermitting one or two beats ; once it 
stopped for a few seconds; this was followed by% bounding 
pulse; I became very warm, and my breathing stopped; 
my lungs felt as if 1 were breathing in hot air. Feet and 
hands cold ; head hot. 


TRIFOnUM BEPENS. 

{White Clover.) • 

Preparation.— Tincture of the flower heads. Dr. Doup^lass took a tritu- 
ration of ilie flowers, one part to six of sac. lactis; the effects were so speedy 
and marketi that six other persons took it, with substantially the same results 
in a few minutes. 

A feeling of fulness and congestion of all the salivary glands; 
in some instances amounting to decided discomfort, and even 
pai^, quickly followed by increased, sometimes copious flow 
of saliva. One of the provers placed her hands on the 
parotid gland and said she felt just as if an attack of mumps 
were coming on. 

TUBNEM APHEODISIACA. 

(Dammna.) 

Description.— Tt belongs to the natural order of Turneraccfe. The genus 
Turnem is a small family of chiefly tropic4il American plants allied to the 
Passifloraceie. The flowers are small, yellow, sulwesaile near the end of the , 
small branches. Tiimera aphrodisiaca, as found in the market, consists of 
broken leaves mixed with fragments of the branches, and sometimes with seed- 
pods. The branches have a reddish-brown bark, and are covered, when young, 
with white, cottony hairs. The leaves am less than an inch long, obovate, 
wedge-shape, and taiwr at the base to a short, slender leaf-sUilk ; when young 
they are covered with a slight pubescence, but become smooth when old. 

Preparation. — Tincture of the plant. 

{No PrMig.) 

° Paresis of the genital m^gans of both sexes. » 

** Partial impotence. Sexual debility, chiefly fromnervous pros- 
tration. 
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® Sexual neurasthenia. 

° Incontinence of urine in old people. 

° Atonic sperniatorrhoea. 

® Chronic prostatic discharges. 

It seems to be an analogue of Helonias Aletris, Strychnia, rnos- 
phoric acid and the Hyixiphosphites. 

VIBURNUM OPULUS. 

• (Cranberry tree. Cramp bark.) 

Description. — This shrub grows from five to fifteen feet high, on low 
ground along streams; common in Canada and the Northern and Western 
States, extending south as far as Virginia; very abundant in the Catskill and 
Alleghany mountains. Flowers in June and July. The acid fruit is a sub- 
stitutc for cranberries, whence the name, High cranberry huslh. The common, 
well-known Snowball tree, or Ouelder rose of our gardens Is a cultivated variety 
of this species, wUh the whole cyme turned by cultivation into showy, sterile 
flowers. 

The Viburnum prunifolium (Black Haw), which is found 'in dry copses from 
New England, Canada, and Illinois on the north, to Tennessee and Virginia 
on the south, is a much larger shrub, and should not be confoundt^ with Vi- 
burnum Opulus. 

Preparation. — Tincture from inner bark of shrub, and bark of root. 

Mind. 

Confused, and unable to concentrate the mind on usual mental 
labor. Stupid feeling, as if I could not tell wliere I was or 
what to do on awaking in the morning. Inability to study 
to such an extent that lie abandoned the proving. 

Head. 

Dull frontal headache^ extending to tho eyeballs, aggravated by 
mental exertion, and relieved by ‘moving alK>ut. Dull, 
aching pain over left eye. Dull, confusing frontal head- 
ache, extending to both temporal regions, as after night 
watching or loss of sleep, so severe as to compel cessation of 
mental exertion. Headache beginning about 3 P.M., worse 
at night 

Vertigo with* inclination to turn to the left. Vertigo on rising 
from a ^at; feel as though would fall forward. Vertigo on 
ctosing eyes. Severe pressive pajln in right supraorbital 
r^ion. Dull, supraorbital and frontal headache, with pro- 
fuse flow of clear, wa^pey urine. 
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Severe pain in head just over the*eyes on opening them ; the sore- 
ness extending back into the head. 

Severe left-^ed headachcy aggravated by a sudd^ jar, bending 
over, false step movement. Eyes heavy; feel almost sick 
enough to go to bed. Seoei'e p^in in left parietal regim ; 
the pain is sharp and penetrates into the brain, aggravated 
by every cough, moving the head, when the bowels move. 
Every covgh hurts the head. 

Eyes. 

Sore feeling in eyeballs. Heaviness over the eyes and in the 
eyeballs, so severe that at times would have to look twice 

^ to he sure of seeing an object. Eyes burn ; can hardly see 
on account of profuse flow of tears. 

Ears. 

Sharp, jerking pains in ears as if stabbing with a sharp knife, 
lasting nearly an hour, with more or less severity. Would 
awaken during, the night with great pain in ears ; deep in 
the Sone. p]xtcYnal ear sore as if bruised ; could not lie on 
affected side. Compelled to change position seveml times 
during the night in consequence of pain, first in one ear and 
then in the other. 

Stomach. 

Deathly sickness at the stomach pi night, not relieved by any posi- 
tion. When lying perfectly quiet had no unpleasant feel- 
ing, but on moving, a deathly nause^i in pit of stomach 
came on ; woqld faint on attempting to get up. Constant 
nausea (but no inclination. to vomit), relieved by eating. 

Nausea and faintness, at times very distressing, relieved by eating, 
but felt immediately afterwards. Aching pain in stomach 
in the afternoon, relieved by stretching the body and throw- 
ing the stomach forwards. 

^ Nausea and vomiting of pregnant women. 

Hs^oohondria. 

Severe sticking, darting, pain in led: hypochondrium, deepD^ted 
as if in spleen, with a sensation as if some JKot fluid, were 
running thmugh «the splenic vessels ; reliev^ by walking 
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about thcToom, or by bardtpressure, aggravated Jying on 
left side ; could not lie on the left side at all. luteuse pain in 
region of ^pleen, producing fainting, relieved by perspira- 
tion. Most intense pain in left lumbar r^ion between 
floating ribs and wing of ilium. 

Abdomen. 

Whole abdoii\pn tender and sensitive to pressure, especially 
about the umbilicus. Rumbling, darting pain in bowels. 
Cramping colic pains in lower bowels. Bearing down 
pains in abdomen as during menstruation, with heavy 
aching pain over pubes. Severe, heavy, aching, bearing 
down pain, accompanied by drawing pains in anterior 
muscles of the thighs, and occasionally by sharp shooting 
pains in ovarian regions. Crampy colie pains in loteer ab- 
domen almost unbearable^ the pains coming on suddenly and 
UfUh terrible severity, as if going to be “ unwell,” mostly or 
wholly at night. 

Stool. 

Constipation. Great inactivity of rectum; no inclination for 
stool. Stool dry, hard, scanty, painful, and dillicult of ex- 
pulsion. Oljstinate constipation; desire for stool, with 
much straining. Stool large, hard, and when {Hissed at- 
tended, with a cutting sensation in rectum and anus. Dur- 
ing and immediately after stool, profuse haemorrhage of 
dark-red blood. 

One prover had profuse, watery diarrhoea, accompanied by ter- 
rible chills and cold sweat on the forehead. 

Urinary Or^rans. 

Profuse flow of clear, watery urine; compelled to urinate every 
hour. A constant sensation as if the urine continued to 
flow, followed each urination. Profuse and frequent flow 
of clear, watery urine, accompanying frontal headache. 

Sexual Organs. 

Ma/iak— Severe pain and swelling of epididymis and testicle of 
left side. Epididymis of right side so painful and swollen 
that a suspensoiy bandage was necessary. (Thm prover was 
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snlyect to attacks of epididymitis from exposure to cold or 
violent exercise, but in this case he had not been exposed to 
either.) Involuntary seminal emissions wit])out dreams. 

Female.'--XJneasy^ sensation in pelvic region and slight bearing- 
down pains. Pain in bao^, loins and lower abdomen, as 
if the menses were coming on; a^ravated in early part of 
evening and in a close room; ameliorated. in open air and 
by moving abont. 

® Was “unwell” during second week while taking the remedy, 
but felt so perfectly free from pain and uneasiness so pecu- 
liar to that period, that I attributed my freedom from pain 
to the action of the remedy. Severe bearing-down pains 
as during menstruation, accompanied by drawing pains in 
anterior muscles Of thigh and occasional sharp shooting 
pains over ovaries. Three days after discontinuing the drug 
the above pains were 'repeated in the morning, with great 
nervousness; could not sit or lie still but for a few minutes 
at a time, on account of the pain. Ten days after commenc- 
ing the proving — which was at mid^menstrual period, regu- 
lar menstruation recurring two weeks before — a flow began

Tired, bruised pain in .muscles of the back, extending from scap- 
ula to wing of ilium on each side of spine, relieved by firm 
pressure.
